The proper diſpoſal of the gravel, &c. brought for the purpoſe of ballaſting the empty 
ſhips that traded hither for coal, appears at this early period to have been an object of con- 
cern to the corporation of Newcaſtle, without whoſe intervention it is not improbable | 
but that the bed of the Tyne had been choked up long ago with this adventitious matter 
and one of the moſt important of our rivers by that means rendered unnavigable. The 
mayor and burgeſſes of Newcaſtle, it ſhould ſeem, were at this time firſt inveſted with the 
power of depoſiting this ballaſt where there would be the leaſt danger of its falling into and 
damaging their river, although in ſeveral conteſts concerning this power they have been 
defirous of claiming it by preſcription as conſervators of the Tyne, ſtrengthened by an ad- 
ditional authority derived to them from the ſtatute 34 Hen.

From the circumſtance of this being the firſt mention that occurs of ballaſt-ſhores, it 
ſeems probable that the coal trade was now firſt beginning to be of conſiderable conſe- 
quence. In a courſe of years and great increaſe of commerce, theſe ballaſt-ſhores have 
crowded the banks of the Tyne on both ſides with artificial mountains. |

Gardiner, in his England's Grievance, p. 15 and 47, tells us, that King James, on 
the 28th of January, 1618 (two days after the death of Charles, Earl of Nottingham), 
granted the admiralty of all England to the Duke of Buckingham, on which account, 
he (Gardiner) conceived that the title of (the town of) Newcaſtle, by virtue of the 
charter of 31 Elizabeth, is of little force. Vide ſupra in 1589. It would have been 
more candid in that angry declaimer to have accuſed King James of acting unlawfully, 
which either with deſign or inadvertently, he certainly did, in granting to his favourite 
Buckingham the admiralty of all England, when Queen Elizabeth, as ſhewn before, 
had granted the reverſion of that of the port of Tyne, on the death of the then lord ad- 
ya, to the mayor and burgeſſes of Newcaſtle, 6 ö 
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February 4s 1616, ſeventeen new commiſſioners, among whom 
was the mayor of Newcaſtle, were appointed, with thirteen new 
articles added to the former nine, for the better conſervation of the 
river Tyne, which was ſtrictly enjoined them to provide for, under 
pain of forfeiting all the liberties of the town of Newcaſtle into the 
hands of the king.

and their counſel learned, who appeared againſt it: And upon the 
whole matter, nothing was made out before us in proof or evidence 
of the ſaid allegations ; but on the contrary, it appeared to us by what 
was offered and demonſtrated by thoſe of Newcaſtle, and by the 
teſtimony of divers able and ancient ſhip-maſters, and other perſons 
unconcerned, that the erecting a ballaſt-ſhoar, as is deſigned, at Jarrow- 
Slike, would prove deſtructive to trade in general, dangerous both to 
ſhipping and men's lives, to the inhancinge of the price of ſea coales, 
to the obſtruction and choaking of the river Tyne, exceedingly miſ- 
chievous to the bar of Tinmouth-Haven, and manifeſtly to the de- 
creaſe of trade, and damage of the town of Newcaſtle : the better 
judgment and conſideration whereof is humbly ſubmitted to your 
majeſties great wiſdom, by your majeſty's moſt humble and moſt obe- 
dient ſubjects and ſervants, Samuel Starling, mayor, Richard Cheverton, 
John Lawrence, William Peake, William Hooker, Joſeph Sheldon, 
Thomas Davis, Fran. Chaplin, James Edwards, Dan. Forth, I. 
Ward, Jonathan Dawes. October 27th, 1670?.” |

Jarrow-Slake. In this trial upon a decree, confirming the conſervator- 
ſhip of the river Tyne in the ſaid mayor and burgeſſes, there was a 
perpetual injunction, which, on an appeal, was afterwards confirmed 
in the Houſe of Lords u.

About the year 1711, when an order of parliament paſſed for leave 
to bring in a bill, for making the river Tyne navigable from New- 
burn to Hexham, the corporation of Newcaſtle oppoſed this ſcheme, 
as a project, that, if proceeded in, would be of great damage to the

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In the year 1785, there were cleared at the Cuſtom-Houſe of New- 
caſtle upon Tyne 4339 vellels coaſtwiſe, 491 over ſea; in all 4830“. 

At a general meeting of the merchants reſiding in the port of New- 
caſtle, held Sept. 15th, 1787, purſuant to publick advertiſement, Mr. 
Mayor in the chair, a letter from Mr. Roſe, one of the ſecretaries of 
the treaſury, to the mayor, being read, it was, after ſome deliberation, 
reſolved, That the abolition of the fees of the officers of the cuſtoms, 
if followed by a tonnage duty, is inexpedient, and will be highly diſ- 
treſſing to the merchants and fhip-owners of this port, from the par- 
ticular nature of their trade.

GLASS-WORKS ON THE RIVER TYNE, 


GLASS-MAKERS are ſaid to have been firſt brought out of France 
into England A. D. 674, on the building of the new abbey of Were- 
mouth, at a few miles diſtance from the mouth of the river Ihn 

Glaſſes, the finer ſort of which were firſt manufactured at Crutched- 
Friars in London, firſt began to be made in England A. D. 1557. 
The fine flint glaſs, little inferior to that of Venice, was firſt made in 
the Savoy-Houſe in the Strand, London, as were the firſt glaſs-plates 
for looking-glaſſes and coach-windows at Lambeth, by the encourage- 
ment of the Duke of Buckingham, in the year 1673 .

March gth, 1699, the houſe having taken off half the duty upon. 
glaſs, the ſame petitioners occur as praying that the remaining half may 
alſo be taken off. Their petition was referred to a committee, but 
they obtained no farther relief *, | 

April 24th, 1710, mention occurs of a glaſs-houſe at Cloſe-Gate ®, 

April 5th, 1737, the following glaſs-works are mentioned in the com- 
mon- council books: © Broad glaſs-houſes called Howden and South- 
Sheilds glaſs-houſes.—The bottle houſes, called Cloſe-Gate bottle-houſe 
— Weſtern bottle-houſe—St. Lawrence bottle-houſe—Bill-Key bottle- 
houſe, and the flint glaſs-houſe at Cloſe-Gate.“ 

There appear to have been conſtantly and fully employed on the river 
Tyne, A. D. 1772, ſixteen large glaſs works, viz. one for plate glaſs; 
three crown glaſs-houſes; five for broad or common window-glaſs— 
two for white or flint glaſs, and five bottle-houſes. The glaſs manu-

MONASTERY OF JARROW., 


THIS houſe, which was of the Benedictine order, was originally 
annexed to the neighbouring monaſtery of Weremouth ; ſo that they 
ſtand inſeparably connected in the earlier parts of their common 

- hiſtory. 

Both were founded towards the end of the ſeventh century, chiefly 
under the auſpices of Benedict Biſcop®, a Saxon monk, of great 
eminence in his time, who having been a ſoldier in his earlier youth,

return to have put himſelf under e protection of Coynwalh, king of the Weſt Saxons; 
but finding that king dead on his arrival, he returned to Northumberland, and, with 
the aſſiſtance of King Eefrid, founded the above monaſteries of Weremouth and Jarrow. 
Leland, on I know not what authority, has aſſerted, that Theodore, Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, founded the monaſtery of St. Peter, at the mouth of the Were, and alſo this

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devoted himſelf to religion at the age of twenty-five ; and, having 
taken the tonſure, became a zealous teacher, and, as it were, miſſionary 


of the monaſtic life. 
Under the protection of Egfrid, King of Northumberland, who 


gave the ſite", together with an ample endowment of land ; and, 
aſſiſted by the {kill of an able and zealous coadjutor, named Ceolfrid ', 
A. D. 674, this Benedict began to lay the foundations of a monaſtery, 
near the mouth, and on the northern bank of the river Were, in ho- 
nour of St. Peter, the prince of the apoſtles. Benedict made a voyage 
into France the year following, and brought back with him ſkilful 
maſons to build the church of that abbey !, after the manner of the

k Egfrid, who had four years before ſucceeded his father Oſwy, in the kingdom of 
Northumberland, gave Benedict 70 families of land, on the above occaſion. Sir James 
Ware ſuppoſes that hides, or carrneates, are here intended by the expreſſion “ families 
of land.” 

The ſame king gave afterwards 40 families of land more, in augmentation of the firſt 
endowment, ——Bede Vit.

He likewiſe brought over from Rome two ſilken palls, of exquiſite workmanſhip, with 
which he afterwards purchaſed of King Aldfrid, ſucceſſor of Elfrid, two pieces of land 
for his monaſtery, Bede, Vit.

| A bell hangs at preſent in the belfry of Jarrow church, which is doubtleſs the 
one that was placed at the firſt in the church of the monaſtery. It has two fleurs 
de lis on it, which ſufficiently intimate in what country it was caſt. Bede tells us, 
« Cuncta quæ ad altaris et eceleſiæ miniſterium competebant, vaſa ſana, vel veſti- 
menta, quia domi invenire non potuit, de tranſmarinis regionibus advectare religioſus 
emptor curabat,” He is ſpeaking of Benedict, and juſt before the above paſſage men- 
tions his ſending to France for maſons and glaſs-makers. This is certainly ot one of the 
firſt bells uſed for religious purpoſes in England. 

It is obſervable in the inſcription on this bell (fee plate of Miſcellaneous Au lee 
No 8.), which is plainly to be underſtood « SANCTE PAULE ORA PRO NO BIS,“ 
that the A in ORA, the R in PRO, and the N in NOBIS, have, probably through 
the ignorance of the founder, been turned upſide down in the mould. To the ſame cauſe 
may be attributed the tranſpoſition of ſome of the letters ; the V after the L in PALUS, 
ought to precede it; and the S that follows, be taken to the end of the word NOBIS, 
where, inſtead of that letter, there is an E turned upſide down, which ought to follow 
the L, and make the word “ Paule,“ in the vocative caſe, to agree with “ Sancte.“ 
That the fleurs de lis were then in the arms of France, fee Edmondſon's Complete Body 
of Heraldry. vol. i. p. 3, where he cites ſeveral ancient authors, for the fabulous account 
that a banner, whereon were depicted three lilies, or, on à field azure, . was ſent from 
heaven to Clovis, the firſt Chriſtian monarch of France, who began his reign A. D.

This was intended to be rather a part of, than a diſtinct inſtitution 
from, the former houſe at Weremouth, under the general name of the 
one monaſtery of St. Peter and St. Paul, ſituated in different places 4. 

A. D. 683, Benedict, accompanied by Ceolfrid, for the fifth time, 
ſet out for Rome; Eoſterwin having, before their departure, been * 
pointed co-abbot of both houſes “. 

The famous eccleſiaſtical writer Bede, who was born of obſcure 
parents in the vicinity of Jarrow, was, in the year 684, being then 
ſeven years of age, ſent for his education to the monaſtery of that 
place. | | 

During the abſence of Benedict and Ceolfrid, on their viſit to the 
holy ſee, the church of Jarrow monaſtery appears to have been com- 
pleted. It was dedicated, on the gth of the kalends of May, 685, 
as we learn from a very obſervable inſcription, in large Roman letters, 
on a ſquare ſtone, {till preſerved in the pariſh church of that place“.

The ſtone is of two pieces, joined in the middle. Mr. Alliſon, the maſon and maſter 
builder, informed me, that they had been wrought ſo originally. The piece ſe- 
parated by a crack running through the LC and D, was found cramped on with an 
iron cramp when taken out. The moſt minute particulars are intereſting concerning a 
ſtone, which bears one of the moſt curious inſcriptions now remaining in the iſland. 

There is a copy of the above in Leland's Collectanea, vol. iv. tom. iii. p. 42, taken 
by him from a chronicle of an uncertain author and date, preſerved at Whitby. In that 
copy an M is put by miſtake inſtead of the ſecond Q. 

Groſe, in his account of Jarrow, tells us, that, © in the ſpace between the third and 
fourth line, there is a roughneſs. on the ſurface of the ſtone, ſeemingly as if a line 
had been eraſed.” On taking it out of the north wall, A. D. 1782, when Jarrow- 
church was altered and repaired, it was diſcovered to be of two pieces, at the juncture 
of which this roughneſs appeared. 

Bourne's reading is erroneous, and ſo is that of Sir James Ware.

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ſecond journey to Rome, died at Langres, a biſhop's ſee, in the pro- 
vince of Champaigne, in France. He had left Weremouth on the 
4th of the preceding June. There were at this time near 600 monks 
in the two monaſteries. Ceolfrid, who had been in prieſt's orders 
47 years, and abbot 35 years, or rather, as he was the conſtant com- 
panion and coadjutor of Benedict from the firſt foundation of Were- 
mouth, he may be ſaid to have been abbot 43 years, was buried 
with great funeral pomp, in the church of St. Gemini, near Lan- 
eres b. 

Before Ceolfrid left England, Huetbert was chofen abbot of both 
monaſteries, in- whoſe favour the former carried with him a recom-

This Huetbert was confirmed in the co-abbacy of Weremouth and 
Jarrow, by Acca, Biſhop of Hexham. He had been placed here at 
a very early period of his life, and, in the time of Pope Sergius, had 
viſited Rome: he was very expert at writing, ſinging, reading, and teach- 
ing, and had been twelve years in prieſt's orders before his laſt pro- 
motion.

parated only by a thin partition, depoſited them near the remains of

May 26th, 735, Bede, the great boaſt of the monaſtery of St. 
Paul, died, and was buried, firſt at Jarrow, but his body was afterwards 
removed to Durham *.

His fame had reached the ears of 
Pope Sergius, who wrote to the above Ceolfrid to ſend him to Rome : perhaps he de- 
clined the invitation through modeſty; for he is ſaid never to have been out of his native 
ifland. The pope's epiſtle is preſerved by Malmſbury. 

A porch (or chantry perhaps) was conſecrated in honour of Bede, on the north ſide 
of the church of St. Paul's, at Jarrow z and in the eleventh century, a little manſion 
built of ſtone, to which he was wont to retire to his ſtudies and devotions, was pointed 
out to all that came then to viſit the ruins of this place. 

About a mile to the weſt of Jarrow there is a well, ſtill called Bede's Well, to which, 
as late as the year 1740, it was a prevailing cuſtom to bring children troubled with any 
diſeaſe or infirmity ; a crooked pin was put in, and the well laved dry between each 
dipping. My informant has ſeen twenty children brought together on a Sunday, to be 
dipped in this well ; at which alſo, on Midſummer-eve, there was a great reſort of neigh- 
bouring people, with bonfires, muſick, &c. 

The picture of Bede, in a fine blue habit, in coloured glaſs, is preſerved in the church 
of Durham, Antiquities of Durham Abbey, p. 109. |

About the year 1070, Jarrow is ſaid to have been burnt by William 
the Conqueror, who came down to the north at this time to revenge: 
the death of Earl Cumin s. 

A. D. 1074, this place 1s mentioned as being then in ruins, re- 
taining nothing of its primitive grandeur, without any thing left 
but the naked walls : about this time Aldwin, who had come down 
as a miſſionary from the ſouthern parts of the kingdom to revive 
the monaſtic inſtitution in Northumberland, was adviſed by Walcher, 
then biſhop of Durham, to remove from Monkcheſter (now Newcaſtle), 
his firſt reſidence after his arrival, to Jarrow, which that prelate ap- 
pears to have re-endowed on the occaſion. 

At the ſame time Waltheof, Earl of Northumberland, gave to this 
Aldwin and his brethren the church of Tinmouth ®, deſerted alſo of

There is an engraving of Jarrow in Buck's Views—Groſe's collection contains a view 
of the monaſtery of Jarrow, or Gyrwi, engraved by Sparrow—-with the following ac- 
count of the place: The ſite is an eminence on the ſouth fide of the river Tyne, about 
five miles eaſt of, or below, Newcaſtle. Its bounds do not ſeem to have been very ex- 
tenſive; neither was the place judiciouſly choſen with reſpect to healthfulneſs, there being 
a large marſhy ſpot berdering it on the ſouth : and when the tide is out, ſcarce any thing 
but ſtinking ouſe remains in the bed of the creek that runs cloſe under it, over which is 
the bridge ſeen in the view. | 

The remains conſiſt of the chapel, now converted into a pariſh church, and ſeveral 
walls and fragments of the offices of the abbey. In ſome are circular arches, but the 
greateſt number are pointed. Some cottages have been patched up here, partly with the 
ſtanding walls of the old building, and partly with the materials pulled down. Several. 
pieces of ſhort columns with Saxon capitals lie ſcattered amongſt the rubbiſh. 

The church, which ſeems to have been lately repaired, has now only one iſle, but the 
marks of other buildings are very apparent on its north wall. The weſt door has a plain 
circular arch, and on its north jamb is an ancient croſs ornamented in the Saxon ſtyle,* 
Here likewiſe are two very ancient carved oaken reading deſks, having each ſeats for 
four perſons.

This ſtone was taken out on the alteration of the church in 1782, and is now in my poſſeſſion. Per-

NOTWITHSTANDING what has been advanced to the contrary 
by the learned Horſley,. ſome recent diſcoveries ſeem clearly to prove 
to us, that the Romans had a ſtation in this place during their reſi- 
dence in Britain. 

A religious houſe, doubtleſs of rude and | Graple architecture, is ſaid 
to have been erected here in the very earlieſt ages of Chriſtianity, and 
ſoon after the introduction of the monaſtic inſtitution into our iſland.

i See Miſcellaneous Antiquities (plate of) No. 11, 12, 1 3, 14.—No. 11 is an exact 
repreſentation of the front of a Roman altar found in Tinmouth Caſtle in Northumber- 
land, by Major Durnford, at the depth of ſix feet in the earth, where it had been laid as 


a foundation ſtone; probably of the ancient Chriſtian church, which is ſaid to have been 


erected there ſoon after the introduction of that faith into Britain. The lower part of it, 
by whatever accident, is much defaced, and it is at preſent quite flat at the top, though 
we may ſuppoſe it to have had originally a focus there, which the workmen, in order to 
make it ſquare and bed properly, may have been obliged to take off, The inſcription is 
plainly to be read: © Jovi optimo maximo Zlius Rufus Præſectus Cohortis yuartz Lin- 
gonum.” The Lingones were a people of Champagne in France, and are well known 
to have been among the Roman auxiliary troops of infantry, but this is our firſt informa- 
tion where the fourth cohort of them was ſtationed in Britain. | 


No. 12, repreſents a ſtone nearly ſquare, one foot nine inches by one foot ten, which 


was found alſo in the ſame place, June 12, 1783, where it had been laid in the foundation 


of ſome of the ancient buildings. 
© The firſt letter of what I call the firſt line of the inferiochan is confeſledly faint and 
doubtful : the ſecond letter appears plainly to be a V, as does the third to be an R, though 
at firſt ſight it reſembles a P. There can be no doubt concerning any of the others. 
Whether or not the ſtone, which I take to have been a tablet on a temple erected there to 
ſome god of the winds, has undergone any alterations, when it was wrought up in the 
Chriſtian ſtructure, I am not able to aſcertain.

Scheffer, in his Book de Militia Navali Veterum, p. 212, cites Columella, lib. ix. as 
deſcribing the ancient mode of making harbours in the following words: & præjaciuntur 
in Gyrum moles.” 

This word ſeems to have been corrupted afterwards into “ Gyrrus,“ in the baſe Latinity : 
ſee Dufreſne in verbo, where he gives us a quotation from an authority of the date of - 
A. D. 1064, in which the following paſſage occurs: « Eant et redeant piſcatores Gyr- 
rum.“ If this does not mean that The fiſhermen ſhall have ingreſs and regreſs to and 
from the harbour, I fear it will be difficult to point out its ſignification. 

Scheffer abovecited, p. 71, ſpeaking of the word « Cumba” being frequently uſed for 
« Cymba” tells us: © Cumbam nominat quam ſupra Cymbam diximus, uſitata Latinis ; 
ſcribendi conſuetudine, qua U Græcorum in U ſuum vertunt.“ 

« Fecit” is with the ſtricteſt propriety uſed here to ſignify © making a harbour, 
« building” ſhips or barges, and & erectingꝰ a temple. 


If this Maximinus be the perſon who was afterwards made emperor, this uſcriphion 
may be dated ſome little time before A. D. 235. 

No. 13 and 14 give fide views of the altar: on one of which the prefericulum, ſecuris, 
ſeceſpita and bullock's head, all of rude defign and execution, are common ornaments ; ; 
but the ſnakes, one on each ſide of the patera, on the other, appear ſingular.

At Tinmouth, ſays Leland, were buried Edred, King of the Deiri; and alſo Henry, 
Hermit of Coket Iſland.

Tinmouth was called by the Britons, Pen Ball Cragg, 7. e. the Head of the Rampire 
upon the Rock: from whence it has been aſſerted, that if the Roman wall did not reach 
as far as this place, the foſs certainly did. a 

Mr. Camden ſays, that he will not gainſay this opinion, but he dares confidently affirm 
that this place in the time of the Romans was called Tunacellum, which ſignifies as much 
as the promontory of Tuna, or Tina, where the firſt cohort called Alia Claſſica, be- 
cauſe it was firſt raiſed by the Emperor Hadrian, whoſe family name was /Elius, was in 
pay for ſea ſervice; for the Romans had their naves luſoriæ, or light frigates, in their 
border rivers, both for the ſuppreſſing of the excurſions of the neighbouring enemy, and 
the making of incurſions upon them, as may be ſeen in the Codex Theodoſii, under the 
title De Luſoriis Danubii, i. e. light veſſels on the Danube. 

Under the Saxon Heptarchy this place was called Tunaceſter, not, as Bede affirms, from 


the Abbot Tunna, a mere romantic ſtory, which if we recommend to the reader, it muſt 


be only for his diverſion, and not for any truth in it, but from its ſituation on the mouth 
of the river Tine. Baxter, in his Gloſſary, gives it that etymon. © Vernaculum nomen

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King? of Deira, one of the provinces of the then divided kingdom of 
Northumberland, who, through the treachery of the ungrateful Hun- 
weld, fell a ſacrifice to the ambition of Oſwy, King of Bernicia, the 
other province, on the 13th of the kalends of September, A. D. 651, 
at a place called Chillingham a, where Queen Eanfleda, a relation of 
the deceaſed King, is ſaid to have erected a monaſtery for his ſoul. 

Harding, the writer of an old Engliſh chronicle in metre, has errone: 


ouſly ſuppoſed her to have founded that of Tinmouth on this mourn- 
ful occaſion. 


The diviſion of the kingdom of Northumberland is reported, and 


with great probability, to have been the cauſe of the quarrel between 
the kings Oſwy and Oſwin *. 


Egfrid, made king of Northumberland, A. D. 671, and who was 
flain May 20th, 685, was the founder of this monaſtery, if we will 
give credit to an old account, that Leland has preſerved, of the ravages

He had while a boy performed a great miracle at the ſame monaſtery, 
which was then inhabited by monks, ſome of whom being carried out to fea on certain 
floats, on which they were bringing wood to the monaſtery, he ſaved, by his prayers, 
from the imminent hazard of being drowned.”

« Smith,” he adds, “ nnderſtands the Tyne ſpoken of in theſe two miracles to mean 
the Tyne of Eaſt Lothian, on which was ſituated the famous monaſtery of Tynningham

A. D. 832, an army of pirates from the ſame barbarous nation 
made an attempt to land at this place, but were routed and driven 
back to their ſhips *. 

In the year 866, during the ravages of Hungar and Hubba, the 
monaſtery of Tinmouth is ſaid to have been utterly deſtroyed?. 

A. D. 870, a monaſtery of nuns occurs at this place as having 
been plundered by the ſame infidels, who, three years before, had 
ſubjugated the whole province of Northumberland“. 

In the year 876, Tinmouth was again ravaged by Halfden, the 
Daniſh king“. 

During the reign of Athelſtan, king of the Weſt Saxons, which 
began A. D. 924, and ended in 940, this monaſtery, then hardly

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It is no wonder that, after having been ſo often plundered and de- 
ſtroyed, this place ſhould have lain ſo long in ruins, that the re- 
membrance of King Oſwin, the fainted patron thereof, was utterly 
loſt, | : 

After ſome reſpite from the invaſions of the Daniſh pirates, to 
whom its expoſed ſituation on the ſea coaſt rendered it an eaſy and 
defenceleſs prey; and who, by their repeated depredations, appear to 
have left nothing that could induce them to return, the then biſhop 
of the dioceſe obtained it of the Earls of Northumberland; and, after 
filling it anew with religious, reſtored therein the celebration of di- 
vine ſervice. 

It was not, however, till the latter end of the reign of Edward the 
Confeſſor that the bones of the royal martyr St. Ofwin were dit- 
covered. 

About the concluſion of this reign, which ended in 1 666; the royal 
ſaint and martyr Oſwin, in one of thofe dreams common to the 
times, is ſaid to have appeared to Edmund, the ſexton of this place, 
and pointed out to him the place of his own interment. Judith, wife 
of Toſti, Earl of Northumberland, gave credit to the ſexton's viſion, 
and ceaſed not to exert her influence with Egelwine, then biſhop of 
Durham, till he had ordered a ſearch to be made for the royal bones, 
which are ſaid to have been diſcovered in an oratory, according to the 
ſaint's directions in the viſion, on the 5th of the ides of March, 
A. D. 1065, and 415 years after his death. The royal 1 
after having been incloſed in a coffin, and honoured with every kind 
of funeral pomp, were recommitted to the ſacred earth *.

Albrey, appointed Earl of Northumberland, on the PN of 
Walcher, Biſhop of Durham, A. D. 1079, confirmed the above 
grant of Tinmouth, made by his predeceſſor Waltheof, to the monks 
of Jarrow, who, by this time, as related in the account of that mo- 
naſtery, had been removed to thechurch of Durhams. 

A. D. 1090, Robert de Mowbray, Earl of Northumberland, turing 
endowed the monaſtery of, Tinmouth, and filled it with black monks, 
whom he had brought from St. Albans, in Hertfordſhire, on account 
of ſome diſpleaſure which he had conceived againſt the then Biſhop 
of Durham, tock it from that church, and made it a cell to the ſaid 
monaſtery of St. Albans for ever“.

Mention occurs ibid. of a decree of Richard, who was made ab- 
bot of St. Albans, in the year 1097, and died A. D. 1119, with the unanimous conſent 
of the convent of that place, that the church of Tinmouth ſhould annually pay to the 
monaſtery of St. Albans, thirty ſhillings, on the feſtival of that church, on condition 
that no other demand ſhould be made. The abbot of St. Albans was to keep in his 
own hands Anebell, and Coquet-Iſland, with the churches of Bywell and Woodhorne ; 
and when he choſe to come down to Tinmouth with twenty attendants, they were to 
be ſupported by that houſe fifteen days; but if the abbot's journey was on buſineſs par- 
ticularly concerning Tinmouth, then he and his retinue ſhould be ſupported ſolely at 
the expence of that monaſtery. 
Some time in the reign of William the Conqueror, Goſpatric, a nobleman of New- 
caſtle, who had come over into England at the conqueſt, gave the church of Connyſ- 
clife, whereof he was patron, to the monaſtery of Tinmouth.

By a grant remaining in the Augmentation-Office, about the date of 
1190, it appears that Henry de Bulemer gave, in frankalmoigne, and 
confirmed to St. Oſwin of Tynmouth, and the monks ſerving God in 
that place, for the health of his ſoul and the ſouls of his anceſtors, 
twenty-eight acres and an half of land, in his demeſne in the fields 
Jeſemuth, near Newcaſtle upon Tyne“.

In the year 1196, Hugh Pudſey, Biſhop of Daham confirmed to 
the monks of Tinmouth all their tythes in Northumberland, and the 
biſhoprick of Durham ®*. 

The learned Madox, in his Hiſtory of the Exchequer, p. 275, in- 
forms us that many towns and perſons, at various times, in the reigns 
of King Richard and King John, were fined in various ſums, for 
grants and confirmations of divers ſorts of liberties, franchiſes, and 
exemptions, according to the tenor of the reſpective records; and 
inſtances the abbot and monks of St. Albans, who, in the year 1204, 
were fined 25 marks and a palfrey, for the monks of Tinmouth, for 
the confirmation of a charter granted to the latter, by King John; 
and that the monks of Tinmouth paid 50 marks on the ſame account. 

The above charter of King John, dated 1204, confirmed to the 
church of Tinmouth all their lands and poſſeſſions, 7. e. the villages of 
Tinmouth, Seaton, Preſton, both the Chirtons, Millington, Whit- 
ley, Erdeſdon, the two Backworths, Seghill, Morton, Bebſide, the 
two Diſſingtons, Ulſington, Bewick, Eglingham, Lillburne, Anibell, 
Hawkeſlaw, Elſwick, Wylam, Weltedon, and half of Copun, Carle-

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The honeſt but credulous Matthew Paris relates, that a wicked monk 
of St Albans, who had been baniſhed, as their manner was with de- 
linquents of that monaſtery, for the crime of forgery and for having 
ſtolen the ſeal of the houſe, to their cell at Tinmouth, in the time of 
John, elected abbot in the year 1195, and who died in 1214, inſtead 
of profiting by his puniſhment, ſtill continued to lead a debauched and 
impenitent life, and made here a truly horrid and lamentable end. 

About this time, two-thirds of the tythes of Bothal were given by: 
Richard Bertram to Tinmouth monaſtery k. 

Soon after A. D. 1214, William Trumpinton, abbot of St. Albans, 

viſited 


There was at that time in the monaſtery, one who wore the habit, but was not a 
monk, but like Lucifer among the angels, or Judas among the apoſtles, a moſt wicked 
hypocrite among the religious men. This man, whoſe name was William Pigun, be. 
ing corrupted by Robert our adverſary, thruſt himſelf buſily, as it were, to aſſiſt them, 
among thoſe appointed to ſearch the writings of the houſe ; and, obſerving that the 
common-ſeal was not ſo ſtrictly watched as it ought to have been, being kept among 
theſe writings, he artfully found an opportunity, whilſt the others were buſy, to put the 
ſeal to a counterfeit deed prepared for that purpoſe, and delivered the ſame to the afore- 
ſaid Robert, our adverſary; who, having got it into his hands, began to boaſt that he 
had not yet produced that which would confound all his oppoſers. This being told to 
the abbot, he ſoon concluded that there muſt needs have been ſome treachery in his own 
houſe, and, ſifting into the matter, the fraud was detected, and the manager of the 
ſame convicted; whereupon he was ſent away to the cell of Thinemue, there to do 
perpetual penance for his crime. Being implacabley he often bitterly curſed the abbot, 
who had ſent him to Thinemue : but all his curſes fell upon his own head ; for, falling 
aſleep in the neceſlary-houſe, when he had over-eaten and drank, he never waked again ; 
and the monks who were in the dortor diſtinctly heard a voice crying in the privy, Take 
him, Satan—take him, Satan,”

« On the death of John, abbot of St. Albans, A. D. 1214, William Trumpinton 
was elected to that abbacy. After the death of King John, he viſited Thynemue, and 
other cells. When the abbot goes to Thynemue, he is to be attended by fix eſquires, 
who to this effect have extraordinary feofs of the land of the church. Thefe ſix are at 
the abbot's charge, both going and coming ; but upon their own horſes, the which to 
be ſightly and ſtrong enough to carry, according to 8 0 if need be, the habits of 

a monk 
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viſited Tinmouth, and the other cells of that monaſtery. The mode of 
his viſitation of this place was as follows: he had ſix eſquires to ac- 
company him, who were on that account well enfeoffed with lands of 
that church. Theſe eſquires travelled on their own horſes, but were 
ſupported at the abbot's expence ; thele horſes were to be good ones, 
each able to carry an eſquire, and, if need required, a monk's clothes 
behind him; and for every one of them that ſhould happen to die on 
the journey, the abbot was to allow ten ſhiilings. It appears on this 
. occaſion that the abbot was not permitted to viſit theſe remote parts, 
bordering on the kingdom of Scotland, without a ſpecial licence from 
the King. | 

In the year 1216, Ralph Gubium * reſigned his office of prior of 


Tinmouth, and was ſucceeded by Germanus of the North * 
A. D. 


a monk behind each ſquire. If any horſe belonging to any of theſe ſquires ſhall happen to 
die by. the way, the abbot is to give him ten ſhillings for his loſs. It is to be obſerved 
that the abbot is to aſk the king's licence to go to ſuch remote parts of the kingdom, 
and ſo near to Scotland, whenſoever he deſigns to repair to Thynmue. When arrived 
there, he is to behave himſelf modeſtly, correcting the family, not to be a tyrant, not 
ſquandering the proviſions and ſtores of the houſe ; but conſidering he is come thither to 
reform all that requires it, and to viſit his lock with fatherly affection. This abbot pro- 
ceeded to Thynemue, attended by ſuch a multitude as looked like an army. There he 
reformed what was amiſs, and was deſired by the prior to diſcharge him of that office, 
becaule he was grown old. The old prior of Thynemue with much difficulty obtained 
leave to quit that dignity, and-was all the reſt of his life kept by the abbot as his coun- 
ſellor, and at his table.” This abbot had before baniſhed his prior Reimund to the cell 
of Thinemue, “ which is a place of baniſhment for our monks,” . SS 

i The cauſe of his reſignation is thus related by Matthew Paris: he had been very 
much haraſſed by one Simon, of Tinmouth, who claimed two corrodies, which he aſ- 
ſerted had been given by a former abbot of St. Albans to the church of Tinmouth ; and, 
when William, abbot of St. Albans, came down to viſit Tinmouth, he met him with a great 
concourſe of the neighbouring gentry, and begged leave to reſign, but was refuſed for 
the preſent: afterwards he followed the abbot on his return to St. Albans, bringing up 
a boxer with him ; for the contending parties had agreed that the affair ſhould be decided 
by duel. Gubium's champion, on the day of the battle, got the worſe, and Simon 
- gained his cauſe; at which the old prior was ſo much grieved that he inſtantly reſigned 
his office.

This Germanus appears to have granted eight quarters of wheat to be received 
yearly out of the granary of Tinmouth, by the nuns of Newcaſtle upon Tyne.

In the time of John, abbot of St. Albans, who was elected in 1235, 
and died during the reign of Edward I. the church of Norton appears 
to have been given to the monaſtery of Tinmouth, for the purpoſe of 
mending their ale, and for extraordinary acts of hoſpitality. The 
church of Eglingham, which had been given to-this houfe by R. de 
Mariſco, Biſhop of Durham, to mend their ale, was at the ſame time 
made their private property. At this time alſo Walter, Biſhop of 
Durham, gave them two-thirds of the church of Hertburne, worth 
153 marks, to enable them to increaſe their hoſpitality. The abbot' of

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St. Albans kept the church of Norton in his own hands, and the prior 
of Tinmouth paid him yearly 240 marks for the churches of Egling- 
ham and Hartburn w. 

October 4th, 1224, William de Bedeford occurs as prior of Tin- 
mouth. He died October 29th, 1242. 

In the year 1243, the prior of Tinmouth contributed five marks to 
the aid which was levied "OF King Henry the Third, to marry his 
eldeſt daughter“. 

A.D. 1244, a peace was concluded between the King of England, 
and the Scottiſh King, by the mediation of the prior of Tinmouth, 
who acquitted himſelf to the ſatisfaction of both parties, 82 his great 
attention and fidelity on the occaſion b.

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A. D. 1248, the Biſhop of Durham, in violation of the above agree- 
ment, appears to have renewed his vexatious claims. The King was 
appealed to on this occaſion, who commanded the biſhop to deſiſt, on 
pain of his diſpleaſure. The biſhop's attempt on this occaſion was to 
extort money from the church of Tinmouth, either to repair or raiſe 
ſome new fabrick in the church of Durham. 

On the day of St. Birinus the biſhop, A. D. 1250, the abbot and 
convent of St. Albans confirmed a charter of Germanus, prior, and the 
convent of Tynmouth, to the nuns of St, Bartholomew, in Newcaſtle 
upon Tyne, of eight quarters of wheat, to be received annually from 
the granary of Tinmouth *. 

A. D. 1255, an agreement was made between the prior of Tin- 
mouth, and Sir John Baliol, Knight, who had exerciſed great rapacity 
and injuſtice towards this monaſtery *. | 

In the year 1269, King Henry III. granted a charter of the mo- 
naſtery of Tinmouth, for a market to be held at Bewick ”. 

A. D. 1271, the ſame king granted a charter of liberties to Tin- 
mouth monaſtery,

Friar Richard de Tewyng, who occurs in the year 1320 as prior 
of Tinmouth, appears to have filled the ſame office A. D. 13395. 

June 18th, 1336, King Edward III. granted a licence of mortmain 
to John Gros, of Berwick upon Tweed, to aſſign to the prior and 
convent of Tinmouth, a meſſuage in a ſtreet there called Uddyn- 
Gate; as alſo a rent of 1 38. 4d. out of a meſſuage in St. Mary-Gate 
in the ſame town. The above charter is dated at Darlington.

In the year 1384, 
on the 20th of Auguſt, 7. e. on the feaſt of the paſſion of St. Oſwin, 
king and martyr, as a failor was cutting a piece of wood on board his 
ſhip, at Newcaſtle upon Tyne, he ſaw blood guſh out of it in great 
abundance ; when, recollecting the feſtival, he gave over work; but a 
companion of his, regardleſs of the miracle, perſiſted in the profane 
buſineſs ; but upon ſtriking the wood, the blood guſhed out again in 
{till greater abundance. Both clergy and laity were informed of, and 
approved the miracle, and the wood was carried to Tinmouth, where the 
ſaint's body was interred, to be there preſerved in teſtimony thereof?, 
In the year 1385, Alan Whitehead, chaplain of Tinmouth church,

In the year 1389, a party of Scots, after having plundered and laid 
waſte the adjacent country, came to Tinmouth, deſiring to have a 
peaceable conference with the cellarer of that monaſtery : while the 
cellarer, who had been let out of the caſtle, was treating with them for 
the ranſom of the town from. being deſtroyed by fire, ſome of the 
houſes appeared in flames; which being perceived by one of the guards 
of the caſtle, he let fly an arrow from his croſs-bow, which nearly 
killed a ſervant of the Earl of Murray. Upon this there was a great 


outcry of the Scots, who, ſuſpeCting treachery, were for putting the 
cellarer to death; nor would they ſuffer him to return back into the 
caſtle, but upon condition that he ſhould take the wounded ſervant 
in with him, and after he was cured ſend him back to his lord at the 


expence of the convent: after this had been agreed upon, the Scots 
quitted the place® .

Colonel Lilburn, his deputy in the government of Tinmouth Caſtle, 
having revolted, and declared for the King, he ſtormed the ſaid caſtle, 
and put all that were in arms therein to the ſword.

lieutenant-colonel run him through. After this he ſends down to Sheilds, and towns ad- - 
jacent, deſiring ſuch as love King Charles, to join with him for his afliſtance : which 
many did accordingly. This ſaid news being brought preſently to Newcaſtle, Sir Arthur 
Haſlerigg draws out a conſiderable brigade of foot, and an hundred dragoons, and gives 
them in command to Lieutenant-Colonel Aſhfield, and Major Cobham, with orders to 
ſtorm the caſtle with expedition. They advance all night, ladders are ſent after them by 
ſea z about two in the morning they fall to work, the ladders prove too ſhort ; the lieu- 
tenant-colonel fires four pieces of ordnance upon the ſtormers; they, not diſcouraged, 
force in at the port-holes, and, after a ſhort diſpute, become poſſeſſors of the caſtle, and 
maſters of the ſoldiers, who cry out for quarter, and then yield. Many of theſe within 
were ſlain; amongſt the reſt the perfidious governor's body was found: three of the ſtormers 
were wounded, but one ſlain.” 

In a pamphlet entitled, A Particular of the ſeveral Victories, &c. London, 4to, 1648, 
among the particular occaſions of the thankſgiving 7th September, 1648, occurs, “ the 
wonderful timely regaining of Tinmouth Caſtle, on the eleventh of this inſtant Au- 
guſt, &c.“ 7 _ 

The fix priſoners mentioned in Captain Groſe's account of this place, made their 
eſcape from thence about the beginning of Auguſt, 1648. They had been lately taken in 
Northumberland,— See Ruſhworth, p. 4, vol. ii. p. 1219. They eſcaped “ through a 
privy built on the north fide of the caſtle ; and though the rock is very high, yet with 
ſheets ſewed together, let themſelves down.”

About the beginning of December, 1659, the ſoldiers of the garriſon 
at Tinmouth Caſtle having been drawn into a chapel, there to ſign an 
engagement to ſtand by the Lord Lambert, and his * a part thereof 
fell in and killed five or ſix of them *. 

This account breathes the true ſpirit of thoſe ſuperſtitious times. 


In the year 1660, Sir Arthur Haſlerigg ſurrendered his government 
of Tinmouth Caſtle to General Monk *.

proviſions, if need required : and for that purpoſe there was great ſtore of proviſions laid 
in, and to be laid into Hebburn-Houſe : and that there was 80 firelocks, and a great num- 

ber of ſtilettoes laid into Fellon-Houſe; but now both the proviſions and the arms are 
removed ſhe knows not whither.” |

Tinmouth Caſtle: & Here lieth the body of Prudence, late wife of John Topping, ſome 
years governor of this caſtle, who departed this life in child-bearing, February 19th, 1658; 
as alſo four of their children, Ellinor, Richard, and a ſonne ſtill-borne, with a child who 
was interred with her, February 21ſt, 1658.”

The old church within the caſtle of Tinmouth was uſed for divine 
ſervice by the inhabitants of that pariſh, till the year 1668*, when a 
new church then but juſt completed, though it had been begun A. D.

y Mention occurs that the old church in the caſtle was at this time ſo ruinous, eſpecially 
at the eaſt end, and in ſuch danger of falling, that without extraordinary coſt it could 
not be repaired for the uſe of the garriſon ; fo that the ſaid biſhop was petitioned to grant 
his licence to pull down the eaſt end of the old church, that a leſs chapel at the weſt end 
might be fitted up for their ſervice. This appears to have been done: ſeveral tombſtones 
Rill remain in this place, which at preſent has no roof. | 

On the above occaſion croſs ſtones appear to have been put in, interſecting the ancient 
windows, as at Brinkburn-Abbey. It is obſervable too, that the fine ornaments of the 
great weſtern door-way have been filled up with lime, and plaiſtered over. On two altar 
tombs of blue marble, in the part that has been the chancel, are the two following in-

T made the ſubfequent obſervations on a viſit to the remains of this Facts June 20th, 
1780. | 

In the ruins. of Tinmouth monaſtery there are Rill obfervable three receſſes in the ſouth 
wall, near the entrance to the oratory of St. Mary ; one is faid to have been the confeſſional 
chair, divided by a ſtone partition, where there has been anciently a grate.—Another of 
them has evidently been the cavity for containing the holy water, and the third the cloſet 
for the conſecrated hoſt, It is remarkable that the capitals of the columns have each of 
them a different kind of ornament. 

The oratory of St. Mary has been cleaned out by order of the governor, and ſhut up to 
preſerve it. from future deſecrations.. 

On. the outſide of this oratory, are cut in a ſort: of blue ſtone, different from the reſt; 
now almoſt defaced by time and the fret of the fea, the arms of 'Tinmouth priory, viz. 
gules, three crowns or: thofe of the abbey of St. Albans, 7. e. azure, a croſs ſaltire 
or, as uſed at preſent by the borough of St. Albans ; and in the middle the common Greek 
abbreviation of the name of Jeſus, erroneouſly interpreted Jeſus hominum ſalvator— 
for it conſiſts of a Greek iota, epſilon and ſigma.— The arms of Tinmouth priory were 
criginally thoſe of Oſwin, King of Northumberland. ——See Miſcellaneous Antiquities, 
(plate of,) No. 1. 

Among the ruins in the weſt part of the church, is a pillar of the very rudeſt Saxon 
architecture, which has probably been a part of the original building. On the fouth ſide 
of the grand entrance to the church is a Saxon arch with a Gothic capital.

It was on this occaſion that Major Durnford diſcovered the ſtones with Roman inſerip- 
tions, buried here in the foundation of the ancient church, the beautiful ruins of which, 
it is probable, the alterations of half a century more will entirely remove.

The village of Tinmouth is at preſent a place of genteel reſort for ſea-bathing during 
the ſummer ſeaſon, for which purpoſe the receſs called Priors-Haven, on the ſouth ſide of 
the caſtle, is exceedingly well adapted. The uſual morning walk of the company is among 
the extenſive and venerable remains of this caſtle and monaſtery, where viſitants of taſte 
will not forbear to exclaim, in the language of Shakeſpear,

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HISTORY OF NEWCASTLE UPON TYNE AS A-CORPORATE TOWN, 
OR BOROUGH ”, 


HE ſite of the modern Newcaſtle upon Tyne *, covered by a 

ſtation, town or fortreſs, and noted by whatever name, for it 

ſeems frequently to have changed its title *, had probably, as I have 

ſhewn elſewhere in this work, been diſtinguiſhed from the common 

banks of our river long before the year of Chriſt 653, when it occurs in 

hiſtory as that of a royal villa, with the appellation of * Ad Murum , 
and one of the reſidences of our Northumbrian kings. 

It appears to have been held afterwards under the royal commiſſion 
as parcel of Northumberland, by the earls of the county *, from the 
time that great diſtrict ceaſed to be a ſeparate kingdom, till on the 
erection of a new fort, or rather on the enlargement of its old one, 
ſoon after the Norman conqueſt, it gave foundation to a borough of

See ibid. an extract from a MS. in the Exchequer of Durham, ſhewing that New- 
caſtle, when called Monkcheſter, belonged to the earls of Northumberland. 
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very early importance, and which has ſucceſſively, by the charters of 
our ſeveral princes, been favoured in common with other incorporated 
towns, with' various privileges and immunities. 

It occurs as the property of the crown, and with the name it ſtill 
retains, in the time of William Rufus, who after he had finiſhed the 
caſtle (a ſtupendous pile, probably begun by his father, and intended 
to be both a check to, and an aſylum againſt, the Scottiſh incurſions), 
gave the circumjacent ground * to the neighbouring inhabitants, whom 
he is ſaid to have invited to ſettle here, and build and fortify a new 
and more extenſive town. 

In thoſe barbarous times, and its then hoſtile ſituation, the fear of 
danger and hope of ſecurity would equally contribute to the ſpeedy 
enlargement of this place, which that monarch is ſaid to have firſt 
converted into a borough, and demiſed to its own burgeſſes at a

From the earlieſt entries in the common- council books of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, the

Newcaſtle upon Tyne appears to have been the reſidence of David, 
King of Scots , during a great part, if not the whole, of the reign of 
Stephen. He is proved to have given away lands, and is ſaid to have 


founded religious houſes at this place, where alſo he fabricated his 
code of borough laws 5. 


Henry II. granted a charter to the burgefſes of Newcaſtle n, the 
ſirſt of which mention occurs in our public records, exempting them

1214, to the burgeſſes by the title of the good men of Newcaſtle upon 
Tyne and their heirs: by which he raiſed the fee-farm of that town 
to 100l. per annum, remitting to them the payment of the eſchaet 
rents of 110 ſhillings and ſix-pence, to be divided proportionably 
amongſt thoſe who had loſt their property by the enlargement of the 
fortifications, and ſinking the foſs of the caſtle. He exempted them 
at the ſame time from being anſwerable for any of their property to 
the ſheriff of Northumberland, or the conſtable of the caſtle, empow- 
ering them as before to pay their rent by their own hand: and reſerved 


to himſelf the rents, prizes and aſſizes of the port of the town and the 
liberty of the city of London. 


King John, by a charter dated at Durham, January 28th, 1217 *, 
granted and confirmed, for their faithful ſervices, to his burgeſſes of 
Newcaſtle upon Tyne, and to their heirs for ever, the privilege that 
none of them ſhould be diſtrained out of that town for the payment

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lent and made there. The King farther granted, for the improvement 
of the town, that all the burgeſſes ſhould be exempt from the pay- 
ment of yereſgyne v and ſcotale *—that no ſheriffor bailiff ſhould make 
any ſcotale in that place - that thoſe cuſtoms which had been unjuſtly 
levied in the time of war, ſhould be altogether annulled—that every 
perſon from whatever place, whether foreigners or others, that reſorted 
to Newcaſtle upon Tyne with merchandiſe, ſhould be permitted to 
ſtay there, and depart from thence in the King's peace, after payment 
of ſuch eſtabliſhed cuſtoms as had become due. This charter confirm- 
ed alſo all other liberties and free cuſtoms granted before by the King's 
anceſtors. 


King John, in what year of his reign it is left uncertain, granted 
a yearly fair to the burgeſſes of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, to laſt for two 


days, that is, the vigil and day of St. Peter ad vincula, commonly 
called Lammas-day *. 


In the year 1223 there was a talliage of an hundred and twenty 


marks raiſed upon the town of Neweaſtle upon Tyne“.

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This year mention firſt occurs of a ſeal belonging to the corporation 
of that town, and deſcribed as a round one, two inches large, with 
the device of a caſtle *, 

Buy a charter dated July 2d, 1235*, King Henry III. granted and 
confirmed to the burgeſſes of Newcaſtle upon Tyne that town, with all 
its appurtenances, at the annual fee-farm of 100l. reſerving to himſelf 
the rents, priſes, and aſſiſes of the port of Tyne, as had been done 
by King John in his charter of February 5th, 1214.

of Newcaſtle, by which every burgeſs might bequeath his tenements, 
which he had of purchaſe in his own hands as chattels. "==Alfo there 
occurs, of the ſame date, an inquifition concerning divers treſpaffes and 
articles touching the ſtate of that town *. 

A. D. 1276, King Edward I. granted by patent, that the burgeſſes 
of Neweaſtle upon Tyne might bequeath their lands and tenements 
to whom they pleaſed *. | 

This year alſo the liberty of the burgeſſes of that place, that none 
ſhould be impleaded out of the town, was twice allowed *. 

In the year 1281 there was an inquiry upon divers treſpaſſes and 
other articles concerning the ſtate of Newcaſtle upon Tyne *. 

It appears that in Michaelmas term, 1284, there was an allowance, 


in the Court of Common Pleas, of the liberty of the burgeſſes of New- 
caſtle upon Tyne to hold plea for land in that town *.

A letter of thanks, dated December 18th, 1315, to the mayor, bafliffs, 
and good men of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, from King Edward II. occurs 
in Rymer's Fœdera. From the circumſtance of their vicinity to Scotlan1 
and by their loyalty and valiant oppoſition to their hoſtile neighbours, 
they had been expoſed to various calamities, and ſuffered the moſt griev- 
ous oppreſſions. He wrote alſo at the ſame time to the King of 
France, and to the Duke of Britanny, on their behalf, to allow them 
to purchaſe in their reſpective dominions, corn and other proviſions 
neceſſary for the defence of the town, and their own ſupport, without 
the exaction of any other but the old and accuſtomed priſes *..

In the year 1325 the burgeſſes of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, by a pe- 
tition to the King in parliament, obtained a remiſſion of the payment 
of their fee-farm for two years, in conſequence of their heavy charges, 
both in defending and guarding that town, as well — the late truce 
with Scotland as before K. 

A. D. 1327 King Edward III. granted the cuſtom of things ſold at 
Newcaſtle upon Tyne for ſeven years, towards the building or repara- 
tion of the walls and fortifications of that town '. | 

In the year following, that monarch pardoned and remitted to the 
burgeſſes of Newcaſtle upon Tyne all debts and arrears that were 
owing to him or his progenitors : as a recompenſe for the great loſſes 
they had ſuſtained by the frequent incurſions of the Scots, all debts, as 
well of green w wax as arrears of ferms, or thoſe otherwiſe due by the 
ſummons of Exchequer, were forgiven them: as alſo forfeited rents 
and chattels of felons, with every thing which they owed to the crown,

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A. D. 1351 licence was granted to the burgeſſes of Newcaſtle 
upon Tyne to dig ſtones and coals in a place called Caſtle-Field e. 

May 1oth, 1358, the King granted the royalty of Caſtle-Field and 
Caſtle-Moor, an * extenſive track of land to the north of that town, to 
the burgeſſes thereof, who had before the property of the land and 
foil. - In their petition to the crown tor this privilege, which empower. 
ed them to dig mines of coals. and work ſtones there, they ſet forth 
that theſe places were the foil of that town, which, although they had 
been held from time immemorial with their appurtenances, by them 
and their predeceſſors by a fee-farm, yet they apprehended that as no 
expreſs mention was made of them in any charter, their right to them 
might be called in queſtion ; pleading at the ſame time their diſtreſſes 
by former wars and the late very grievous peſtilence. Caſtle-Field and 
Caſtle-Moor are limited in this charter from a place called then Ingler- 
Hedge, towards the eaſt, by boundaries extending to a thorn- buſh near 
the croſs, and from thence by certain diviſions and boundaries ſet up

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The King, by a patent, dated Nov. 2oth, 1403, on a petition in 
parliament, pardoned and releaſed to the men of the counties of North- 
umberland, Cumberland, and Newcaſtle upon Tyne, all eſcapes of 
felons, fines, iſſues and amerciaments, with all kinds of tenths, fif- 
teenths, &c. on account of the grievous injuries they had ſuſtained by 
the Scots, and their great loſſes by the falling of bridges, occaſioned by 
ſudden inundations of waters, and -on account of the great expences of 
the men of Newcaſtle, in keeping ſeveral of their thips well victualled 
and armed at ſea, and in ſupporting a nightly watch by an hundred 
men on the walls, for the defence of the town and country adjacent . 

A receipt occurs, dated November 12th, 141 9, by which it appears 
that an annuity of gol. 16s. 8d. payable to Ralph, Earl of Weſtmore- 
land, Lord de Neville, was charged upon the fee-farm of Newcaſtle 
upon Tyne: it appears to have been granted to the Neville family for 
ever, by letters patent of Edward III. dated at Henley, July 16th, in 
the 26th year of his reign *.

May 2d, 1516, a decree was made in the Star-Chamber concern- 
ing the government of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, in conſequence of great 
diſſenſions there between the mercers, drapers, boothmen, and ſpicers, 
and merchants, and the craftſmen, and other burgeſſes: it was ordered 
by this decree, that none of the crafts of © coliers, ſhoomakers, 
boochers, weevers, ſmithes, dawbers, porters, keilmen, ſlaters, tylers, 
millers, cooks, ſpurriers, barbours, wrights, furbiſhers, boiers, fletchers, 
gloovers, cowpers, girdlers, challon wevers, maſons, ſadleres, ſhipwrights, 
and wallers,” ſhould be admitted into the crafts of mercers, drapers, 
or ſpicers, unleſs they firſt renounced their own crafts, and paid fines 
as follow : No- perſon worth leſs than ten pounds to be admitted at 
all; thoſe worth above ten pounds, and leſs than forty, to pay ten 
ſhillings ; thoſe worth to the value of forty pounds and above, and 
under an hundred marks, to pay twenty ſhillings; and thoſe worth 
an hundred marks or above, to pay one pound fix ſhillings and eight- 
pence. All which fines were to go to the uſe of the commonalty, and 
be valued by perſons on their oaths before the mayor, aldermen, and 
recorder. F |

eight chamberlains, two coroners, a ſword-bearer, a common clerk, 
and eight ſerjeants at mace. 
This decree further ordered, that none ſhould be admitted free bur-

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Auguſt 3oth, 1589, the Queen granted a charter to the burgeſſes of 
Newcaſtle upon Tyne, wherein ſhe incorporated them by the name of 
the mayor and burgeſſes of the town of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, in 
the county of the ſame, confirming to them the ſaid town, with all 
its members and appurtenances, and the liberties they formerly had, 
as well by charter as by preſcription, at an hundred pounds . 
payable at Michaelmas in every year, with power to the ſaid mayor and 
burgeſſes, or the greater part of them, to make ordinanees and bye laws 
for their better government, enjoining the obedience of them under 
pain of ſine and impriſonment: this charter alſo gave them power 
to make perambulation, ſet boundaries, and remove encroachments on 
the limits of the town, the extent of which by land and by water was 
to remain as before. It further compriſed a pardon of purchaſe 
made without licence, and power to retain what had formerly been 

_ purchaſed; and gave them the ſame authority and liberty in the caſtle, 
which was ſtill parcel of the county of Northumberland, as in the 
other parts of the town. This charter further granted an exemption 
from the juriſdiction of the admiralty, with an admiralty court of its 
.own , to be held in that town every Monday before the recorder and

On a curious oar, that belonged to the admiralty court of the town of Newcaſtle upon 
Tyne, and which is {till preſerved in the archives of the corporation, the arms of that 
town are painted after the direction of the above grant, without a motto—The date,

On a ſtone, formerly built up over the gateway of the tower on the old bridge, facing 
the ſouth, placed at preſent (1784) in the wall of a garden belonging to Hugh Hornby, 
Eſq. alderman, in Pilgrim-Street, there is inſcribed under the arms of Newcaſtle : 

« FFORTITER DEFENDIT TRIUMPHANS 1646.” 

Bourne tells us, in his Hiſtory of Newcaſtle, p. 234 after having deſcribed the ſiege of 
that town in 1644, Thus was the town taken from the King after an obſtinate and | 
gallant defence, and well may aſſume the motto beſtowed upon it.“ 

Fortiter defendendo triumphans.” 

King Charles was in perſon at Newcaſtle in 1646, and perhaps, for the very gallant 
defence of that town in his ſervice, may then firſt have beſtowed this motto upon the 
arms of it, as Mr. Bourne's expreſſion ſeems to imply.

June 21ſt, 1594, the Queen granted an exemplification of the pre- 
ceding charter, dated Auguſt 3oth, 1589, wherein ſhe confirmed all the 
former privileges of the town of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, and granted 
ſeveral new ones. 

In the year 1599 Newcaſtle upon Tyne received the firſt ſum of one 
hundred and four pounds, which had been deviſed by Sir Thomas 
White, lord mayor of London, in 1554, to be given annually at Mer- 
chant-Taylors' Hall to twenty-three cities and towns in England by 
rotation. Of this ſum, an hundred pounds were to be let out to four 
young men for ten years without intereſt, and the remaining four in- 
tended to Pay the charges and expences incurred 1 in receiving it 8,

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March 22d, 1600 ë, the Queen, at the humble requeſt of the mayor 
and burgeſſes of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, granted them a new charter, 
whereby ſhe confirmed that town to them, with all their former liberties, 
at the ancient fee-farm of one hundred pounds per annum, notwithſtand- 
ing any non-uſe, abuſe or forfeiture. 'This charter ordered that the mayor 
and ſheriff and ten aldermen, with twenty-four burgeſſes then reſident, 
elected within five days after the election of the mayor by the twenty- 
four electors, ſhould be the common- council of the town, and that 
this common- council, whereof the mayor and fix aldermen were to 
be ſeven, or the mayor, and the major part of the burgeſſes, ſhould 
make laws for the government of the inhabitants, for the regulation 
of markets and fairs, and of thoſe who ſhould reſort to them, and 
ſhould grant leaſes, fine, impriſon and amerce and levy, and retain

That, upon the death of any 
of theſe above annually elected officers, another ſhould be elected 
within twenty-nine days; and that, on the removal of any of the ten 
aldermen, the ſaid electors ſhould chooſe another within twenty days. 
That all the officers ſhould be ſworn ; that any one refuſing the 
mayoralty, or office of alderman, ſhould pay two hundred marks, and 
one hundred for refuſing to ſerve the office of ſheriff, and be com- 
mitted if they refuſed to pay the fines. That, on the death, or removal 
of any perſon whoſe office is eligible, the electors ſhould chooſe others 
within twenty days, and that the mayor ſhould have the caſting voice 
where the ſuffrages were equal. That, on the death or removal of a 
mayor or ſheriff, the oldeſt alderman and ſheriff. peer ſhould ſupply 
their places; and that, during the abſence of thoſe newly elected, the 
above old ones ſhould ſupply their places. This charter further en- 
joined, that the mayor ſhould hold. his court every Monday, and the 
ſheriff his on every Wedneſday and Friday, except at Chriſtmas, Eaſter, 
Whitſuntide, and on holidays, with power to hold pleas, with cogni- 
zance thereof, and to commit to Newgate as before, and to puniſh 
officers, or others, offending in the court. 

By this charter, the mayor, aldermen, and recorder, were conſtituted 
juſtices of the peace and gaol delivery; it empowered the mayor and 
burgeſſes to tax for the public uſe, and levy as before, and granted a 
licence to the leſſees to aſſign the grand leaſe to them. 

This charter further granted pardon of forfeitures upon the ſtatute 9 
Hen, V.—the 21it Hen. VIII. and iſt of this Queen, giving power 
to the hoſtmen to load at any place within the port of Tyne, not- 
withſtanding the ſtatute 2 1ſt Hen. VIII. with an injunction to load 
and unload as near to Newcaſtle as they might, on pain of forfeiting 
hve pounds for every time they did to the contrary. It granted alſo 
that ſtatute* -merchant ſhould be taken before the mayor and bur- 
geſſes, or mayor and common-council, or the major part of them,

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whereof the mayor and ſix aldermen were to be ſeven: and exempted 
the mayor and burgeſſes from payment of toll, confirming the grant 
of all toll and cuſtom, &c. which they had before, to be levied by their 
officers ; as alſo the forfeiture of goods foreign bought and foreign ſold. 
This charter ordered alſo, that burgeſſes might be admitted by the 
mayor and burgeſſes, or the common council, whereof the mayor and 
ſix aldermen were to be ſeven, and concluded with the incorporation 

of the grammar-ſchool *, and of the fraternity of hoſtmen . 
December 21ft, 1603, a decree was made by the preſident and 
council in the North, upon ſubmiſſion to them for the government of 
the town of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, which ordered, that on the ancient 
day of election, the twelve miſteries ſhould preſent twenty-four, who 
were to chooſe four, the then mayor, and three other burgeſſes, who 
had been mayors and aldermen ; and for want of ſuch, to chooſe ſheriff 
peers, and for want of theſe laſt, common burgeſſes; which four were to 
elc& ſeven aldermen, and one that had been: ſheriff, in all twelve perſons; 
and that, as to the other twelve, called the twelve of the latter election, the 
twelve miſteries ſhould each ſend one to be preſented to the former elec- 
tors, who were to chooſe {1x out of the ſaid twelve. And that the follow- 
ing, called by-trades, vix. maiſters mariners, weavers, barbers chirur- 
gions, with chandlers, cutlers, ſhipwrights, houſe-carpenters, maſons, 
glovers, joyners, milners, curryers, with felt- makers, and armourers, col- 
lyers, with carriage men, flaiters, glaziers, with plummers and painters,” 
in all fourteen companies, ſhould each ſend one: and that twelve ſhould 
be choſen out of this fourteen; out of which twelve, the former eighteen 
ſhould take fix, making twenty-four in all, who were to elect the 
officers of the corporation. And alſo twenty-four others, with the 
mayor, aldermen and ſheriff, to make the common- council, of whom 
the whole or the greater number, whereof the mayor and ſix aldermen 
were to be ſeven, ſhould diſpoſe of the revenues, leaſes and offices, and 
that nothing ſhould paſs the common ſeal without their conſent. This

Mention occurs in the common-council books, January 20th, 1766, of the Barons of 
the Exchequer at Weſtminſter having ordered that, for the future, the ſheriff's clerk of 
Newcaſtle ſhall always attend for paſſing the ſheriffs accounts. 

I am indebted for the ſubſequent very intereſting ſtrictures on Mr. Wallis's moſt erro- 
neous account (See his Hiſtory of Northumberland) of the courts of Newcaſtle upon 
Tyne, to the above Nathanael Punſhon, Eſq. under ſheriff, 

« Mr. Wallis has been miſinformed in almoſt every inſtance reſpecting the civil 
government of Newcaſtle. Speaking of the mayor's court of record, he ſays, * No attor- | 
neys are allowed to plead in it, but ſuch as are free of the corporation,” By which, 
one would ſuppoſe he means free burgeſſes: if this be his meaning, he is miſtaken ; for if 
an attorney be regularly admitted at Weſtminſter, having ſerved his clerkſhip to an 
attorney of the mayor's court, he has a right to be admitted there, whether he be a free- 
man or not. —He ſays, * It has ſix ſerjeants at mace to attend it.” Now there are eight, 
viz. The water-bailiff, who bears the great mace, the ſheriff's ſerjeant, and fix common 

ſerjeants, who are all ſerjeants at mace, and called fo in the charter. An action com- 
menced in it may be brought to trial for 30s. but will coſt more money and time in the 
ſneriff's court, out of which an action may be removed into the mayor's at any time before 
a jury is ſworn; but not of the mayor's into the ſheriff's.“ Here again he is wrong; 
in the firſt place, it js very ſeldom that either the mayor's or ſheriff's court takes cogni- 
zance of debts under 40 ſhillings, being reſtrained by a clauſe in the act of parliament 
(of William and Mary) eſtabliſhing the Court of Requeſts, commonly called the Court of 
Conſcience, from holding pleas of ſuch ſmall debts, except for rent reſerved upon leaſe, 
and ſome other cauſes of action, which the Court of Conſcience does not extend to, Then 

with 
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at mace, fairs, markets—exclude foreigners from ſelling there, have a 
clerk of the market, view of frank pledge, and correction of the aſſize 


with reſpect to the removal of cauſes from the ſheriff's court to the mayor's, there never was 
an inſtance of any ſuch removal; for no cauſe can be removed either from the ſheriff's 
court to the mayor's, or from the mayor's to the ſheriff's. Theſe two courts are coeval, 
being inſtituted by the ſame charter (more ſtrictly ſpeaking, they may be ſaid to be con- 
tinued by the ſame: charter); they are of ſimilar juriſdiction and practice, and only differ in 
this particular, viz. that actions are brought againſt free burgeſſes in the mayor's court, 
and againſt. foreigners, or non- freemen in the ſheriff's. © The juries of this and the 
ſheriff's court are the ſame ; they are returned every Chriſtmas by the ſeveral wards of the 
corporation, at their wardmote inqueſt, where particular wards appoint perſons to ſerve 
as jurymen for every. month in the year- There is no ſuch court as that of a ward- 
mote in Newcaſtle at preſent ; nor do I believe there ever was, though the town is divided 
into wards, and conſtables appointed to each. 

« Upon a cauſe being removed out of the ſheriff's court into this (the mayor's), and 
it appearing to the mayor that a verdict hath been obtained againſt the plaintiff for more 
than his juſt debt, the mayor may remit. the cauſe to judgment for the juſt debt only.“ 
After obſerving that cauſes are not removed, or removable, in this manner, it is needleſs 
to ſay that there is no ſuch practice in Newcaſtle. 

With regard to the ſheriff's court, he ſays, „The attorneys who plead in it are ap- 
pointed by the mayor and court of aldermen.” There is no court of aldermen in New- 
caſtle, The attorneys are admitted there in the ſame manner as in the mayor's court. 

The fees mentioned by Mr. Wallis are very different from what. are taken and al- 
lowed. Indeed, they were not well known, and conſequently different charges were 
often made till the 15th and 19th of June, 1767, one being the mayor's, and the other 
the ſheriff's jury day, when the fees of the two courts were ſettled. “ The defendant 
may (after the verdict is given, and before judgment is entered) ſtop judgment by taking 
the cauſe before the mayor, for time to pay the money recovered.” There never was any 
ſuch practice in Newcaſtle. © If either party cannot ſtay in town till the day of trial, 


his teſtimony in writing will be allowed for good evidence.“ By the word party, I ſup- | 


pcſe he means the plaintiff or defendant; and if this were allowed, it would be ſuch an 
inducement to perjury as never was known, or admitted in any court of law. 

The court of guild is holden. thrice a year, as Mr. Wallis obſerves, but not for the 
purpoſes he mentions ; the principal buſineſs of the guild is for the apprentices and ſons 
of freemen to. petitian for their freedom; they are called by the ſtyle of the company that 
their maſters or fathers were of: this is what is termed « calling their guilds.” And the 
wardens and ſtewards of each company attend there to put a ſtop to, or prevent any perſon 
from obtaining his freedom, who, they apprehend, is not entitled to it. An apprentice.is 
called thrice. in guild, or rather at three different guild-days ; the ſon of a freeman

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of bread, wine, &c. examination of weights, and meaſures, tumbril, 
and pillory, with all that belongs to a view of frank pledge, 
Alſo why they claimed to have two-pence for toll of every chalder 
of coals bought and ſhipped there, and to be conveyed from thence; 
one ſhilling and nine-pence for every ſhip and boat brought into the 
port ; to take of every one bringing in any grain into the ſaid port a 
boll out of every ten chaldron brought in; to have juſtices of peace 
within the town, and a clerk of the peace there; to hold pleas of action 
popular, and of ſeveral penal ſtatutes of cauſes ariſing there, and belong- 
ing to juſtices of peace, of Oyer and Terminer ; to take the iſſues, fines, 
amercements, and other profits before juſtices of peace, and in other 
places aforeſaid ; to erect a gallows, have coroners, eſchaetors, returns 
of writs in the town and liberties; to have felons goods there; to 
have and build ballaſt-ſhores within a mile of the town on each fide 
of the river, and compel every one that imported or exported any 
merchandize in that port to caſt their ballaſt on thoſe ſhores, and not 


elſe- 


only once. And if an objection be made, or a ſtop put to his guild, the perſon making 
the objection is ſummoned before the common- council, to give his reafon for ſtopping the 
guild. And if he ſhew good cauſe for making the objection, then the perſon applying 
cannot be ſworn a freeman till the objeCtion be removed. But if no ftop be put, or ob- 
jection made at guild, then the perſon applying may at any time afterwards be ſworn a 
free burgeſs before the mayor, or any other magiſtrate, This is the principal buſineſs of 
the court, and not for turning over apprentices, or hearing differences between them and 
their maſters, as Mr. Wallis tells us. The oath taken by a freeman on his admiſſion, is 
very different from that mentioned by Mr. Wallis. Hence it appears, that he has been 
ſtrangely miſinformed with reſpe to the different courts in Newcaſtle ; and as he has men- 
tioned ſome that neither do, nor ever did exiſt there; ſo alſo he has omitted to mention 
one, i. e. the county court, that ſtill continues to be held.” 

In the time of the commonwealth, it appears that the magiſtrates of Newcaſtle upon 

Tyne puniſhed ſcolds with the branks, and drunkards by making them carry a tub, 
Called the drunkard's cloak, through the ſtreets of that town. We ſhall preſume that 
there is no longer any occaſion for the former, but why has the latter been laid aſide ?

at large, and the warrant by which they claimed them. And upon a 
view of the acts of parliament, letters patent, allowances, and other 
records, writings, and ancient books of the mayor and burgeſſes ſhewn 
to the King's attorney-general, and examined by him; and alſo upon 
teſtimony of witneſſes in the court of King's Bench, who depoſed that 
the ſaid mayor and burgeſſes had held, uſed, and enjoyed all and 
ſingular the ſaid liberties, privileges, and franchiſes which they claimed, 
the ſaid attorney-general acknowledged and confeſſed the ſame. 

And thereupon, after due and mature deliberation, the King's ſerjeant 
and the ſaid attorney-general being called thereto and preſent, the Court 
of King's Bench adjudged that the ſaid mayor and burgeſſes, and their 
ſucceſſors, ſhould uſe, have, and enjoy, by virtue of the premiſes, all 
and ſingular the ſaid liberties, privileges, franchiſes, and free cuſtoms 
which they claimed and challenged, and that they ſhould be allowed 
and adjudged to them, 

February 3d, 1664, King Charles II. granted a charter of Inſpexi- 
mus, confirming the preceding ones of the 42d of Queen Elizabeth, 
and the 2d of James I. with their ancient privileges, &c. to the town 
of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, at the former rent of one hundred pounds per 
annum. It was ordered by this charter, that the King ſhould approve 
of the recorder and town-clerk, and that the mayor, recorder, aldermen, 
town-clerk, and burgeſſes, ſhould take the oaths of obedience and 


ſupremacy *®. 


It appears from an entry in the common-council books of Newcaſtle, 


dated December 2 3d, 1669, that the following ſums were yearly due, 
and paid out of the revenue of the corporation of that town: “gl.

Thus again the corporation of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, emancipated

T is uncertain whether or not Newcaſtle upon Tyne was among the 
boroughs ſummoned by the barons, who took arms againſt King 
Henry the Third, to ſend members to the great council of the nation 
in the year 1264 r. 

A. D. 1283, King Edward I. ſummoned to his Parliament at 
Shrewſbury two un for each county, and two repreſentatives 
occurs Newcaſtle pod Tyner. r. The form of the ancient writs clearly 
evinces that the two perſons to be honoured by ſuch repreſentation, 
were originally intended to, be choſen out of the. number of the prin- 


cipal burgeſſes of the reſpective towns. 


The firſt of our burgeſſes, whoſe names J have been able to recover, 
were John Scot and Peter Graper*, or Draper, who repreſented New-

MERCHANT-ADVENTURERS OF NEWCASTLE UPON TYNE. 


TO the aſſiſtances of commerce ſociety will be found indebted for the 
greater part of whatever contributes to the uſe, convenience or ele- 
gance of life. Every acknowledgment is due to it from the inhabi- 
tants of iſlands ; and we of Britain, with our very exiſtence perhaps &, 
owe it all that gives value to our preſent being; our progreſs in 

ſcience; our improvement in every art; our perſonal ſecurity ; our 
national opulence and grandeur, and, probably, what ought to be of 
the higheſt concern to us, our ſuperior knowledge of religious truth. 

The particulars of a ſubje&, which is found of ſuch moment in the 
general conſideration, cannot be thought trivial, nor will that labour 
ſeem unimportant, which had collected the ſcattered memorials of 
thoſe inhabitants of this place, who, devoting themſelves to the pro- 
feſſion of merchandize, have in a long and uninterrupted ſucceſſion, 
with the gradual improvement of their town, aggrandized their re- 
ſpective families, and contributed in no ſmall degree to the common. 
advancement of the ſtate. 

Mercantile ſocieties, ancientlycalled guilds®, or fraternities, are ethought

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to have been firſt founded in Europe, near the latter end of the 
eleventh century. Unknown to the Saxons while in this kingdom, 
they are ſuppoſed to have been brought into it firſt by the Normans, 

who in their turn are ſaid to have borrowed them of the free cities of 
Italy; the very early reſidences of trade and manufactures, and the 

places where merchant guilds were probably firſt eſtabliſhed *, 

Our early commerce ſtood much indebted to the protection of the 
otherwiſe unfortunate monarch King John, for, by erecting ſuch mer- 
chant guilds in his free boroughs, be gradually paved the way for its 
firſt introduction into the kingdom *, 

The borough of Newcaftle upon Tyne, diſtinguiſhed by ſome pri- 
vileges in former charters, was honoured very early in his reign 
with new franchiſes and more extenſive immunities. It was not, how- 
ever, till his ſeventeenth * year that he conſtituted therein a ſociety of 


free merchants , the members of which he exempted from pleading 
= 


afterwards we find the aggregate body of merchants or traders of a city or town called 
the Gilda Mercatoria.” 

In England, ſays Madox, in his Firma Burgi, p. 23, &c. © the word gild is of 
Anglo-Saxon birth; and-ſignified a company, ſociety, brotherhood ; and ſometimes the 
privileges or free cuſtoms belonging to ſuch company, In former times there were many 
guilds in England; ſome of them religious, others fecular. The religious gilds were 
founded chiefly for devotion and alms deeds ; the ſecular, chiefly for trade and alms 
deeds.”

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any where without its walls to any plea, but that concerning foreign 
tenures: he releaſed them alſo from the duties of toll, laſtage, pontage 
and paſſage, not only during the fair he had eſtabliſhed there, but alſo 
at other times, and in all his ſea ports, as well abroad as at home ; 
impowering the chief magiſtrate of Newcaſtle, or the ſheriff of North- 
umberland, to give them reparation for every injury that ſhould be 
done them, by diſtraining the moveable 880805 of thoſe who ſhould 
violate this privilege at Newcaſtle. 

Henry the Third confirmed the above merchant guild to the town of 
Newcaſtle upon Tyne, by a charter which was allowed to the bailiffs 
of that place in the King's Bench, in the 4th and the 15th years of 
Edward I. It is unknown in what particular year of his reign he 
granted this charter of confirmation v. 

Anciently our Engliſh merchants appear to have been prohibited

others, was firſt made a ſtaple town “. 

King Edward III. by his charter, dated May 1oth, 1358, confirmed 
the former privileges granted to the merchants of Newcaſtle, in the 
twelfth of Edward II. and in the 17th year of King John v. 

In the year 1369 the ſtaple of wool and other- commodities at 
Calais. was effectually ſet aſide, and ordered to be. confined. in future

It appears from A s Fœdera, tom. v. p. 875, that a royal licence, dated Novem- 
ber 25th, 1356, was granted to Thomas Grey, then a priſoner in Scotland, a circumſtance 
to which, probably, he owed the indulgence to ſhip an hundred ſacks of his wool at Ber- 
wick upon Tweed for Flanders, without carrying them to the port of Newcaſtle upon 
Tyne, where of right they ought to have been ſhipped.

Although King Edward the Third, in conſideration of the declining 
ſtate of his town of Calais, had, in the year 1376, made it again the 
only ſtaple port for Engliſh merchandiſe beyond the ſeas, yet we find 
King Richard II. in 1397, granting leave to the merchants of Newcaſtle 
to carry woolfels, and other commodities, to any other foreign port 
beſides Calais, on condition of their paying cuſtom and ſubſidy x. Cot- 
ton, in his Poſthuma, p. 186, ſpeaking of this, calls it a ſhameful 
privilege. 

About the year 1398 a great commercial correſpondence appears to 
have ſubſiſted between Newcaſtle, and other Engliſh ports, and Campen, 
Lubeck, Hamburgh, Bremen, Staden, Wiſmar, Roſtock, Straelſund, 
Gripeſwald, &c. the principal hanſe towns; as alſo Dantzick, Elbing, 
Marienburg, Thorn, Koningſberg, &c. places more immediately under 
the maſter-general of Pruſſia, for Engliſh woollen cloth, herring, and 
other commodities ?, | 

King Henry IV. A. D. 1400, on petition of the mayor and mer- 
chants of the ſtaple of Calais, revoked the licence granted in the year 
1397, to the merchants of Newcaſtle, for tranſporting ſtaple ware to 
other places beſides Calais . 

In the year 1405 William Eſturmy, Knight, and John Kington, 
canon of Lincoln, were deputed by the King, to require ſatisfaction 
for injuries done by the commonalties of the cities of Wiſmar and 
Roſtok, againſt the liege people of the crown of England. At the head

In the year 1448 a ſtatute was made that no licence ſhould be

At a court of this ſociety held 26th June, 165 1, it was enaQted, that, 
at the burial of a brother or ſiſter, the arms of the ſociety ſhould not 
be impaled in the ſame eſcutcheon with their own ; and that in future 
no arms ſhould be impaled with thoſe of the merchants on grave ſtones, 
but ſeverally, on a penalty of 51. payable by every executor of the 
deceaſed, who ſhould be a brother or ſiſter *.

firſt in open court (where a diſh is ſaid to have been kept, by the edge of which their hair 
was cut round) made exemplary by ſhortninge their hayre, and taking from their clothes 
fuperfluous ribbining: and for their wilfull obſtinacy were committed to priſon, where 
each was allowed no more than two-pence in breade and one quarte of table beare per 
diem.” After eleven days confinement they petitioned the governor and fellowſhip, and 
deſire their worſhips © to paſſe by and be oblivious of all their miſdemeanors,” promiſing 
alfo to conform on their enlargement, which was granted them. 

The formal appearance exhibited by theſe disfigured youths provoked even the ſatire

A. D. 1654, contentions aroſe again between the merchants of Lon- 
don and Newcaſtle concerning the impoſition of 81. mentioned above. 
Thoſe of Newcaſtle petitioned the Lord Protector, who referred the 
matter to the committee for trade and navigation. Thoſe of London 
anſwered, and were replied, to by this fraternity: and on the 5th of 
February, 1656, the committee for trade determined the matter a 
ſecond time in favour of thoſe of Newcaſtle upon Tyne ?. 

January 26th, 1656, an order was made by this ſociety concerning 
the religion of their apprentices, the curious preamble whereof runs 
as follows: Whereas in theſe late tymes, wherein iniquity abounds, 
wee find by wooful experience a great apoſtacy and falling off from 
the truth to popery, quakeriſme and all manner of hereſy and unheard- 
of blaſphemy and profaneneſs.”—It then proceeds to enact © that no 
popiſh recuſant, quaker, or any who ſhall not attend duely on his 
maiſter at the publicke ordinances, or any who is baſe begotten, crook-

Auguſt 10th, 1681, this ſociety, on conſideration of an annual 
rent of thirteen pounds, ſecured to be paid to them for ever out of 
the chamber of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, at Michaelmas, ſold ninety- 
four ridges of land in the Caſtle-Field, bequeathed to them as above, in 
1675, by Mr. Thomas Daviſon, to the mayor and corporation of 
that town . . | 

Mr. John Rumney, merchant-adventurer and boothman, by his 
laſt will, dated February 3d, 1694, gave to the fraternity of merchants 
of Newcaſtle, the ſum. of one hundred pounds, to be lent to a young 
brother for three years, without intereſt e. 

Mr. Timothy Daviſon, merchant-adventurer and boothman, by his 
laſt will, dated February 7th, 1694, gave the fum of three hundred 
pounds to this ſociety, on condition that two-thirds of the intereſt 
thereof ſhould be paid to the poor brethren and widows of the com- 
pany, in the month of December every year, and the remaining third 
part to the four churches of Newcaſtle upon Tyne b. 

On a motion made March 3d, 1697, in this ſociety, that it would 
be convenient and honourable for them to meet in the exchange of 
Newcaſtle at ſome ſet hour of the day, they appointed between the 
hours of eleven and twelve in the forenoon for ſuch meeting.

on the King's arrival from the continent, and on the ſucceſs of his 
arms in America, with zealous profeſſions of their allegiance to his 
crown, the kingdom being at that time actually invaded by a popiſh 
pretender. A third ſucceeded May 31ſt, 1746, on the moſt important 
victory at Culloden, where the army of the rebels was utterly defeated “. 

Thomas Daviſon, Eſq. of Ferry-Hill, in the county of D-.rham, 
by his declaration of truſt, dated Auguſt 19th, 1755, acknowledged 
his having ſunk five hundred pounds in the corporation of Newcaſtle,

INCLUDED IN NOTICES CONCERNING COAL AND THE COAL-TRADE, 
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The word coal, in its preſent import, has the three ſubſequent ſig. 

nifications *: the common fuel of that denomination—the cinder of 
charred wood, or charcoal—and, metaphorically, any thing ignited or 
inflamed. 

Among chemiſts, coal ſignifies any ſubſtance containing oil, which 
has been expoſed to the fire in cloſe veſſels, ſo that all its volatile prin. 
ciples are expelled, and that it can ſuſtain a red heat without further 
decompoſition. Coal in this ſenſe is commonly ſolid black, very dry, 
and conſiderably hard ?. 

Of coal *, that black ſulphureous inflammatory matter dug out of 
the earth, and at preſent the common fuel of moſt of Europe, as well 
as of other parts of the globe, confidered as a genus, there are vari- 
ous ſpecies : the chief of which, according to Dr. Black, are common 
coal, fat, or blackfmith's coal, and the Kilkenny coal*.

Common coal has a much looſer texture, and is divided into maſſes by numerous 
cracks and flaws, ſo that it generally breaks into maſſes of cubical figures, 

Hhlackſmith's coal gives out leſs flame, but undergoes a ſort of fuſion, and unites int 
maſles, forming a cinder, which is afterwards capable of producing a violent heat, It is 
valued becauſe it is perfectly free of ſulphur, 

Kilkenny cpal burns like charcoal, with a bri ght tranſparent blue flame, like that of 
ſpirit of wine, and without any appearance of ſmoke, leaving only a very ſmall quantity 
of aſhes. There is however a volatile vapour, probably fixed air, which riſes from it, 
and gives a diſagreeable ſmell in the houſe where it is uſed. There are many ftrata of it 
in the weſt of Scotland. "Theſe ſeveral varieties, when examined by analyſis in cloſe veſ- 
ſels, ſhew ane as much diſtinguiſhed in this way, as by their manner of burning

* There are many extraneous ſubſtances,” ſays he, © and marks in the coal itſelf, 
which incline-us to think it is of a vegetable origin. There are manifeſt traces of wood 
converted into a ſort of charcoal : I have not many ſpecimens of theſe extraneous ſub- 
ſtances, but this ſtructure like charcoal is ſufficiently common. Tis alſo very common 
in all the different kinds of coal to meet with a ſubſtance which is compoſed of ſmall fibres, 
and ſeparable from each other like the ſofter kinds of charcoal,” In proof of this hypo- 
theſis he adds farther, „In different parts of the world we find very large quantities of

Sir Joſeph Banks, Bart. preſident of the Royal Society, ſo eminent for his knowledge in natural hiſ- 
tory, favoured me with the inſpection of a large ſpecimen of foſſil, found in Iceland, in ſtrata, of conſider- 
able thickneſs, and at great depths, which ſeems to exhibit a ſubſtantial proof that coal originally was 
wood, He has preſerved ſeveral trunks of it, each of which is flattened, poſſibly by the weight of ſuper- 
incumbent ſtrata, ſo that, inſtead of being cylindrical, as the body or root of a tree naturally is, it is flat, 
Some of them are more and ſome leſs woody. One is a fair plank of wood. As the woody ones are the 
_ greateſt curioſities, they are ſent in preference. The ſpecimen I examined appears to have been the root 
of a ſmall tree, with the bark ſtill adhering and remaining on the greateſt part of it: in the lower part, 
however, the transformation has proceeded farther than at the top, ſo that it is real coal, while the top is

of free · ſtone; the conſtitution of which free-ſtone, with many phenomena relating to it, 
on examination, leave no room to doubt its being compoſed of beds of ſand, faſtened to- 
gether in ſome particular manner, and which have been waſhed by the ſea: often too it 
is marked by worms and other marine animals : coal, therefore, as being found intermixed 
with ſtrata of this kind quite recent, may on this account be ſuppoſed to be a ſubſtance 
generated in the ſame manner, or that it is compoſed of matter, which, having been bu- 
ried by a length of time, had been cruſhed into a ſolid form.” —Black's Lectures MS. ut 
ſupra. 

Dr. Moyſe, in his lectures which I attended at Newcaſtle upon Tyne a few years ago, 
ſuppoſed coal to have been originally wood of the fir or pine ſort, as it produces tar as 
thoſe trees do. He ſhewed that the branches of trees, or their reſemblances, were ſome. 
times found in it: as were alſo reeds, the hollow part of which was full of clay that 
ſplit, as it were, in ſome directions, it ſhews its woody texture; and, _— that the wood. 
part remains {till at the top of the ſtrata. 

I have a ſpecimen of coal in my poſſeſſion, which very much illuſtrates this hypotheſis : 
it was given to me by William Cramlington, Eſq. a coal owner at Newcaſtle upon Tyne. 

Mr. Jaſper Harrifon, attorhey at law, informed me that a piece of coal, half fir wood 
and half coal, was found ſeveral years ago, as one of the workmen informed him, in a 
pit on Lancheſter Common, in the county of Durham. | 

d « Some go fo far as to advance, that, by diſtilling coal, the ſame products are had 
as from the true reſin of trees: this induced the learned tranſlator of Henckel to regard 
this foſſil as a diſſolution of a ligneous matter, which contains, beſide a very great quan- 
tity of earth, a fat matter of the nature of vegetable oils, or reſinous bodies.” —See Mo- 
rand's & Memoires ſur le Charbon de Terre,” tranſlated in the Univerſal Magazine, 1769. 

This writer obſerves alſo, © that beſides the impreſſions of plants, that often occur in 
the roof of coal mines, we likewiſe meet with frequently in their vicinity, or in the pits 
made for working them, large portions of wood and even entire trees. 

Near Luxemburg, at a ſhort diſtance from the coal mines, are found conſiderable quan- 
tities of petrified wood. The Abbot de Sauvages makes mention, in the Memoirs of the 
French Academy for 1743, of {ome fragments of ſtony wood, ſtrongly incruſted upon the 
bark, with one or two inches of coal, in which this petrifaction was performed, It is 
very common to find, lying over coal mines, wood which is not entirely diflolved ; but 
according as it is buried to a greater depth, it js mare ſenſibly altered. 

« At Brull, near Cologn and Bonn, M. de Bury, a famous collier of Liege, * digging 
into a valley, found a ſort of earth coal, which was nothing elſe but wood, that had been 
covered by a mountain of earth. There are ſeveral mines wherein none can miſtake the 

trunks 
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down by decay of time, and afterwards buried by ſome of the more 
violent changes to which the globe is liable, or other inflammable ſub- 


ſtances, 
* 


trunks and branches of trees, and other remains of wood; heaps of foſſil wood are met 

with at a great depth, diſpoſed by benches, and ſeparated from one another by beds of earth, 

and all of them affording good reaſon to ſuſpect a paſſing of the ligneous nature, or a true 

tranſmutation of wood into coal. At the bottom of that chain of mountains that runs 

from Lyons to Straſburgh, on the high road between theſe two cities, M. Fontaine, of 
the Academy of Sciences, diſcovered one of thoſe ſubterraneous foreſts, and took with 

him to Paris ſeveral of the pieces, collected at hazard, which Mr. Macquer and the au- 

thor of this treatiſe, Mr. Morand, were commiſhoned to examine. They found there- 

in two ſubſtances different from each other ; the firſt was real wood, which had been 

preſerved in the earth in its natural ſlate, ſome parts of a browniſh colour, others entirely 

black: the ſecond underwent no alteration in the aſſemblage of the fibres that compoſ: 

the ligneous body, in the knots they produce, in their weight and in their colour, The 

bark that had been conſumed with rottenneſs was replaced by a ſandy matter that adhered 

ſtrongly to the wood. Theſe pieces, whoſe ligneous body was entire, burnt well and were 

converted by fire into a good and real vegetable coal. 

In ſeveral ſamples portions were found, whoſe ligneous fibres were interrupted in 
their continuity, and reduced into a coaly matter, which crumbled by the preſſure of the 
fingers, and blacked them as charcoal of the willow tree. 

« There was another piece which might be called very curious by reaſon of the changes* 
it underwent. The ligneous fibres were therein very perceptible as to their diſpofition, 

but the whole of them had contracted a complete mineralization. All the extremities of 
the fibres were black, and retained the luſtre of finely-poliſhed jet: and the whole piece 

was heavy, as pieces of petrified wood are known to be. The ſecond fubſtance was 
purely earthy. In ſeveral parts of Germany mines of foſſil wood have been diſcovered, 
known by the name of Holtz-kohlen. Theſe coals are of different kinds, and as much 
diſtinguiſhed by their colour as their properties. Some authors think that thoſe heaps of 
foffil wood may lead to the finding of real coal, and that, if the wood- coal be not ſuch, 

it is becauſe it does not lie deep enough in the earth, for the woods being reſolved to the 
neceſſary degree, that conſtitutes the ſtone coal: but this pretenſion does not ſeem to 
have any good grounds, if it be confidered that good and true coal is often met with at 
a very little depth in the earth, and ſometimes pretty near the ſurface, It ſeems more 

natural to ſeek the cauſe that has hindered this coal of foſſil wood from becoming true coal, 

in the different earthy, ſaline, or bituminous ſubſtances wherein it is found. Their nature 

perhaps is not fit for operating this mineralization, or even they are often an impediment 
to it,” Ibid. |

argillaceous ſtone, or clay, contain figured ſtones repreſenting a great variety of vegeta. 
bles, or the impreſſions of them; as reeds of various kinds, ſtriated and joined at different 
diſtances, the euphorbia of the Eaſt-Indies, the American ferns, corn, graſs, and many 
other ſpecies of the vegetable kingdom. They are incloſed in the ſolid ſubſtance of the 
ſtone, &c. 

« Theſe vegetable forms, and the ſtrata containing them, are the certain indication of 
coal, not only in Derbyſhire, but in every part of the kingdom which J have viſited; and 
I am informed that the ſame phenomenon holds equally true in every other part of the world 
yet explored. Sir Aſhton Lever's incomparable Muſeum of natural curioſities contains 
the moſt perfect ſpecimens, and the greateſt variety of foſſil vegetables, if I may be al- 
lowed to call them ſo, I ever ſaw. 

« Now ſince it appears that all ſtrata accompanying coal univerſally abound with vege- 
table torms, it ſeems to indicate that all coals were originally derived from the vegetables 
thus enveloped in the ſtone or clay.“ 

« On coal, let it be obſerved, that from its always preſenting itſelf in beds of ſtone, or 
clay, impreſſed with vegetable forms, and having been met with in various ſtages of its 
tranſmutation, from the vegetable ſubſtance to that of perfe& coal, it has with reaſon 
been concluded to derive its origin from remains of vegetables.” Eternity of the World, 
by G. H. Toulmin, M. D. London, 1785, 8. p. 30. 

« In ſome diſtricts at a conſiderable depth below the ſurface of the earth, large quan- 
tities of trees are met with, lying as cloſe to each other as they do in a wood, the trunks, 
branches, and leaves in perfect preſervation.”

In ſtone too of a totally different nature from marble or limeſtone, vegetable impreſ- 
fions, and the remains of land animals, are every where obvious; and what is equally ſingular, 
coal never occurs but in the beds of matter, that are thus impreſſed with ſuch land ani- 
mals and vegetables.”

February 13th, 1787, the workmen digging in the free-ſtone quarry on the ſea ſide, 
upon the Muſſelburgh road, came upon a pine tree completely petrified in the heart of the 
rock. The impreſſion of the branches, leaves, and pine cones are beautifully indented 1 in 
the rock.” —Public Advertiſer, February 17th, 1787. 

The following query was ſent by Sir John Clerk, from Edinburgh, December 8th, 
1739, to Roger Gale, Eſq. If you think the ſtrata of coal were as ancient as the world, 
or if the ſtrata of ſoft earth, by length of time, imbibed a ſulphureous, bituminous, com- 
buſtible quality ? 

The ſubſequent anſwer was dated from Scruton, February, 26th, 1740: 

As the ſtrata of coal lie generally bedded between two other ſtrata of ſtone, and riſe 
and dip in parallel lines with them, they ſeem to me coæval to the toxture of our globe,

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We find expreſs mention of coals, uſed as a fuel by artificers about 
two thouſand years ago, in the writings of Theophraſtus, the feholar of 
Ariſtotle, who, in his book on ſtones, gives the ſubſequent very par- 
ticular deſcription of them: Thoſe foſſile ſubſtances, that are called 
coals, and are broken for uſe, are earthy ; they kindle, however, and 
burn like wood coals. Theſe are found in Liguria, where there is alſo 
amber, and in Elis, in the way to Olympias over the mountains : 
they are uſed by the ſmiths .“ 


; Though 
and to have undergone the ſame concuſſions that it has ſuffered ; it being hard to con- 
ceive how ſoft earth, included between two ſuch ſolid bodies ſhould imbibe a ſulphureous 
and bituminous matter from or through them : there is indeed ſuch a ſulphureous matter 
found in coal-pits, but to me it appears much more reaſonable to think it was ſhut up at 
the ſame time with other ſubſtances that enter into the compoſition of coal.” MS. com- 
municated by George Allan, Eſq. F. A. S. of Darlington, in the county of Durham. 
Thoreſby, in his Ducatus Leodenſis, p. 470, aſſerts, & that coal is nothing but bitumen 
hardened, and concocted under ground.” —Foffil-coal by diſtillation yields phlegm or water, 
a very acid liquor, a thin oil like naphtha—a thicker oil like petroleum, which falls to 
the bottom of the former, and which riſes with a violent fire -an acid concrete ſalt -an 
uninflammable earth remains in the retort. — Theſe conſtituent parts are very ſimilar to 
thoſe of amber, and other bitumens.” —Encyclopzdia ut ſupra—in verbo Lithanthrax.

“The ſubſtance here deſcribed, whatever miſtakes there may have been among authors 
ſince about it, appears to me to be evidently no other than the common pit-coal ; and I 
have made it appear as clearly ſo in the tranſlation, only by having properly rendered the 
word a pte, the careleſsly miſunderſtanding of which word alone, has been the occaſion 
of all the erroneous gueſſes about the ſubſtance here deſcribed. The authors of theſe 
ſeem all to have underſtood the word aa, as ſignifying foſſile, or pit-coal ; and there- 
fore, as the author compares the burning of this ſubſtance to that, they were neceſſitated 
to think of ſome other ſubſtance that he might here mean, as it was impoſſible he ſhould 
intend to compare a thing to itſelf.

Thus is Theophraſtus, according 
to cuſtom, accuſed of ſaying things he never meant; becauſe the people who quote him 
have not been at the pains to underſtand him: td Y xa TUpBITH r dare 04 4 pee 
is evidently, they kindle and burn like wood-coals, ar, as we call it, charcoal; for that is 
the genuine and determinate ſenſe of the word a»9pat in Greek, and carbo in Latin; as is 
evident from the other works of this author, Pliny, and all the other old naturalifts. Even 
the more correct of the moderns, when they would expreſs what we call pit- coal, the ſub- 
ſtance: 
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Though ſome writers * have not ſcrupled to affirm that coal was 
unknown to the ancient Britons, yet others“ have adduced proofs to 
the contrary, which ſeem to carry along with them little leſs than con- 
viction. 

The Britons, as ſhewn before, had a primitive name fog this foſſil ; i 
but farther, a flint ax, the inſtrument, ſays Pennant, of the eines 


of our iſland, was diſcovered ſtuck in certain veins of coal, expoſed to 
day in Craig y Parc in Monmouthſhire, and in ſuch a ſituation as to 
render it very acceſſible to the unexperienced natives, who in early 
times were incapable of purſuing the veins to any great depths *. 
There are no beds of coal in the compaſs of Italy; yet the ſtrongeſt 
argument in favour of their opinion, who think that the Romans,

Dr. Plott, in his Natural Hiſtory of Staffordſhire, when ſpeaking of the damps in coal- 
mines, cites this, and tells us, that “ the Thracian ſtone” is by ſome tranſlated pit- coal. 

Dr. Philemon Holland, whoſe tranſlation of Pliny was printed in 1635, has the fol- 
Jowing note in the margin: Which (i. e. Thracian ſtone) ſome take for pit-cole, or ſea- 
cole rather, ſuch as cometh from Newcaſtle by ſea ; or rather a kind of jeat.” 

Dr. Jorden (of Mineral Waters, chap. 14, in fine) tells us, that whole heaps of coals, 
mixed with a ſort of pyrites (called metal-coals), by having water accidentally put upon 
them, have taken fire, and burnt before their time: —he aſſures us, unt this actually Bap 
pened at Puddle-wharf in London, and at Newcaſtle.

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uſing coal in Britain. In the weſt riding of Yorkſhire, and neighbour. 
hood. of North Brierly are many beds of cinders, heaped up in the 
fields, in ans of which a number of Roman coins was found ſome 
years ago.” 

Horſeley, the learned and modeſt author of the Britannia Romana, 
ſpeaking in that work of the inſcriptions found at Benwell, a village 
near Newcaſtle upon Tyne, and the Condercum of that people, re- 
marks, that there was a colliery not far from that place, which is 
judged by thoſe who are beſt ſkilled in ſuch affairs, to have been 
wrought by the Romans.“ 

Whitaker, in his Hiſtory of Mancheſter, mentions a grant of ſome

ſtation, tells us, that there was a little piked hill caſt up, „which ſome dig of late days 
(this was written about 1607), in hopes of finding old hidden treaſures ; but inſtead of 
gold, they met with coals.” “ From the digging up of the coals,” continues he, © what 
if I ſhould gueſs that this hill was thrown up for a mark, or boundary ? Since Siculus 
Flaccus tells us, that either aſhes, coals, potſherds, broken glaſſes, bones half burnt, lime 
or plaiſter, were wont to be put under ſuch bounds or limits: and St. Auguſtine writes 
thus of coals : Is it not a wonderful thing, that though coals are fo brittle, that with the 
leaſt blow they break, with the leaſt preſſure they are cruſhed in pieces, yet no time can 
deſtroy them; inſomuch that they who pitch land-marks are wont to throw them un- 
derneath, to convince any litigious perſon, who ſhall affirm, though ever ſo long after, 
that no land-mark was there.” —Lib. de Civitate Dei, 21. c. 4. 

And ſo much the rather I am inclined to this opinion, becauſe they who have writtenwof 
limits or bounds, inform us, that certain hillocks, which they termed botontines (whence, 
ſays he, perhaps, come our buttings), were placed in limits; ſo that I ſuppoſe that moſt 
of theſe mounts, and round hillocks, which are ſo commonly ſeen, were raiſed. for this 
purpoſe ; and that aſhes, coals, potſherds, &c. might be found under them by digging 
deep into the ground,” 

Mr. Strutt, in his 1{ vol. of Manners, &c. p. 60, tells us, that, in the year 1773, he ſaw 
one of theſe opened near Maldon, in Eſſex, wherein he found potſherds, cinders and char- 


coal very perfect, together with bits of bones (not human) ſo very rotten, as to be cruſhed 
to pieces with the leaſt preſſure. 


Britannia Romana, p. 209.— See alſo Wallis's Hiſtory of Northumberland, who tells 
us, vol. 1. p. 119, that “ The Romans were as well acquainted with our pit-coal, as with 
our ores and metals : in digging up ſome of the foundations of their walled city Magna 
or Caervorran, 1 762, coal-cinders, ſome very large, were turned up, glowed i in the fire like 
other Enders, and not to be known from them when taken out.“ 
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lands made by the abbey of Peterborough, dated A. D. 852, which 
Proves, as it ſhould ſeem, that this fuel was known, and in uſe amongſt 
us, while the Saxons were maſters of Britain. By this grant, certain 
boons and payments in kind were reſerved to the monaſtery, as 'one 
night's entertainment. Ten veſſels of Welch, and two of common ale;

No mention of this foſſil occurs under the Daniſh uſurpation that 
people, indeed, were too much perplexed, during their ſtay in this 
country, by civil commotions, to have leiſure to attend to any thing 
but what was obvious, and to be purchaſed with little trouble. So 
that wood would naturally be the chief article of fuel, while immenſe 
foreſts and thickets preſented themſelves to yield a ready ſupply.

Morton, in his Natural Hiſtory of Northamptonſhire, p. 544, ſpeaking of the ruins of 
a caſtle at Caſtle-dikes, a high entrenched hill, within the liberties of Farthingſtone, in 
that county, ſays that, at the bottom of an adjoining trench, he © ſaw ſome huge lumps 
of cinder, of the midland,” he thought © not of the Newcaſtle coal ; the former uſually 
burning to a lighter and more ſpungy cinder : one of theſe lumps ſeemed at leaſt half an 
hundred weight, and had pebbles and earth adhering to and incorporated in it.” He ſup. 
poſes this caſtle was built about A. D. 913, by the renowned /Ethelfleda, relict and 
ſucceſſor of Æthelred, viceroy of Mercia, and that A. D. 1013 it was ſet on fire, and de- 
moliſhed by the Danes, under Suane, at which time he conjectures this caſtle had ſtores 
of coal in it, & which were reduced into huge maſſes of cinder, by the intenſeneſs of fo 
great a fire,” 

He adds, “ By their being in ſuch large maſſes, one would imagine they were the cin- 
ders of an iron work; but who would be at the trouble of fetching ore fo far as from 
the iron mines in Staffordſhire (I mention theſe as being the neareſt), to be wrought with 
coal in the upper part of Northamptonſhire ? for they muſt have fetched their coals al- 
moſt as far,” | 

In the Leges Burgorum of Scotland, which were enacted about the year 1140, % 
particular privilege is granted to thoſe who bring fuel into boroughs ;-wood, turf, and peat, 
are expreſſedly mentioned, but there is no account of coal. Theſe laws were made at 
Newcaſtle upon Tyne,—Leg. Burg, c. 38. Arnot's Hiſtory of Edinburgh, p. 82, et leq.

About the middle of the thirteenth century, a noble Venetian, in his deſcription of 
China, obſerves, © that, throughout the whole province of Cathay, certain black ſtones 
are dug out of the mountains, which being put in the fire, burn like wood, and when 
&indled, they continue burning a long time; inſomuch that, if they are lighted in the 
evening, the fire will keep alive during the whole night. Many uſe theſe ſtones, although 
they have plenty of wood, the conſumption of fuel in ſtoves being very great.” —Marcus 
Paulus Venetus. Purchas's Pilgrims, vol. iii. p. 88. Arnot's Hiſtory of Edinburgh, 
p. $2, et ſeq. : | 

Writers have called in fable alſo to the diſcovery of this very uſeful kind of fuel. 
« This kind of coaly ſtone, ſays Schoock, after Guicciardin, was diſcovered in the diſtrict 
of Liege, A. D. 1189, by a certain pilgrim, who, when he had pointed them out by a di- 
vining rod to a ſmith, ſuddenly diſappeared; afterwards they began to be dug in :— 
abundance.”—See Schoock on Turves, p. 223.

Henry the Third, a licence was granted to the townſmen of Newcaſtle, bearing date 
December, the 23d of his reign, to dig coals and ſtones, &c. in the place called the 
Forth; and here it was, ſome think, or rather, as others, in the Caſtle-Leazes, that 
the firſt Newcaſtle coals were wrought. 

The King, by his letters patent, under the great ſeal of England, dated at Weſt- 
minſter, December iſt, upon the good men of the town of Newcaſtle's ſupplication, 
gave them licence to dig coals and ſtones in the common ſoil of that town in the place 
called Caſtle-Field, and the Frith. | 

% This King was petitioned again by the burgeſſes of this place, to grant them all 
the ſtones and coals belonging to the Frith, which was granted them,” 

Anderſon, in his Dictionary of Commerce, vol. i. p. 111, tells us, very erroneouſly, that 
King Henry III. A. D. 1234, confirmed a charter of his father, King John, to Newcaſtle, 
wherein coal is firſt mentioned. There is certainly no mention of coal in that King's char- 
ter, which i is dated at Weſtminſter the 2d of July, | in the 18th year of his reign, —See under

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The ſtrongeſt and moſt unequivocal proof that this ſpecies of fuel 
was in uſe amongſt us during the reign of King Henry the Third, is 
to be found in an inquiſition preſerved among the additions to Mat- 
thew Paris' Hiſtory, of the date of 1245. 


Here we find it called ſea-coal * ; with expreſs mention of making 
pits to win it, and of the wages of the colliers that wrought in them. 

In the year 1281 there had been ſo rapid an increaſe of the coal 
trade at Newcaſtle, that, had not that town been granted before by 
King John at a fee-farm of an hundred pounds per annum, payable 
to the crown, that ſum would probably have at leaſt been doubled to 
the then burgeſles *.

« Hiſtory of Newcaſtle as a corporate town.” Gardiner's book has evidently miſled 
him; and yet Gardiner is not in this place fairly quoted; for he tells us, that that grant, 
which, however, on a ſearch in the Tower of London, I could not find, was dated as 
aforeſaid, on the iſt of December, in the 23d year of his reign.

He ſpeaks afterwards of carbo de foreſta, which is ranked with buſca and maeremium, 
bruſhwood and timber, and muſt, undoubtedly, ſignify charcoal : the manner of making 
of it, as deſcribed by Pliny, continues nearly the fame at this day. 

Ducange, citing the very paſſage under conſideration, ſuppoſes carbo maris to mean 
foſſil- coal: his words are, Carbones maris lapides combuſtibiles quibus fabri ferrarii 
utuntur, Anglis ſea-coales. He renders the word & carbonaria” in the ſecond clauſe by 
& Fornax in foreſta ad conficiendum carbonem, and defines the carbones de foreſta to 
be charcoal in the ſubſequent words: Ex ligno foreſte combuſto in fornace confecti.“ 

In the ninth of Edward I. there was an inquiry upon divers treſpaſſes, and other 
articles concerning the ſtate of the ſaid town, i. e. Newcaſtle upon Tyne. |

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The firſt mention of coal that occurs in any charter in Scotland, is 
found in a grant, executed in the year 1291, in favour of the abbot 
and convent of Dumfermline, and the privilege of digging coal in the 
lands of Pittencrieff, in the county of Fife *. 

The uſe of ſea-coal was prohibited at London, in the year 1 306, 
by proclamation. Brewers, dyers, and other artificers, who had oc- 
caſion for great fires, had found their account in ſubſtituting our foſſil 
for dry wood and charcoal; but ſo general was the prejudice againſt it 
at that time, that the nobles and commons aſſembled in parliament 
complained againſt the uſe thereof as a public nuiſance, which was 
thought to corrupt the air with its ſtink and ſmoke. : 

A regard to private intereſt cauſed the firſt royal proclamation con- 
cerning it to be little noticed; on a ſecond complaint, the King iſſued 
a commiſſion of Oyer and Terminer, with ſtrict orders to puniſh the 
delinquents by fines, and the demolition of their furnaces and kilns . 
It were ſuperfluous to obſerve here how very differently ſucceeding 
parliaments have thought on this, ſubject. 

A few years afterwards ſea-coals appear to have been uſed in the

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A. D. 1325, a veſſel, the property of one Thomas Rente, of Pon- 
toiſe, a town in the ancient dominions of the kings of England in 
France, is mentioned as trading to Newcaſtle upon Tyne with corn, 
and returning with * a freight of ſea-coals. 

In the year 1327 the meaſure of ſea-coals having become an object 
of conſideration, we may infer that this fuel had become an im- 
portant article in the commerce of that time b. 7 

The prior and convent of Tinmouth demiſed to Ada 3 Colewell, 

at the yearly rent of five pounds, a colliery at Elſwick, a village in the 
vicinity of Newcaſtle © upon Tyne, from Martinmas, 1330, to the

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A. D. 1351, King Edward III. granted a licence to the burgeſſes of 
Newcaſtle, to dig coals and ſtones in a place called the Caſtle-Field, 
without the walls of that town ©. 

May 1oth, 1358, King Edward III. confirmed to the burgeſſes of 
Newcaſtle upon Tyne, the poſſeſſion of the Caſtle-Moor and Caſtle- 
Field, with liberty to dig coals, &c. in the ſame; it having appeared 
that theſe places had from time immemorial belonged to that town *,

navium. At Hithe in Kent, the landing place is called to this day The Stade. —< Where 
the pits,” ſays the Encyclopzdia Edinburg. voce Coaleries, © are ſituated at ſome con- 
ſiderable diſtance from the harbour, it becomes neceſſary to have a ſtore-houſe near the 
ſhipping place, where the coals may be lodged until the lighters or ſhips are ready to take 
them in. The waggon-way ſhould be made into the ſtore-houſe, at ſuch a height from 
the ground, as to permit the coals to run from the waggons down a ſpout into the veſſels ; 
or elſe to fall down into the ſtore-houſe, as occaſion may require. This kind of ſtore- 
houſe is well adapted to diſpatch, and ſaving expence; for a waggon-load of coals may be 
delivered either into the ſtore-houſe or veſſels inſtantly, with very little trouble; and if 
the coals were expoſed to the effects of the ſun and rain, they would be greatly injured 
in their quality, but being lodged under cover of the ſtore-houſe, they are preſerved.” 

When the waggons are emptied into a keel or veſſel by a ſpout, it is called a trunk 
ſtaith.— At Whitehaven, they are called ſteers. When a waggon lets fall its contents 
down one of theſe ſpouts, the noiſe at a diſtance very much reſembles a ctap of thunder. 
Theſe waggons, after being emptied, are brought round into the road or waggon-way by 
a turn-frame, and each is drawn back by a ſingle horſe,

It appears by the rolls of Whitby Abbey, in Yorkſhire, for the years 
1394, 1395, and 1396, that coals brought thither by-ſhipping from 
Newcaſtle, Sheilds and Sunderland, were ſold to that houſe at the rate 
of three ſhillings and four-pence per chaldron *. 

There is preſerved in the archives of the corporation of Newcaſtle 
upon Tyne, an original receipt, dated the 4th of March, 1404, from

A. D. 1421, will appear, by an a& made in conſequence of a petition® 
of the commons preſented to parliament, May 2d, that year; in which 
it is directed, that whereas there is a cuſtom payable to the King 
of two-pence per chaldron on all coals fold to perſons not franchiſed, 
in the port of Newcaſtle, and whereas the Keels? which carry the

On the firſt arrival of the Saxons in this iſland, they came 
over in three long ſhips, ſtyled by themſelves, as Verſtegan informs us, keeles. In the 
Chartulary of Tinmouth monaſtery, the fervants of the prior who wrought in the barges, 
are called, A. D, 1378, kelers, an appellation Oy ſynonimous with our prelenty 
keelmen. 

In the oldeſt books of the Hoſtmen's company, keelmen are mentioned, A D. 1600, 
Their veſſels are called keels or lightners. The chief perſon on board the keel is called 
the ſkipper. Vox compoſita ex ſcip, navis, et wer, vir; euphonice ſkipper. Gramm. Angl. 
Sax. c. 3, reg. 20. The cabin of the keel is called the huddock ;—this is probably 
a diminutive from hutte, cabin, as paddock from padde, a toad, hillock from hill, &c..

They call the great oar, uſed as a kind of rudder at the ſtern of this veſſel, the ſwape. 
Swappe, to ſtrike, or fling down with violence, occurs in Chaucer. 

The ' poles with which the keelmen on certain occaſions navigate their veſſels, are 
called puys.—Poy, appoyo, Spaniſh. Appuy, of appuyer, French, to ſupport,. is a pole- 
uſed by rope dancers to poiſe themfelves with. 

With theſe puys our keelmen puſh on their keels in ſhallow water in the following 
manner, when it is inconvenient to uſe fails or oars.. 

One on each ſide of the veſſel going toward the prow puts down his pole to * bottom, 
in a poſition inclined towards the head of the keel; at the ſame time thruſting againſt 
it forcibly with his ſhoulder, and walking down on the gangway towards the ſtern, as the 
keel moves under him; by this means the keel gains a tolerably quick and even courſe 
on the water: having walked the whole length of the veſſel, they pluck up the puys, re- 
turn haſtily to the prow, put them down again, and thruſt as before. 

Keel-bullies is a term uſed for this ſpecies of watermen : bullies is alſo a common: 
_ appellation among the people concerned in the coal works for brothers :—it is probably 
derived from the obſolete adjective boolie, beloved. See Aſh's Dictionary.

Four men manage the whole; three to a great 
and long oar, that puſh it forward, and one to another ſuch a-ftern, that aſſiſts the other's 
motion, but at the ſame time ſteers the keel, and corrects the bias the other gives it.“ 

« "Theſe boats,“ ſays Pennant,” are ſtrong, clumſy and oval, and carry twenty tons a- 
piece; they are navigated with a ſquare fail, but generally by two very large oars, one on 
the ſide plied by a man and boy; the other at the ſtern, by a ſingle man, ſerving both as 
oar and rudder.” — Tour, vol. iii. p. 311.

It ſeems plain from the above, that this duty of two- pence per chalder upon coals fold 
to non-freemen of Newcaſtle due to the King, was not firſt impoſed at this time, but 
had been of ſome ſtanding; and the ſpirit of this ſtatute is to prevent the King from 
being wronged of any part of the impoſt. 

Perhaps the duty was firſt impoſed A. D. 1376, the 41 Ed. III. when there was a 
patent for meaſuring ſea-coal,—See under that year. 

Anderſon, in his Dictionary of Commerce, vol. i. p. 248, freaking of this ſtatute, ſays, 


The exportation or foreign conſumption of Newcaſtle coals muſt have been very con- 
ſiderable even at this time.“ 
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the King's cuſtomers there; with John Strother, and William Bed- 
ford, were appointed by the King to be commiſſioners during his 
royal pleaſure, for meaſuring and marking keels in the port of News- 
caſtle aforeſaid *. 

Eneas Silvius“, who afterwards aſſumed the purple under the name 
of Pius the Second, viſited this iſland about the middle of the 1 5th 
century.

The beſt kind of coals appear to have been purchaſed at this time 
for five ſhillings per chaldron, and thoſe of an inferior ſort for four 
ſhillings and two-pence.

This plain but ſenſible writer obſerves farther, p. 91, © I might 
here take occaſion to ſpeak of the great ſales yerly made of wood, 
 wherby infinite deale hath been deſtroyed within theſe few yeres, but 
I give over to deale in this behalfe, howbeit, this I dare affirm, that if 
woodes doe goe ſo faſt to decay in the next hundred yeare of grace, 
as they have done, and are like to do in this (ſometymes for increaſe of 
ſhepewalkes, and ſome mayntaynaunce of prodigalitie and pompe, for 
I have knowne a gentleman that hath borne three-ſcore at once in one 
paire of galigaſcons, to ſhew his ſtrength and bravery) it is to be 
feared that brome, turfe, gal, heth, brakes, whinnes, ling, dies, haſ- 
ſocks, flaggs, ſtraw, ſedge, reede, ruſh, and ſea-cole, will be good 
marchandize, even in the citie of London, wherunto ſome of them 
alreadie have gotten readie paſlage, and taken up their innes in the 
greateſt marchaunt's parlers . 

This quaint writer goes on to contraſt the manners of former times 
with thoſe of his own: (Now we have manye chimnyes, and yet 
our tenderlings complaine of rewmes, catarres and poſes ; then had 
we none but reredoſles*, and our heades did never ake. For as the 
{moke in thoſe days was ſuppoſed to be a ſufficient hardning for the 
timber of the houſe, ſo it was reputed a far better medicine to keep 
the good man and his family from the quacke or poſe, wherewith as 
then very few were acquainted.” 

Our hiſtorian proceeds: There are old men yet dwelling in the 
village where I remain, which have noted the multitude of chimnies ®

Our honeſt remarker was not aware that even this dearth of wood, concerning 
which he complains ſo bitterly, would be converted into an occaſion of great wealth to 
many, enrich the ſtate, and, in proceſs of time, become one of the moſt important articles « 
of our commerce,

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lately erected, whereas in their yoong dayes there were not above two 
or three, if ſo many, in moſt uplandiſh townes of the realme (the re- 
ligious houſes and mannour places of their lordes alwayes excepted, 
and peradventure ſome great perſonages) but each one made his fire 
againſt a reredoſſe in the halle where he dined and dreſſed his meate :” 
and, in all the bitterneſs of Horace's Laudator preteriti Temporis, 
adds, ** when oure houſes were buylded of willowe then had we oken 
men, but nowe that our houſes are come to be made of oke, our men 
are not only become willow, but a great many altogether of ſtraw, 
which is a ſore alteration.“ : 

April 26th, 1582, Queen Elizabeth obtained a leaſe of the manors 
of Gateſhead and Whickham, with the coal-mines, common waſtes, 
and parks, in both, of the Biſhop of Durham, for ninety-nine years, 
at the annual rent of ninety pounds. 

This, commonly called the grand leaſe, occaſioned an advance in 
the price of coals, | 

This leaſe appears to have been procured afterwards of the Queen 
by the Earl of Leiceſter. | 

It was afterwards aſſigned to the famous Sutton, who founded the 
Charter-Houſe in London: and the price of coals raiſed to fix ſhillings 

per chaldron.

The chimneys of cottages in the vicinity of Newcaſtle are vulgarly called lums, and 
chimney-ſweepers « lum-ſweepers.” — May not this be derived from the lome or clay, 
wherewith the wattle work, of which they are compoſed, is daubed over inſide and out? 
The fraternity of bricklayers at Newcaſtle were anciently ſtyled “ catters and daubers.” 
The cat was a piece of ſoft clay, moulded into the form of a mower's whetſtone. This 
was thruſt in between the laths, and afterwards daubed, &c.

Thomas Sutton, Eſq. for the ſum of 12,0001. * made an aſſignment 
of the above grand leaſe to Sir William Riddell and others, for the 
uſe of the mayor and burgeſſes of Newcaſtle upon Tyne: coals are 
ſaid to have been advanced on this occaſion to ſeven, and afterwards 
to eight ſhillings per chaldron '. 

A. D. 1590 w, the price of coals appears to have been advanced to 
nine ſhillings per chaldron : upon which the lord mayor of London 
complained to Lord Treaſurer Burleigh, againſt the town of New- 
caſtle upon Tyne, ſetting forth that the ſociety there called freehoſts, 
to whom the grand leaſe was firſt aſſigned for the uſe of the town, 
conſiſted of about ſixty perſons, who had made over their right to 
about eighteen or twenty, who engroſſed all other collieries, viz. Stella, 
the biſhop's colliery, Ravenſworth colliery, the mine of Mr. Gaſ- 
coign, the colliery of Newburn, &c. requeſting that all the collieries 


ſeven ſhillings a chaldron. 

In the latter end of the reign of Queen Elizabeth *, the duty of the 

town of Newcaſtle upon Tyne on coals, at four-pence per chaldron, 

appears to have brought in 10,000l. per annum to that corporation,

where alſo we are informed, that © in the year 1591, a conteſt adde between the lord mayor 
and citizens of London, and the lord high admiral of England, in reſpect to the right of 
coal metage; but on the mayor and citizens' ſhewing their indubitable right to the ſame, 
the admiral receded from his pretenſions, and acknowledged the property to be in them; 
and, to prevent all controverſies for the future, the citizens had this right confirmed by 
the Queen at the interceſſion of Lord Treaſurer Burleigh.”

About the year 1520, among the impoſitions mentioned in theſe merchants books,

tion ocraby of coals or grindſtones, after the hoſtmen had been incorporated by royal 
charter. It is laſtly obſervable, that out of the 48 names that are found in that charter, 
38 occur alſo about the ſame time in the merchants books.—See in the ſtatute of Her- 
ring, 31 Ed. III. cap. 1, hoſtelers in the port of Yarmouth, who ſeem greatly to have 
reſembled the hoſtmen in the coal-trade at Newcaſtle, and were, like the latter, a kind of 
mediators between the buyers and ſellers. Cambden, in his Britannia, vol. ii, fol. 1319, 
gives the following etymon : 

« The word hoſtmen may not improperly be taken to be traders into the eaſtern parts 
of Europe, and may have their name from the Latin word ouſtmanni, 7. e. the eaſtmen, 
as trading into thoſe parts, as well as the ouſtmanni, i. e. the eaſtmen, who came from 
the ſea coaſt of Germany into Ireland, where, under colour of trade and merchandiſe, 
being admitted into ſome of their cities, in a ſhort time they began a very terrible war.”

Monopolies contributed greatly, among other grievances, to hurt 
the intereſt of the unfortunate Charles with the people of Great Britain. 

The granting of theſe in the coal-trade, as ſtated above, appears to 
have compoſed no inconſiderable part of chat unhappy * po- 
litical fins. 

There was a letter, dated July z iſt, that from the lords of the 
Privy-Council to the mayor and aldermen of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, 
for the purpoſe of regulating the prices, and to prevent the ſcarcity of 
ſea-coal, This was referred to the hoſtmen, who appointed four of 
their brethren to examine the ſeveral ſtaiths, and certify the particulars 
to their lordſhips, according to their requeſt b. 

When Newcaſtle upon Tyne was taken by the covenanters in the

March zd following, the Trinity-Houſe of Newcaſtle made a reſo- 
lution to maintain their claim to three-pence per chaldron received by 
them from time immemorial, of the hoſtmen, for their free parts of 
ſhips; and which the mayor and common-council, by the above order, 
were for taking away from them, to add to Ge revenue of the. cor- 
poration ?, 

April 4th, 1650, an act for laying an impoſition on coals towards 
the building of ſhips for guarding, the ſeas, was firſt read in the Houſe 
of Commons, but did not paſs till March 28th, 1651 *.

1. Merchants of woollen cloth, alias drapers. 

Mention firſt occurs of the drapers, or merchants of woollen cloth, 
as one of the twelve miſteries, in the ordinances for the government of 
Newcaſtle upon Tyne, which was confirmed by 0G Edward III. 
October 20th, 1342. 

The oldeſt ordinary of this Gay: the original of which having 
affixed to it many ſeals and ſkin-marks, with names of the brethren, 
dated June 1ſt, .1512, is ſtill preſerved in their archives. It enacts 
that two ſhould be choſen annually by moſt voices of the ſociety, for 
the election of the mayor and officers of the town, at the Spital, J. e. 
St. Mary's hoſpital; that no apprentice ſhould be taken under the 
term of ſeven years; that, on the Wedneſday after the election of 
the mayor, they ſhould meet at the Maiſon-Dieu on the ſand-hill, 
to chooſe their ſtewards, two auditors, and for the election of the 
mayor for the enſuing year; and that whoſoever of the fellowſhip 
ſhould be choſen mayor, ſheriff, chamberlain, or clerk of the cham- 
ber, ſhould be exempted that year from the office of auditor,

About the year 1650, a violent diſſenſion took place between ſome 
of the merchants-adventurers of Newcaſtle and this fraternity; the 
former claiming the ſole privilege of being ſtyled merchant-drapers, and 
of ſending two members to the election of the mayor and other officers, 
This ſeems to have ended in the excluſion of the true ſociety, or at 
leaſt of that part of them, by whom the unqueſtionable records of the 
fraternity have been tranſmitted w. 

Sept. 29th, 1652, an ordinary was granted to this ſociety by the 
mayor, aldermen and ſheriff of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, under the ſeal 
of the corporation, preſcribing them an oath on admiſſion : that they 
ſhould meet at their ancient meeting-houſe, called the Maiſon de Dien, 
every Wedneſday before Michaelmas, at nine o'clock in the forenoon, 
to chooſe new wardens and paſs their accounts: as alſo every year on 
the Monday after St. Bartholomew-day, at the ſame hour, in St. George's 
porch in St. Nicholas' church, to chooſe two auditors ; that whoſoever 
of the fraternity ſhould be choſen to the firſt election, or ſtanding elec- 
tion of the mayor, &c. ſhould preſerve the dignity and priority of 
the company, as being firſt named in rhe charter, claiming their meet- 
ing place for the company in the ſouth corner, at the eaſt end of the

m J was favoured with the peruſal of them by Mr. Rutter, attorney at law, who told 
me that he was almoſt the ſole repreſentative left of the real company, who are very im- 
properly called cappers, a nick-name by which they are ſtyled in ſome printed poll-books, 
although there certainly was never any ſuch fraternity in Newcaſtle upon Tyne. 

The following is from an original paper preſerved among their records, intitled, The 
Drapers' Caſe: „The drapers have of late, as they formerly uſed to do, preſented two 
for the audit, and two for the election; but they have refuſed to admit them, upon pretence 
that they are not the true company of drapers, and the mayor will not ſwear them to audit 
or elect. They who principally oppoſe the company of drapers, are certain tradeſmen in 
Newcaſtle, who ſtyle themſelves merchants-drapers, and they would have the company 
of drapers to be noe company, but a fort of people who traded in making up capps, and 
ſoe they call them by a nick-name, cappers.— Theſe have of late been admitted to the 
auditt and election inſtead of the drapers, and the drapers are now thruſt out as if they had 
never bene a company.”

No ordinary or other record of this ſociety is now to be found: a_ 
copy of their oath on admiſſion, dated 1517, is preſerved in the books 
of the merchants-adventurers o, of which this is one of the three mem- 


bers. It appears, from a copy of a warrant by the mayor of Newcaſtle, 
dated Sept. 19th, 1648, and entered in the ſaid books, that the com- 
panies of mercers and boothmen were at that time united. 

In the reign of King James II. the mercers, drapers and boothmen, 
though diſtin companies, appear to have had their meetings and 
aſſemblies as if they had been but one fraternity b. 

3. Skinners. 


The ancient ordinary of this company is dated January 2oth, 1437. 
The names of Richard Hall, mayor, Thomas Wardell, ſheriff, Roger 


Thornton, Robert Whelpington, Laurence r Simon Weldon and 
William Ellerby, aldermen, occur in it.

drapers and boothmen, though theſe be diſtinct companies in themſelves, and yet have 
uſually had their aſſemblies and meetings as if they were but one companie, therefore i- 


is deſired that hereafter they meet ſeverally, dividedly and apart, &c.” On the propoſal 
to alter _ charter of the town in that reign. 
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The ſociety were to meet on the Tueſday after Michaelmas every 
year, unleſs that feſtival ſhould fall on a Monday, and then on the 
Tueſday ſeven- night following, to chooſe their ſtewards and paſs their 
accounts. The different orders it contained, together with others of a 
ſubſequent date, were tranſcribed into their preſent order book, 1735. 
One of theſe forbade the uſe of tobacco at their meetings, under a 
penalty of 3d. for every offence a. The ſkinners appear to have in- 
corporated themſelves with the fraternity of glovers, about the year 
1703. They ſtill Keep ſeparate books, though they have but one meet- 
ing-houſe. 

4. Taylors. 

The oldeſt ordinary of this ſociety is dated October 8th, 1536, and 
enjoined, that every brother at his ſetting up ſhop ſhould pay a pot of 
oil to the fellowſhip; as alſo thirteen pence a year to the ſtewards for 
e ourLadylight;” and that each apprentice, or perſon hired by the week, 
ſhould pay four-pence per annum, and -each hireling three-pence a 
year to their play when it ſhould be performed : alſo that any perſon ' 
born a ſubject of the King, and free of Newcaſtle, might ſet up ſhop 
on payment of 4ol. with a pound of wax and a pot of oil at his admit- 
tance; as alſo 13d. to our Lady light, and 8d. to the play. That no 
taylor ſhould work on Saturdays after eight o'clock in the evening, and 
ſhould keep holy the Sundays, vigils and feſtival days, on pain of fix 
pounds of wax for every default. That the ſociety ſhould paſs their 
accounts on St. John's day in every May, and having choſen twelve 
electors, the ſaid twelve ſhould chooſe the four ſtewards, the ſearchers 
and auditors. It further ordered, that every brother ſhould be at the 
proceſſion on Corpus Chriſti-day, before it paſſed the New-Gate, on 
Pain of forfeiting a pound of wax ; and that each brother ſhould attend 
in his livery, And that the common light of the fraternity ſhould go 
before the corpſe of every brother when it was carried to church for 
interment, and continue there lighted during maſs time, and till it was 
interred r. |

The oldeſt NO of this ſociety, dated March 6th, 1459, is till 
in their poſſeſſion. It enjoins them to go together in proceſſion in a 
livery, at the feaſt of Corpus Chriſti, and play their play at their own 
coſts: and that each brother ſhould be at the proceſſion when his hour 
was aſſigned, under pain of 4od. That no Scotſman born ſhould be 
taken apprentice, or ſuffered to work within the town under a penalty 
of 20s. It farther ordered, that no apprentice ſhould be taken under 
the term of ſeven years, on pain of 6s. 8d.—ordering civil behaviour 
to each other at meetings, the obſervance of holidays, &c. Another 
ordinary of the ſociety is dated February 4th, 1532.

No ordinary or other record of this ſociety, conſidered as a ſeparate 
_ myſtery, has been tranſmitted, if we except a few ſcattered memorials 
MLT in the books of the merchants-adventurers*. 

7. Bakers and Brewers. 

Among the articles agreed upon in full guild of the town of New- 
caſtle upon Tyne, held at St. Mary's hoſpital on the Friday before 
Valentine-day, 1342, and confirmed by the King, October 2oth that 
year, the following occurs: © 13. The aſſizes of bread and beer to be 
held according to law.— The maſter bakers, and not their ſervants, to 
ſuffer the penalties ordained by ſtatute. Meaſures, ells, and weights 
to be proved twice a year, or at leaſt once v. 

By an inquiſition taken at Newcaſtle upon Tyne, January 4th, 1446, 
it appeared that common baking and brewing for ſale were reſtricted 
to that town, and no where elſe within the port of Tyne *.

There is an ordinary of this ſociety, dated Nov. 4th, 1661, enrol- 
led in the books of the corporation, ſetting forth that their ancient or- 
dinary was loſt, and enjoining them to meet yearly on the 23d of 
November, unleſs it ſhould fall on a Sunday, and then the day after, 
to elect the twelve of the ſociety and four wardens, who were im- 
powered, by the name of the wardens of the art and myſtery of bakers 
and brewers, to proſecute, ſue and implead, and be proſecuted, ſued, &c. 
only within the courts of Newcaſtle upon Tyne; to make laws for the 
government of the ſociety, impoſe fines, &c. forbidding any brother 
to ſtrike another at any meeting with fiſt, hand, elbow, dagger, ſtaff, 
ſtick, rod, or otherwiſe, on pain of twenty ſhillings; and ordering that 


no apprentice ſhould be taken under ſeven years, nor a ſecond till the 


firſt had ſerved ſix years. As alſo that the ſociety ſhould attend the 
burials of their brethren, on pain of a penalty of three ſhillings and 
four-pence for every omiſſion *.

The ordinary of the tanners, called anciently barkers, dated Novem- 
ber 8th, 1532 *, enjoined the ſociety to come yearly in their beſt array 
and apparel, at the feaſt of Corpus Chriſti, and go in proceſſion, ſet 
forth their pageants, &c. on pain of forfeiting a pound of wax. Not 


to take any Scot by birth for apprentice, under a penalty of twenty, ſhil- 


lings. That each brother ſhould have but one butcher to buy ſlaughter 

of, on pain of 1ol. and not to buy above eight fothers of bark, or forty 

trees, on pain of 68. 8d. As alſo to ſupply each other with bark, &c.

There is an inrolment of an ordinary. of this ſociety in the book of 
inrolments, in the archives of the corporation of Newcaſtle, dated July

day to chooſe their two wardens ; that apprentices ſhould ſerve at leaſt 
eight years, five of which to expire before a ſecond could be taken— 
that no brother ſhould be partner with any foreigners called crockers, 
on pain of forfeiting 51.—that none ſhould kill after nine o'clock on 
Saturday night, nor keep open ſhop after eight o'clock on Sunday 
morning; that no brother ſhould buy, or ſeek any licence to kill 
fleſh in Newcaſtle during Lent, without the general conſent of the fel- 
lowſhip, on pain of forfeiting 51.—that none ſhould kill either at Lent 
or any other time, within the liberties of the High-Caſtle, © being in 
the county of Northumberland,” on the like pain for each offence. 
But that any butcher, though not a brother, might expoſe good meat 


to ſale in the market, from the hours of eight in the morning till four 
in the afternoon *.

The oldeſt ordinary of this ſociety, dated January 14th, 1436*,

tice, nor ſet any ſuch to work under a penalty of twenty ſhillings, 
half whereof to go to the ſociety, and half to the ſupport of Tyne- 
Bridge; that no apprentice ſhould be taken under ſeven years; that no 
brother ſhould work carſey under 2d. the yard; that they ſhould at- 
tend the weddings and burials of the brethren in their livery ; that 
they ſhould meet in, their livery in Carlel-Croft, on St. John's day 
in May, at fix o'clock in the morning; and upon St. John's day at

FIFTEEN COMPANIES CALLED BY-TRADES. 


1. Maſters and Mariners: called alſo the Trinity-Houſe. 

IN tracing'the origin of a ſociety, to whoſe good ſervices not only 
the port of Tyne, but alſo our national commerce in general owes 
very conſiderable obligations, we firſt diſcover them as an ancient re- 
ligious, or ſecular guild, with the title of the © Guild, or Fraternity of 
the Bleſſed Trinity,” conſiſting of both ſexes, and founded, it is pro- 
bable, "7 the licence of ſome of our former kings*. 


January 


The mariners of Newcaſtle upon Tyne are diſtinguiſhed i in our annals for their bravery 
by ſea, and their gallant behaviour in the national ſervice. A. D. 1335, they appear to 
have been called out on a naval expedition to Scotland, and burnt the town of Dundee. 

King Edward III. by writs, dated February 6th, 1341, and February 12th, 1344, com- 
manded the mayor and bailiffs of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, to ſend up to his council two of 
their moſt ſkilful mariners to conſult with on affairs of the greateſt importance to the na- 
vigation of his kingdom, | 
A. D. 1380, in company with the mariners of Hull, they took a Scotch pirate with a 
cargo to the value of ſeven thouſand marks. Wallis's Northumberland, vol. ii. p. 240; 
and Hollingſhead—alſo Rymer's Fœdera, tom. v. p. 230 and 405. 

There was preſerved among the writings of the corporation, A. D. 1 565, one entitled, 
A commiſſion made by one King Henry unto the mayor, for taking of mariners to ſerve 
on the ſea.” See afterwards under 1636, concerning preſſing. 

f Madox, in his Firma Burgi, p. 25, tells us that neither religious nor ſecular guilds 
could be ſet up legally without the King's licence.

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January 4th, 1492, this ſociety occurs as a corporate body, purchaſ- 
ing by their feoffees the ſite of their preſent houſe, for which the ac- 


knowledgment of a red roſe, if demanded, was to be paid yearly at 
Midſummer for ever“. 


By a writing {till preſerved in their archives, and dated January 4th, 
1505, they ordered that, on the ſite of the preſent Trinity-Houſe, an- 
ciently called, from the name probably of a former owner, © Dalton- 


Place,” a hall, chapel, and lodgings, for their poor brethren ſhould be 


erected at their common expence l. 

An original deed, dated September gth, 1525, and preferved in 

the archives of the ſociety ', informs us, that Robert Hebborn, Eſq.

From © a breviat of the evidences belonginge to the Trinitie-Houſe among their 
records. 

I know not whether ever the repreſentatives of Hebborn claimed this acknowledgment: 
no mention occurs in their books concerning the payment thereof. Bourne ſays (on what 
authority I find not, but certainly by miſtake) that it was © a red roſe at Chriſtmas, which 
Bertram Anderſon turned into wine.“ - The acknowledgment of a pottle of wine an- 


nually, was for ſome additional property, and continued to be paid for above a — 
after the grant. See under A. D. 1525.

It is very probable, notwithſtanding what Bourne has advanced to the contrary, 
that the porch behind their late gallery in All-Saints church was, in the Popiſh times, 
their altar or chantry, which would of conſequence be 8 at the reformation. 

In 1540 their prieſts“ ſalary was 4]. per annum.

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October 5th,. 1536, King Henry VIII. granted a charter of new 
incorporation to this guild or fraternity, conſiſting at that time both of 
men and women, out of love to the Trinity, and to encourage the art 


of navigation, which ſociety in future was to be governed by a maſter 


and four wardens, and by the name of the maſter and wardens of the 
fraternity, or guild, of the holy and indiviſible Trinity, to have a com- 
mon ſeal, implead and be impleaded, &c. with licence to build and 
imbattle two towers, the one at the entrance of the haven of Tyne, 
and the other on the hill adjoining, in each of which a light was to 
be maintained every night, for the ſupport of which they were im- 
powered to receive four-pence for every foreign ſhip, and two-pence 
for every Engliſh veſſel, arriving at the port of Tyne ®. King Edward 
VI. granted them a charter of inſpeximus, dated October 20th, 1548, 
confirming the above, but without the addition of any new privileges o:

It appears by their books, that their firſt ſeal coſt 28. 8d.—a ſecond ſeal > 4th, 
1645, for the ſilver, cutting and ſtalk, 21. 7s. gd. There is an order, March 14th, 1609, 
to continue the uſe of a ſeal with this inſcription : 

“ This is the ſeale of the Trenitie-Houſe in Newcaſtle.” 

Some apartments appear to have been fitted up in 158 3, for that date remains on the 
ceiling of what is at preſent the beadle's room, with an E. and R. between a roſe and 
crown for Elizabetha Regina, and alſo E. T. and M. below, the initials probably of the 
then maſter's name.

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A. D. 1584, Queen Elizabeth granted to this ſociety a new charter, 
on their humble ſuit and complaint of the defects of the former ones, 
founding them anew by the name of the maſter, pilots and ſeamen of 
the Trinity-Houſe of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, to be a perpetual bro- 
therhood, conſiſting of nineteen elder brethren, who with the reſt, 
ſtyled younger brethren, ſhould yearly on the Sunday next after Candle- 
mas, chooſe a maſter, two elder wardens, and two younger ones; as 
alſo four aſſiſtants out of the elder brethren, with as many out of the 
younger, for the government of the fraternity, and ſafe cuſtody of the 
poſſeſſions thereof: they were alſo to plead and be impleaded, &c d.

ſeal". Their juriſdiction was extended to Blith, Sunderland, Hartle- 
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pool, Whitby and Staithes—power is given them to impoſe fines on 
their offending brethren, and to appoint pilots for the river Tyne, 
with its creeks and members, who are to have for conducting every 
laden veſſel 12d. for every foot it ſhall draw, and for every foot a 
light ſhip ſhall draw 8d. The dury of primage was confirmed to them 
from veſſels from beyond the ſeas coming into the river, or its creeks 
and members: 2d. per ton of wine, oil and other things, ſold 
by the ton (fiſh killed and brought in by Engliſhmen excepted), and 
3d. per laſt of flax, hemp, pitch, tar, or other things ſold by 
the laſt. Aliens are to pay this duty before they leave the port, and 
free merchants and inhabitants of Newcaſtle, within ten days after 
their landing: all this to go to the ſupport of twelve poor brethren, or 
their wives, or ſhipwrecked mariners. 

Lightage was alſo confirmed to them; of every owner's ſhip, Eng- 
liſh born, 4d. each time, and of every owner's ſhip that is an alien 
12d. The buoying, canning, marking, and beaconing of the river 
Tyne was alſo confirmed to them, for which they are to receive of 
each ſhip, whoſe owner is Engliſh, and burthen above 20 chaldron 
of coals, 4d. Of the ſame when under 20 chaldron, 2d, and of every 
alien, 6d. They were alſo impowered to hold lands and tenements 
under zol. per annum clear value“. 

The Lords of the Privy-Council, by their warrant dated the laſt of 
May, 1607, and directed to the cuſtomers and other officers of the 
ports of Newcaſtle, Yarmouth, Hull, Boſton and Lynn, enforced the 
payment of the duties of buoyage and lightage to this ſociety *.

October 16th, 1634, this ſociety purchaſed a parcel of waſte ground 
at Pow-Pans, near North-Shields and their low light-houſe there, 30 
ells in length, and 60 in breadth, that formerly had been parcel of 
the poſſeſſions of Tinmouth monaſtery, of George Ward Fig of * 
in Yorkſhire, and Francis his ſon x.

February 24th, 1728, the Trinity-Houſe of Newcaſtle gave publick 
notice that Tinmouth-Bar, which had of late been much altered e, was 
become ſo very good again, that ſhips might paſs it with as much or 
rather more water than ever; and that the high light-houſe, which they 
had lately been obliged to rebuild, as well as 'the other, at a great ex- 


pence, would be completed, and lights kept in each by the 25th of the 
following month *.

alſo the elder and younger brethren on their reſpective promotions and admiſſions into

The 5 of this ſociety, dated Auguſt 8th, 1638, ſigned thje 
day following by the judges of aſſize, who certify their having peruſed 
and ratified the ſame, enjoins them to meet yearly on the 27th of 
December, to chooſe two wardens, and the like number of overſeers; 
prohibiting them from working on Sundays and holidays obſerved by 
the church, giving them power to make by-laws, and reſtricting 
apprentices from working tide-work till they had ſerved three years. 

Another order of this ſociety, dated Auguſt 26th, 1674, was alſo 
confirmed by the judges ; as was another alſo, dated July 26th, 1689. 
Beſides the above this fraternity have ſince made many additional 
orders by their own authority ©.

The earlieſt account of the officer termed town's ſurveyor, chat oc 
curs in the common- council books of Newcaſtle, is in an order, dated 
March 27th, 1666, when Henry Moore was appointed to that office. 

The MS. Life of Alderman Barnes informs us, that one John Pig 
was ſome time land-ſurveyor for the town, well known both to 
the King (Charles II.) and the Duke of York ;. and for his giddy 
ſingularities noted not only through the country, but almoſt through 
the kingdom. He uſually wore a high-crowned hat, a ſtrait coat, and 
would never ride, but walkt the pace of any horſe hundreds of miles on 
foot with a quarter ſtaff, fenced with an iron fork at one end. 

„The King and Duke of York, to whom he was often trotting, 
made themſelves ſport with him, as looking upon him to. be a brain- 
fick enthuſiaſt, and he was no leſs. 

He was of ſo peculiar and odd a humour, that he * not only 

go to priſon, when he needed not, but conceitedly choſe the vileſt part 
of the priſon for his apartment, where he continued a long while, when 
he might have had his liberty whenever he pleaſed. This Pig died in 
a ſtye, in circumſtances not unlike thoſe who lay hands on themſelves, 
or die crazy or diſtracted. Pig's Folly, near Gosforth, was èrected by 
this man.”

« Theſe are the laws and cuſtoms which King Henry granted to his burgeſſes of New- 
caſtle, It is lawful to diftrain the goods of ruſtics, and thoſe that live in the country, 
within their markets and without, within their houſes alſo and without; and that without 
licence of the bailiff, unleſs when they come to the court, or be in the army, or guarding 
the caſtle ; but it is not lawful for one burgeſs to diſtrain the goods of another, without 
leave of the bailift or mayor, 
ſon, the pleas that are moved in the borough may be pleaded there, except thoſe that be- 
long to the crown. If a burgeſs be indited, let him not be impleaded without the borough, 

unlefs for defect of court, nor ought he to anſwer concerning an appeal without day or 
term, unleſs he has happened to give a fooliſh anſwer, or-in matters relating to the crown, 
or before the juſtices itinerant. 

« If a ſhip arrive at Tinmouth, and will not go away, by a council of the burgeſſes, any 
perſon may purchaſe merchandiſe of that ſhip.—If a plea be moved between the burgeſſes 
and an itinerant' merchant, the matter may be determined before three floods of the tide. 


Merchandiſes brought to the town by ſea, ought to be carried aſhore, except ſalt and herring,

If a burgeſs inherit any thing from a villain, or other per- 
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the general body, called the freedom of the town, and that of ſome 
particular company, uſually ſtyled the freedom of a trade; and the per- 
ſon who enjoys both is ſaid to be free of town and trade. 

If a father, poſſeſſed of a right of franchiſe, die before admiſſion, all 
his ſons forfeit their claim. No natural ſon can inherit the franchiſe. 

With a right to vote for two repreſentatives in parliament, every bur- 
geſs, and widow of a burgeſs, may claim two ſtints on the common and 
common-paſture of the town. Every freeman 1s alſo exempt from the 
payment of tolls, quay dues, river dues, &c. Franchiſe is alſo obtained 
by ſervitude. Anciently this ſervitude was in ſome companies for ten 
years ; it cannot at preſent be for leſs than ſeven. A maſter, being 
free of the town: only, cannot make his apprentice ” free; for, in order 
to this, the franchiſe of ſome company is indiſpenſable.

which may be fold on board. Whoever ſhall hold land in the borough a year and a 
day juſtly, and without claim, if the claimant be within the kingdom, he is not bound 
to anſwer ſuch claimant, If a burgeſs have a ſon at his table in his houſe, let the ſon have 
equal liberty with his father.—If a villain come to the borough to ſtay and hold land in 
the borough a year and a day, without any prolocution of his lord or himſelf to any term, 


let him remain in the borough as a burgeſs. No foreigner ought to buy cloth to dye, 


unleſs he be of the cuſtom of the borough. Any burgeſs may ſell his land, and go where he 
pleaſes, unleſs his land be indited or claimed. If a burgeſs be impleaded in a plea, whence 
battle may ariſe, by any villain, or inhabitant of the country, let him defend himſelf by the 
law, which he has in his cuſtom, unleſs he be impeached of any crime, for which he 
ought juſtly to fight, nor ought a burgeſs to fight with a villain, if there be not a prior 
claim to bis burgage. It is not lawful for a foreign merchant to buy wool, ſkins, or any 
other things, either in the market or the country. The forfeiture of a, burgeſs towards 
the bailiff ought to go to the common fund. In the borough there ought neither to be 
given merchet, heriot, bloodwit, or ſtengedwit. Every burgeſs may have a. furnace and 
mill, If any one fell any of his bread or ale, it ſhall be forfeited to the bailiff, who may 
act thus: if he incurs the forfeit twice, he muſt pay it; if thrice, he muſt be puniſhed by 
common- council of the burgeſſes. No foreigner to be permitted to cut fiſh to ſell, A 
burgeſs may carry his corn out of the country whitherſoever he pleaſes without licence.”

A. D. 1389, © bond of apprentiſe”” occurs in the Statutes. 
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Some privileges are obtained by marriage: if a perſon who has a 
right to the franchiſe of Newcaſtle, marry a freeman's daughter before 
his admiſſion, he pays on ſuch admiſſion 6s. 8d. leſs than thoſe who 
claim the ſame freedom either by patrimony or ſervitude. 

The franchiſe devolves on a freeman's widow ; ſhe can enfranchiſe 
the apprentices of her huſband, if he had been Bes of any company, 
and ſhe continues to carry on his buſineſs ; ſhe inherits alſo her huſ- 
band's exemption from tolls, quay dues, &c. all which are loſt if ſhe 
afterwards marry a non-freeman. | 

The franchiſe of Newcaſtle, it is ſaid, cannot be ſold, but may be 
prefented as a gift, when it is EN * an 1 or r 
freedom. 

It has been generally pots chat an enn end can neither 
tranſmit his franchiſe to his ſons, nor confer it upon his apprentices. 

The determination of this queſtion will, probably, at ſome time or 
other, occaſion much trouble to the corporation of Newcaſtle. 

The form of the oath, on the admiſhon of a freeman of Newcaſtle, 
_ concludes with an expreſſion that ſeems to imply that every burgels 1 1s 
bound to a perſonal defence of the town. 

It is uſual, on admiſſion, to preſent the mayor or r alderman who ad- 

mits, with a filver penny. 
By the charter of the 42d of Elizabeth, March 22d, 1600, it was 
ordered that burgeſſes ſhould be admitted by the mayor and burgeſſes, 
or common- council, whereof.the mayor and fix aldermen were to be 
ſeven. | 

By the charter of King James I. 1604, all cuſtoms, rights and 
liberties of the town of Newcaſtle, held by former charter or preſcrip- 


tion, were confirmed to it. |

An indenture of apprenticeſhip in Latin, dated April 6th, 1409, from the Augmenta- 
tion- Office, is preſerved in Madox's Formulare Anglicanum. 


There is a ſtatute, 7 Hen. IV. that © none ſhall put ſon or daughter to ſerve as ap- 


prentice to any craft in any city or borough, except they have land or rent to the value 
of twenty ſhillings per annum. Apprentices are mentioned in the ordinaries of the ſadlers 
and glovers companies of Newcaſtle, dated 1436. Theſe are the earlieſt accounts I have 
met with of this kind of ſervitude, 7 
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The following paſſage occurs in the ordinary of the 'bakers and 
brewers, dated September 28th, 1579. Every brother was enjoined 
to live in the town of Newcaſtle, and © continue therein as a burgeſſe 
of the ſame towne, to watch and ward, and beare ſcott and lott as other 
burgeſſes of the fame towne ought to doe. 

No freeholder in Newcaſtle has a right to vote "uy a member of 
parliament for that town, as ſuch, unleſs he be alſo a free burgeſs 
thereof; neither have they votes for repreſentatives for the county of 
Northumberland; ſo that by far the greater number of the inhabitants 
cannot be ſaid to be repreſented in paMament. 

The .odium anciently entertained againſt the Scottiſh. nation, and 
which hardly yet has ſubſided among the vulgar, muſt be referred to 
as one of the leading reaſons, why ſo few of the preſent inhabitants of 
Newcaſtle enjoy the franchiſe of that town. There is a clauſe in the 
ordinary of almoſt every company, that no Scotſman born ſhould be 
taken apprentice ; and it is highly improbable that any of that once 
hoſtile people would, at leaſt: before the time of King James I. be ad- 
mitted to a freedom of the town, either after reſiding any time in it, 
or on the payment of a fine: which ſeem to have been the ancient 
terms of admiſſion. 

There was an Eſſay on Charters publiſhed a few years ago at New- 
caſtle upon Tyne, by Mr. Collier, in which the account of the origin 
of burgeſſes, except of the claim by ſervitude, is entirely chimerical, 
and evinces in almoſt every line that the writer was totally unacquaint- 
ed with his ſubject. |

HATEVER relates to this fubject 3 is * intereſting, as 
theſe miracle plays were hs firſt and earlieſt of our dramatic 
exhibitions *. 8 

Theſe appear to have been acted in the open air, in what was called 
in ſome places the Play-Field, or in ſome ſpot calculated to ſhew the 
performance to the greateſt crowd of ſpectators *. 

They are reported to have been many of them very indelicate and 
obſcene 7. | 

They were not without their uſe * however, not only in impreſſing 
on the rude minds of an unlettered people the chief hiſtories of their 
religion,

they ſoftened the manners of the people, by diverting the publick attention to ſpectacles in 
which the mind was concerned.“ See alſo Appendix to Drake's Eboracum, p. 29, 30, 31.

Edward IV. for ſettling the order of their proceſſion on Carpus Chriſti 
day 5. 

By the ordinary of the millers, Aura 1578, we may infer that the 
Corpus Chriſti plays were at that time on the decline, and never acted 
but by a ſpecial command of the magiſtrates of Newcaſtle. © Whenſo- 
ever,” ſays that authority, © the generall plaies of the towne ſhall 
be commanded by the mayor, &c.“ they are to play © the an- 
tient playe of their fellowſhip, called © the Deliverance of the Chil- 
dren of Iſrell out of the Thraldome, Bondage, and Servitude of King 
Pharo® .” 

Thus alſo in that of the houſe-carpenters, dated July 3d, 1 579, it 
is ordered, that © whenſoever the generall plates of the towne ſhall 
be plaied,” they ſhall play “the Burial of Chriſt,” pertaining an- 
eiently to the ſaid fellowſhip.

And laſtly, by the joĩners“ ordinary, dated 1589, it was provided 
that © whenſoever it ſhall be thought neceffiry by the mayor, &c. to 
comand to be fett forth and plaied or exerciſed any general playe or 
martial exerciſe, they ſhall attend on the. fame-and do what is aſſigned

HE memory of an"! tranſmitted only by tradition, ſoon muſt 
be either defaced or deſtroyed. By letters alone tlie accounts of 
paſt actions can be handed down to us with accuracy and fidelity. The 
periods of time therefore preceding the diſcovery of the art of writing, 
are neceſſarily involved in darkneſs, nor can the earlieſt hiſtories of 
nations juſt emerging from barbariſm and ignorance, afford us a light 
more copious than thoſe faint glimmering gs that rather foretel than aſcer- 
tain the break of day: vain then would be the attempts of the topogra- 
pher to reſcue the particular and minute tranſactions of remote antiquity 
from the common confuſion and obſcurity ; ; and we may ſurely reſt 
| ſatisfied with being unable to diſcover the firſt reſidents on the banks 
of the Tyne, on reflecting that the more general inquirer into the 
origin of the firſt inhabitants' of our whole iſland, n muſt encounter at 
leaſt equal difficulties, | 
The fitneſs of the river Tyne for the purpoſes of navigation would 
not long eſcape the notice of a commercial people, which the earlieſt 
inhabitants of every iſland muſt have been ; nor need we doubt but 
that the moſt ancient Britons were ſeated on its fertile banks, and im- 
poſed on it a name * that has faithfully been tranſmitted to the preſent 
time. 
Whether any village, r or fortreſs, was erected by the Britons

Julius Agricolaz, governor in Britain under the emperor Titzis Veſ- 
paſian, was probably the firſt that diſtinguiſhed it frem the eamman 
banks of our river, when he eſtabliſhed a garriſon here ahout A. D. 80, 
atul made it one of that chain of military ſtations which extended from 
the eaſtern to the weſtern ſea, to defend the northern frontier of a Ro- 


man province, againſt the incurſions of all more northern. a un- 

conquered barbarianss. ** 

In the year 120, the emperor Hadrian bullt his Auen, wall, 
rampart, nearly from the Iriſh ſea to the German ocean, taking in Peg 
former chain of forts made by Agricola, ending it at this part of the river 
Tyne, over which alſo he threw a bridge at this place; a circumſtance 

which gave a new appellation,-that of Pons Elius or Elii , derived 
from his own family name, to the Roman ſtation, the ſite of which | 18 
at preſent included within the walls. of Newcaſtle. :

That Ad Murum“ was the then name of Newcaſtle, ſeems to be clearly proved by 
the Itinerary of Richard of Cirenceſter, diſcovered fince the publication of the Britannia 

Romana, and edited by a Mr. Bertram, who was fo fortunate as to find the MS. in 
Sweden. It appears not only from the very curious ancient map affixed to this work, but $# 
alſo from the fourth and fifth iters deſcribed therein, that the Roman way divided at Vino- 
vium, the preſent Bincheſter, in the county of Durham, from whence one of the branches 
conducted to Corbridge, &c. by way of Lancheſter and Ebcheſter, while the other led 
through Epiacum, the preſent Cheſter-le-Street, to the town called“ Ad Murum,” upon 
the Roman wall, the preſent Newcaſtle upon Tyne, where it ſeems to have re as 
no veſtiges thereof have ever been traced to the north of that place. 

This Richard of Cirenceſter lived about the end of the fourteenth century, and appears 

to have been the Leland of his age. He ſearched all our monaſtic Hbraries, and drew up 
the geography of Britain from memoirs left by a Roman general, whom Dr. Stukeley 
perſuades himſelf to have been Agricola. Horſley, p. 387, ſeems to authoriſe this ſup- 
poſition, obſerving that moſt of our military ways were probably laid by Agricola; none 
certainly were made till after Claudius” conqueſt, A. D. 44. Richard's is more exact 
and particular than Antoninus“ Itinerary. Of five hundred places which it mentions 
in Britain and Ixeland, one hundred and fifty are new or more W fixed, Gougbꝰs 

Brit. Topog. vol. i. p. 13. 

Dr. Stukeley is of opinion that the original itinerary and map whick Richard copied, 
vas conſtructed in Agricola's time, though afterwards additions were made to it. Such 
names as ad,pontem, ad murum, ad vallum, &e. intimate that the roads were generally 
made or marked out, but towns, cities, caſtles not then built. 
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this place under the new appellation of Ad Murum (at wall), and the 
reſidence of a Northumbrian king o. 


During the heptarchy, which laſted from the year 587 to 826, New- 
caſtle upon Tyne, by the name of Ad Murum, or the later appella- 
tion of Monk-Cheſter, appears to have continued to be one of the chief 
ſeats of our Northumbrian kings ?. 

From the year 826, when Northumberland ceaſed to be a diſtin& 
and ſeparate kingdom, till the reign of William the Conqueror, the

Dr. Smith, in his note on the above paſſage, differs, as he well might, from the common 
opinion that Ad Murum was the preſent Walton, a village near the confines of Cumber- 
land, and above thirty miles from the ſea, and fixes it at Walbottle, an obſcure village, 
about ſix miles weſt of Newcaſtle, A ſimilarity of ſound in the name has, it ſeems, occa- 


ſioned both theſe errors, for ſuch have our later diſcoveries clearly enabled us to call them; 


Ad Murum being unqueſtionably the preſent Newcaſtle upon Tyne, where there are till 
both traditionary and printed - accounts, that the Saxon kings of Northumberland had 
their palace. See Grey's Chorographia, p. 12. © After the departure of the Romans, 
the kings of Northumberland kept their reſidence and had their houſe now called Pandon- 
Hall; it was a ſafe bulwark, having the Picts wall on the north fide, and the river of 
Tyne on the ſouth.” The Roman meaſures would probably be retained in Bede's time; 
and if we believe Dr. Gale, who, in his edition of Antoninus' Itinerary, tells us that fifteen 
Engliſh miles anſwer to twenty Roman, his account of the diſtance of Newcaſtle from the 
ſea will be ſtrictly true.

been controverted by Charlton, in his Hiſtory of Whitby, p. 51, where he endeavours to 


explain it to be a corruption of & Roman Cheſter.” 
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town of Newcaſtle, under the title of Monk-Cheſter, as part of that 
diviſion of territory, known by the title of the county of Northum- 
berland, appears to have remained 1 without interruption in the poſſeſ- 
ſion of the earls of that diſtrict, who, it is probable, continued to make 
it one of their principal places of reſidence: but no mention thereof 
occurs in hiſtory for more than two hundred years after that period, as 
the ſcene of any remarkable tranſaction. 

In the year 10687, Northumberland was invaded; and the town 
now called Newcalth taken by Edgar Etheling, heir to the crown 
of England, together with Malcolm, * King of Scotland, and ſome Daniſh 
pirates, whom William the Conqueror encountered in perſon, and over. 
threw on a heath adjoining to that place, and now called Gateſhead. 
Fell. Having recovered this place, King William is ſaid to have laid 
it almoſt level with the ground, to prevent its e in future an 
aſylum to his enemies. 

In the year 1070, Monk-Cheſter, now Newcaſtle, had a ſecond 
viſit from William the Conqueror, who marched „ it in his 
route to Scotland with a very numerous army *, 

A. D. 1072, William the Conqueror paſſed: again through New- 
caſtle, in his way to Scotland : on this occaſion, according to Matthew 
of Weſtminſter, his enemy King Malcolm met him at Berwick upon

The ſubſequent inſtance of commuting an ancient judicial ſuperſtition, and relating 
to this place, will not be thought unintereſting. 

A. D. 1140, Goſpatric of Newcaſtle, who was perhaps the ſon of Goſpatric, Earl of 
Northumberland, who had been deprived of that earldom for diſloyalty in 1072, was fined 

20 marks of ſilver for the liberty of purging himſelf of the judgment of the hot-iron by 
oath, This was a kind of purgation continued even till the reign of King John and Henry 
the Third. There were two ſorts of it ; one by fire, another by water : liber per ferrum 
candens, ruſticus per aquam. See Madox's Exchequer, folio edit. p. 344. 

In the fifth year of the reign of King Stephen, William Eſpec and Euſtace Fitz-John 
were the juſtices itinerant for the county of Northumberland. "Theſe juſtices were veſted 
with great power and authority: they determined pleas of the crown and common 
pleas, in like manner as did the juſtices of the Curia Regis. They aſſeſſed tallages and 
aids, and admitted men to make conventions, fines, and oblata's, in their ſeveral iters. It 
is not eaſy to diſcover at what time they were firſt inſtituted, —Madox's Exchequer, p. 83,

The Engliſh hiſtorians, fays Dalrymple, in his Collections, p. 175, &c. Edinburgh, 
8'9, 1705, place in the year 1127 the fealty ſworn to Maud, the Empreſs daughter to 
King Henry, as heir to the crown of England. King David her uncle gave alfo oath to 
her. BL | | | 
Till the year 1135, when King Henry died, it ſeems the good underſtanding continued 
betwixt King David and him, as it had done in the reigns of former kings; but King 
Stephen being placed on the throne of England, to which the Empreſs Maud's right was 
declared and confirmed by oath, King David with reaſon adhered to her, and made war 
againſt King Stephen. King David quickly became maſter of all the fortreſſes in Cum- 
berland and Northumberland, excepting Bebbanburch, and made the nobility give oath 
of fealty to his niece, with hoſtzges. 

King Stephen being at Durham, invaded Northumberland. There was a peace be- 
tween the two Kings in the year 1139, at the ir.treaty of Matilda, f. e. Maud, King Ste- 
phen's Queen, niece to David, by his f:{ter Mary, and Counteſs and heireſs of Bulloigne. 

By this mediation, ſays Buchanan, it was accorded that David from Newcaſtle, where 
he commonly reſided, and Stephen from Durham, ſhould ſend arbitrators for compoſing 
matters to the town of Cheſter-in-the-Street, ſituate in the midway equally diſtant from 
that place. David ſent the Archbiſhops of St. Andrew's and ons aan thoſe of 
Canterbury and York, — This peace was made A. D. 1139. | 
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and heireſs of Valdeof, or Waltheoſus, Earl of Huntingdon, the ſon 
and heir of Siward, Earl of Northumberland, had claimed the earl- 
dom of Northumberland 7 by inheritance. Our hiſtorians claſh in their 
accounts of this tranſaQion : ſome of them ſetting forth that Newcaſtle 
was reſtored again to King Stephen; but the truth of this we find 
controverted by many unqueſtionable evidences of hiſtory. 

On the authority of a MS. chronicle preſerved in the library of Peter- 
Houſe, Cambridge, it appears that, ſome time in the year 1157, the 
King of Scots was in poſſeſſion of the earldom of Lancaſter, the city

Major, the Scottiſh hiſtorian, tells us, that the conditions of the peace between 
David and Stephen, were, that Prince Henry, David's ſon, ſhould do homage to the Eng- 
liſh King for the free poſſeſſion of the counties of Huntingdon and Northumberland, 
Hiſt, p. 110, lib. ĩii. 

Leſley ſays that peace was ad between the above princes, on theſe conditions ; that 
Northumberland and Huntingdon ſhould be ceded, as of juſt right, by heirſhip of his 
mother, to Henry, David's ſon; and that Cumberland, as of ancient right, ſhould remain 
in David's poſſeſſion, P. 211. 

Hector Boethius, p. 265, informs us to the ſame purport: as does alſo Buchanan. Dal- 
rymple adds the following circumſtance : that Northumberland was delivered up to Prince 
Henry at Durham, the Sth of the ides of April, 1139. P. 175. A charter of immunity 
to the monks of Durham by Earl Henry, ſon of the King of Scots, is preſerved in Ander- 
ſon's Diplomata Scotiæ, p. 20. This cannot be of a later date than 1152. 

No money appears to have been fabricated by King Stephen at Newcaſtle upon Tyne. 

2 Thoſe writers who tell us that Newcaſtle was reſerved to the crown of England by 
the treaty made between the kings Stephen and David, 1139, againſt whoſe credibility 
as to this particular fact, the charge of inconliſtency can fairly be objected, have neglected 
to inform us by what means it fell afterwards into the hands of the Scots, although they 
themſelves mention the reſtoration of it, in the year 1157, to the crown of England. See

ing to the accounts of many of our hiſtorians®, Malcolm, King of 
Scots, that year ſurrendered to King Henry II. the above city and 
towns or caſtles, with the county of Lodon ©, 

In the year 1173, William, King of Scots, taking advantage of the 
unnatural rebellion raiſed againſt 4 Henry II. in his family and his 
kingdom, appears to have invaded England. After having committed 
the moſt dreadful devaſtation, as far as the banks of the Tyne, he re- 
treated, and fat down before Alnwick caſtle, in a place adjoining to which, 
« amidſt a troop of between ſixty and ſeventy horſemen, apprehend- 
ing no danger, 2nd diverting himſelf with the exerciſes of chivalry in 
an open plain,” he was taken priſoner by Ranulph de Glanville, 
ſheriff of Yorkſhire, with a band of horſe, in which were about four 
hundred knights. This gallant party, who had ſet out from New- 
caſtle early on. the morning, of the 12th of July, returned to that town

to the caſtle for the remaining part of the night, aſking pardon for the

The barryers appear to have been a wooden fortification, or out- work, without the gates 
of the town.—Major, in his Hiſtory of Scotland, p. 267, ſpeaking of this rencounter, tells 
us, extra urbis portam erat quoddam ligneum munimentum, in quo exiſtentes Anglos 
Scoti a dextra obſederunt. His whole account is curious. Ad decem millia Douglas 
delegit ad Novum Caſtrum oppugnandum.—Itaque ab ea parte qua Scotiam reſpicit 
poſitis caſtris, omnia circumſpectat qua commodius aggredi poſſit. Speaking of the two 
ſons of the Earl of Northumberland within the town, he ſays, that Sir Henry Percy went 
out at the gate, and challenged Douglas to ſingle combat: Nec noſter, adds Major, 
« detrectat pugnam— arma igitur expediens in campum deſcendit, utrinque infeſtis 
haſtis concurritur.” Douglas unhorſes Percy, and threatens to carry the ſpear with 
which he unhorſed his adverſary into Scotland, the higheſt honour, he adds, to the conqueror, 
and diſgrace to the perſon overcome. Percy is pulled into the gates by the ſpectators. 
« Convocatis autem centurionibus Douglas qua cuique parte aggredienda ſint oppidi 
mænia edocet. Tum dato ſigno, projectis in foffam lignis, fœno et quicquid ad implendam 
eam commodum eſt, ſcalas muris admovent ; ſed egregie defendentibus oppidanis, infecta re, 
acceptis aliquot vulneribus, ſuos Douglas revocat : ubi conveniſſent conſolatur milites qui 
fruſta rem tentaſſent, docens in cauſa fuiſſe paucitatem ſcalarum quæ ad ſummum mænium 
pertingerent.

The three above caſtles had been taken by Queen Margaret, and were then in the poſ- 


The Earl of Warwick commanded the 
forces of King Edward. Theſe ſieges were undertaken, our hiſtorians ſay, ſoon after 
the battle of Hexham, which was fought and won May 15th, 1463, by King Edward; but 
according to this account, they were not undertaken till near eight months after. The 
caſtles of Bamborough and Dunſtanborough were ſoon taken, but that of Alnwick being 
relieved by the Scots, the garriſon marched out, probably, by treaty.

« There is a certain Engliſh northern man in this town, born at Newcaſtle, who hath 
ſerved the King of Denmark, Suecia, and Poland; travelled the ſeventeen provinces, 
Muſcovia, Liefland, France ; been taken priſoner in Spain, couſened by another Engliſh- 
man in Italy of all his money and apparel ; lives now by ſweet'ning of gloves ; ſhall marry 
with a concubine of the Jeſuits, as ſome ſay, but as I hear more probably with a com- 
mon courteſan, upon condition if he can be made burger of Vienna. He hath lately given 
up a ſupplication to the Archduke to be entertained in ſervice, and received as a round 
anſwer that touches our whole nation, that the Dutch can get no ſervice in England, and 
the Engliſh are like to find the like here; but if he want money to bring him home, or 
buy him ſome honeſt apparel, for the honour of his queen, he ſhall have ſo much given him. 
This anſwer was ſent him yeſterday by one of the Duke's ſervants, —His name is Andrew

Sa joyful were the townſmen of Newcaſtle of 
his majeſtie being there, that they thankfully bare all the charge of his houſcholde during

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A meſſenger deputed from the Scots to deſire leave to come over 
the Tyne, and preſent a petition to his majeſty *, was anſwered, that a 


few might be allowed to paſs, but not the whole army: upon this, 


Leſley commanded ſome of his horſe to ford the river, in which at- 
tempt they were repulſed at firſt with diſcredit by the gallant oppoſi- 
tion of the King's forces, according to ſome writers b, but were ſue- 
ceſsful in a ſecond attempt, and caufed the Engliſh to ſuffer, what Lord 

Clarendon has well called, “ an infamous and irreparable rout b.“ 

At a council held by Lord Conway at midnight, after the defeat, it 
was reſolved that the whole army, horſe, foot, and artillery, ſhould quit 
Newcaſtle upon Tyne, and retreat to Durham. 

That town was accordingly deſerted of all the military forces by five 
o'clock in the morning of Saturday the 29th of Auguſt *. 

On that day alſo Douglas, ſheriff of Tiviot-Dale, with a trumpet,

Sunday, Auguſt goth, the Scots took poſſeſſion of the town of New- 
caſtle upon Tyne; and, after Henderſon, the celebrated preſbyterian 
divine, had preached before them at St. Nicholas' 8 the chiefs 
were entertained by the mayor at dinner. 

The day following, General Leſley pitched his camp on Gateſhead- 
Hill, half a mile to the ſouth of Newcaſtle “. 

On Tueſday, September 1ſt, General Lefley demanded of the 
mayor of Newcaſtle to bake certain quantities of bread, and brew ſo 
many tuns of beer a day; upon the mayor's refuſal, the Scots em- 
ployed men to do it themſelves, who were paid with money in part, 
and promiſſory notes for the remainder. 

On Thurſday following, September 3d, the ſheriff of Durham, with 
Sir William Lampton, Knight, were ſummoned to appear before General 
Leſley, at his leaguer at Newcaſtle, the 5th of that month, by eight 
o'clock, to require the county to bring in proviſion to the Scots army, 
on payment of money in part, and ſecurity for the reſt, or otherwiſe 
they would be compelled to take it without ſecurity ® 

An entire ſtop was put to the coal-trade on this occaſion ; the ſhops 
in the town were ſhut up for many days; ſeveral families having fled, 
and left their houſes and goods to the mercy of the enemy ®.

groceeded as far as Scarborough, but being detained by contrary winds, 
was obliged to land at Burlington-Key on the Wedneſday following, 
where her majeſty was gladly welcomed by the Lord General, the Earl 
of Newcaſtle, and the army *. 

In the beginning of June this year, propoſitions for the reduction, as 
it was termed, 7. e. the taking, of Newcaſtle upon Tyne out of the 
hands of the crown, were agitated in both houſes of parliament f. 

October 27th, William Cavendiſh, then Earl, was advanced to the 
dignity of Marquis of Newcaſtle upon Tyne s. 

In the year 1644, Sir Joha Marley was mayor, and James Cole, 
ſheriff, till the town was taken ; after which Henry Warmouth was 
mayor, and Robert Elliſon, ſheriff. 

January 15th, 1644, in a ſnowy ſeaſon the Scottiſh army, conſiſting 
of 1,800 foot, and 3,500 horſe and dragoons, crofſed the Tweed at 
Berwick. Sir Thomas Glenham, with the loyaliſts, retreated before 
them, with his forces and artillery, from Alnwick to Newcaſtle upon 
Tyne; the Scots following them by difficult and low marches, ſum- 
moned that town to ſurrender, on the 3d of February: after three

« In the mean time,” ſays Ruſhworth, “ a ſmart diſpute happened: the town had raiſed 
a fort at the entrance into the Shield-Field, to gain which, the Scots ſent out two parties; 
one to attack the fort on the eaſt ſide, the other on the weſt ; in which ſervice, divers of 
them were cut off by the cannon, and particularly Patrick Engliſh, the Earl of Lindfay's 
captain-lieutenant, flain. That evening the marquis, for the better guard of the town, ſet 
the Sand-Gate, a ſtreet without the walls, and the other ſuburbs, on fire, which continued- 
burning all Sunday and Monday.” —“ Henceforwards the Scots continued their quarters 
near Newcaſtle, but no great action paſſed for divers dayes; at Jaſt they reſolved not to 
waſte their time before this town, but to paſs the river Tyne, leaving behind on the north 
ſide of the town fix regiments of foot, and ſome troops of horſe, under the command of 
Sir James Lumſdail, major- general; and accordingly, on Thurſday, the 22d of February,

No particular mention occurs of the tranſactions, either of the aſſail- 
ants or the beſieged, for ſome time after it was begun: General Leven, 
with the forces under him, appears to have been quartered at Elſwick, 
a village about a mile to the weſt of Newcaſtle ; while the Earl of 
Calendar, with the diviſion of the army under him, was ſtationed at 
Gateſhead, on the bridge, and at the glaſs-houſes ; below which he had 
thrown a bridge of boats acroſs the river *. 

September 7th, a letter was ſent from the general's quarters at 
Elſwick, ſigned in the name, and by the warrant of the committee of 
both kingdoms, to the mayor, aldermen, common-council, and bur- 
geſſes of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, entreating them to ſurrender the town, 
and ſtop the farther effuſion of chriſtian blood. The beſieged, however, 
paid no regard to theſe entreaties, but proceeded to ſtill more hazardous 
demonſtrations of their loyalty to King Charles *. In the beginning of 
the month of October, Henry Warmouth, Eſq. was appointed de-

October 1 5th, the mayor, aldermen, and common-council, anſwered 
the general's letter of the preceding day, deſiring to know the terms 
on which he expected a ſurrender, and promiſing after that to give 
him a farther and ſatisfactory anſwer a. 

A. reply of General Leven the ſame day ſignified his deſire, that 
hoſtages might be ſent from either ſide, and ſome appointed to treat 
concerning terms and conditions. 

October 16th, Sir John Marley, with the aldermen, and common- 
council, in reply to the general's laſt, informed him, © that as to ſend- 
ing hoſtages, they do not hold they have power, as mayor, aldermen, 
and common- council; but ſolely to be in Mr. Maior, as he is governor 
of the military affairs. 

Upon this, the general the ſame day addreſſed a letter to Sir John 
Marley, and deſired of the names of hoſtages and commil- 
fioners, 

Sir John Marley, by a letter of the day following, deſired the general 
to name his commiſſioners firſt, © that he might ſuit them as to their 
qualities, having no noblemen in the town, but two of the Earl's 
countrymen.”

* finding the governor very high, they ſeparated, though they had 
concluded on nothing *. - | 

October 18th, the above-named commiſſioners for the town ſent a 
letter to General Leven, and defired him to reſt ſatisfied till the Mon- 
day following, when they hoped to tranſmit him fuch propoſitions as 
ſhould give content The Scottiſh general anſwered them that ſame 
night with great anger, hy 
On the morning of the 19th, inſtead of the hoſtages that were ex- 
pected, the Scottiſh general received a letter from the governor, &c. of 
Newcaſtle, containing their reſolution not to give a final anſwer till the 
Monday following. Sir John Marley wrote the ſame morning to 
Lord Sinclair, deſiring that his drummer might have leave to deliver a 
letter to General Leven himſelf, as it was ſtrongly reported in New- 
caſtle that he was dead *. | 

The Scots interpreted this laſt letter of Sir John Marley as an inſult, 
and began, almoſt inſtantly after the receipt thereof, a moſt violent 
firing from their ſeveral batteries upon the town-wall, and the ſeveral 
regiments were drawn up, ſtanding to their arms while the breaches 
were in readineſs, and the mines ſprung. About three o'clock in the 
afternoon, the town garriſon by their counter-mines had very nearly 
approached ſome chambers, where the gun-powder was lodged for 
blowing up the walls; which being ſignified to General Leven, he or- 
dered immediately that fire ſhould be given to thoſe two mines endan- 
gered, and afterwards to maintain the breaches carefully, whilſt a general 
aſſault ſhould be made from all quarters: a little after, the day failing 
and the breaches being made, though not ſo large and paſſable as was

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needful, the reſt of the mines were fired, and the regiments advanced 
all at once towards the breaches, and thoſe places of the wall which 
were opened by the mines. In this attempt, however, they were ex- 
cellently entertained by the beſieged, who left nothing uneſſayed to 
repel the fury of the aſſault. They played inceſſantly from the caſtle 
upon the breaches and the flanking towers of the walls, with ſcattered 
ſhot ; and the Scots received a conſiderable loſs of ſoldiers and officers 


of quality: yet ſtill they preſſed on, and, after two hours deſperate diſ- 
pute upon the breaches, forced their firſt entry at the mine ſprung on 
the welt ſide of the town, near to Cloſe-Gate. Then the horſe in the 
town gave them three brave charges, which they ſtoutly ſuſtained, and 
kept their ground till the reſerve of that poſt came to aſſiſt them. Then 
they marched for the relief of the reſt of the breaches : and the ſoldiers 
of the garriſon ſeeing farther reſiſtance in vain, forſook the walls, and 
the whole body almoſt of the army entering, they ſoon became maſ- 
ters of the town. The Scots extolled their own clemency and kindneſs 
on this occaſion *, affirming, that never was town gained by ſtorm,

The Milbank MS. cited by Bourne, fays : «& Newcaſtle was 
entered by the White-Fryer Tower and Sand-Gate, where the colliers of Elſwick and 
Benwell were employed under one John Oſbourn, a falſe rebellious Scot, to undermine 
the walls: which they did and blew them up, and ſo got and plundered the town. And 
no marvel, for they were accounted 30,000 men, and the townſmen were but in all 1500 
men, wearied with continual watch and duty, though men of great courage, and fought 
it gallantly to the laſt : for the Newgate-Ward, which was under Captain Cuthbert Carr, 
was taken by the enemy, who entered at the aforeſaid places, and encompaſſed them be- 
fore and behind: and Pilgrim-Street-Gate was maintained by Captain George Errington, 
Lieutenant William Robſon, and Enſign Thomas Swan, who fought and killed very many; 
they themſelves not having one hurt, until they were encompaſſed by the enemy before

ſallies made out at that gate, for it was the longeſt of all the gates of the town, it 
being barrocaded and ſhut up, And after they had ſurrendered, and the enemy was called

The next day Sir John an mayor, wrote a ſpirited letter to 
General Leven from the caſtle, to which he had retreated, and which 
he owned could not hold out long. 

In this he hinted at the particular motives of his loyalty, and begged 
for liberty to withdraw to ſome neighbouring garriſon of the King; but 
the incenſed general would allow no terms, and inſiſted upon a general 
ſurrender. 

October 22d, Sir John Marley, with his brave aſſociates, came forth 
of the caftle, and ſurrendered themſelves priſoners to the Scottiſh army. 

The gallant mayor and governor was alnoſt torn in pieces by the 
mob on this occaſion, and appears to have been perſecuted afterwards 
with a ſpirit rather of revengeful than becoming generous conquerors . 

Friday, October 25th, a thankſgiving was agreed upon by both 
houſes of parliament, to be on the Sunday following, in all the 
parifhes of London and Weſtminſter, and within the line of communi- 
cation, for the great ſucceſs of the Scottiſh army, by the capture of

Life of Alderman Barnes, p. 16, ſays, King Charles was no where treated 
with more honour than at Newcaſtle, as himſelf confeſſed; both he and his train having 
liberty every day to go abroad and play at goff in the Shield-Field without the walls, till 
a deſign for his eſdape was diſcovered, which occaſioned ſtricter orders to be ſent down 
concerning his perſon.”

When the whole nation laboured under a faſcination, like the fan- 
cied one attributed to the power of witches, it is no wonder that the 
popular ſuperſtition concerning theſe ideal criminals ſhould have raged 
at this time at Newcaſtle. Mention occurs of a petition in the com- 
mon- council books of that towns, dated March 26th, 1649, and 
ſigned, no doubt, by the inhabitants, concerning witches, the purport of 
which appears, from what followed, to have been to cauſe all ſuch per- 
ſons as were ſuſpected of that crime, to be apprehended and brought 
to trial. In conſequence of this a perſon was ſent for from Scotland, 
who pretended to be poſſeſſed of the knowledge of diſtinguiſhing thoſe 
wretches, who, for the ſake of being able to hurt their neighbours, 
had ſold themſelves to the devil. His method of examining thoſe pre- 
| tended witches, which was publickly performed in the town-hall, was 
ſhockingly indecentb. There is no account how many were committed

This letter is every word writ with his 
owne hand, the ſuperſcription alſo.” The ſeal, which is of red wax, is nearly broken off. 
— The letter has been folded up ſo haſtily that the ink has come off on the oppoſite paper.

In a former letter to Sir Arthur, dated Dunbar, Sept. 5th, 1650, and preſerved ut 
ſupra, Cromwell ſays, After much deliberacon we can find no way how to diſpoſe of 
theſe priſoners that wil be conſiſting with thoſe two ends (to witt the not looſing them and 
the not ſtarving them, neither of which would we willingly incurr) but by e them 
into England.” 

The following paſſages occur concerning theſe priſoners, in a letter from Sir Arthur 
Haſelrigge to the council of ſtate, dated at Newcaſtle, October 31ſt, 1650.“ When they 
came to Morpeth, the priſoners being put. into a large walled garden, they eat up raw 
cabbages, leaves and roots, ſo many as the very ſeed and labour at 4d. a day, was valued 
at gl. which cabbage (they having faſted as they themſelves ſaid near eight days) poiſoned 
their bodies, for as they were coming from thence to Newcaſtle ſome died by the way-fide : 
when they came to Newcaſtle I put them into the greateſt church in the town, and the 
next morning when I ſent them to Durham, about 140 were ſick and not able to march 
three died that night, and ſome fell down in their march from Newcaſtle to Durham and 
died, —On being told into the great cathedral church, they were counted to be no more 
than 3,000, although Col. Fenwick wrote me that there were about 3,500.”

Fox's account of this matter is too curious to be omitted: © We came to Durham, 
where was a man came down from London to ſet up a college there, to make miniſters 
of Chriſt as they ſaid: I went with ſome others to reaſon with the man, and to let him 
ſee that to teach men Hebrew, Greek and Latin, and the ſeven arts, which was all but 
the teachings of the natural man, was not the way to make them miniſters of Chriſt, for the 
languages began at Babel : and to the Greeks, that ſpake Greek as their mother tongue, 
the croſs of Chriſt was fooliſhneſs; and to the Jews that ſpake Hebrew as their mother 
tongue, Chriſt was a ſtumbling block: and as for the Romans, who had the Latin and 
Italian, they perſecuted the Chriſtians ; and Pilate, one of the Roman governors, ſet He- 
brew, Greek and Latin atop of Chriſt, when he crucified him; ſo he might ſee the many 
languages began at Babel, and they ſet them atop of Chriſt the word when they crucified 
him. And John the divine, who preached the word that was in the beginning, faid that 
the beaſt and the whore had power over tongues and languages, and they are as waters, 
Thus I told him he might ſee the whore and beaſt have power over the tongues and the 
many languages which are in myſtery Babylon.—Now faid I to the man, doſt thou think 
to make miniſters of Chriſt by theſe natural confuſed languages which ſprang from Babel, 
are admired in Babel, and ſet atop of Chriſt by a perſecutor ? Oh no,—So the man con- 
feſt to many of theſe things. When we had thus diſcourſed with the man, he became very

Life of Alderman Barnes, ſo often cited, tells us, that when Sir George Jef- 
fries was on the northern circuit, at Newcaſtle, “ he indulged himſelf in his uſual drunken 
excelies, -A certain gentleman invited him to a plentiful entertainment at his houſe, with 
which he was ſo taken, that he gained his gueſt's wondrous opinion. They tell me, ſays 
he, ſuch a man is a whigg, but I find it is no ſuch thing, he is an honeſt drunken fellow. 
They told him Mr. Barnes's houſe ſtood in the cloſe. I even thought ſo, ſays he, ſome 
cloſe or field, for that rebel to train and muſter his men in. There had lately been a meet- 
ing or conventicle broken up at Mr. Barnes's—a fine was levied upon the houſe; ſeveral 
were taken and bound aver to the afſizes—Barnes himſelf eſcaped—Jeffries was huge 
witty upon all the priſoners, but it fretted him ſadly he could not catch this Barnes.” 

A marvellous eſcape from deſtruction, by the blowing up of gunpowder, is related in 
the MS. Life of Barnes, which muſt have happened in Newcaſtle about this time. 

c One of his brother-in-law's ( Alderman Hutchinſon's) apprentices, ſtepping up into the 
back-lofts to fetch ſomewhat he wanted, in his heedleſſneſs and haſte, ſtops his candle into 
a barrell of gunpowder, whoſe head was ſtruck off, to ſerve inſtead of a candleſtick. 
But the man reflecting upon what he had done; was ſtruck with affrightment, his heart 
failed him, nor durſt he ſtay any longer, but running down ſtairs, leaves the candle burn- 
ing in the gunpowder caſk, and with horror, trembling and deſpair, tells the family what 
indiſcretion he had committed : they were all immediately at their wits .end, and well they 
might, for the lofts were three ſtories high, very large, and ſtowed full with. whatever is 
combuſtible, as brandy, oil, pitch, tar, roſin, flax, alum, hops, and many barrels of gun- 
powder. Had the candle fallen to a fide, or had the leaſt ſpark fallen from the ſnuff into 
the caſk, the whole town had been ſhaken, and the lower part of it had been immediately 
blown up and in a blaze: but one of the labourers, a ſtout fellow, run forthwith into the 
loft, and joining both his hands together, drew the candle ſoftly up between Eis middle- 
moſt fingers, ſo that if any ſnuff had dropped, it muſt have fallen into the hollow of the 
man's hand, and by this means was Newcaſtle ſaved from being laid in aſhes.”

4to, No. 5. © The town of Newcaftle, one of the moſt 
conſiderable in Englend, is fituated at the diſtance of a league from the fea, on the river 
Tyne, which ſeparates the county of Northumberland from the biſhoprick of Durham, 
At the mouth of this river ſtands a large village called Tinmouth, with a fort, which com- 
mands the entry; but is in bad repair towards the land—veſlels of 500 tons can enter the 
harbour. The town is ſurrounded only by an old ruinous wall, without ramparts or 
ditches; and is commanded by heights on all ſides. It is in this neighbourhood they dig 
the coals, which are ſo well known throughout all the kingdom, as coals are ſhipped only 
from thence and from Sunderland, a ſmall town at three leagues diſtance, which is 
ſcarcely known but by the nobleman who takes his title from it. From London to New. 
caſtle, there are ſeventy leagues of as fine a country as is in the world; fifteen from New. 
caſtle to Scotland, and twenty to Lancaſter. In the counties of York, Weſtmoreland, Cum- 
berland, Northumberland, and in the biſhoprick of Durham, are all the excellent ſtuds ;

The hiſtory of this unfortunate man is no leſs remarkable than that of his father, who, 
when nine years of age, in 1705 (to diſinherit him), was trepanned from his father's 
houſe, Richard Swan, Eſq. of Benwall-Hall, near Newcaſtle, and put on board the new. 
Britannia brig, was wrecked on the rocks of Scilly with Sir Cloudeſley Shovel's fleet, 
and was afterwards taken by an Algerine veſſel, fold for a flave, and after four years im- 
priſonment, was ſet at liberty by the Redeeming Friars. 

« After this he was again taken priſoner, carried and fold for a ſlave to a planter at South 
Carolina, where he ſuffered almoſt every human woe. He returned again to England, 
after a baniſhment of twenty years, in 1726, and was identified at Newcaſtle by his nurſe 
and father's footman. He directly laid claim to the eſtate alluded to; but having neither 
money, nor friends living to affiſt him, all his efforts proved abortive. After this he ſet-

Lunardi having introduced the remaining part of the acid, and the efferveſcence being at 
that time remarkably ſtrong, forced a quantity of inflammable air through the hole, which 
was only four inches in diameter, before the plug could be replaced: this gave ſuch an 
alarm to ſome of the gentlemen on that ſide of the balloon, who thought it was on fire, that 
they immediately quitted their hold of the net, and flew from it to the other ſide, alarm- 
ing thoſe ſtationed there alſo. The balloon, being liberated on one ſide, made a rapid 
ſtretch upwards, whereby a conſiderable rent was made in the neck of it: this occaſioned 
a loud noiſe, and a conſiderable diſcharge of inflammable air : the conſternation now be- 
came general, in ſpite of Mr. Lunardi's remonſtrances, and the balloon being ſet at liberty, 
aſcended with great rapidity, and dragged up with it Mr. Ralph Heron, junior, ſon of the 
under ſheriff of Northumberland, who had twiſted a rope, faſtened to its top, round his 
hand and arm, to the height, it is ſuppoſed, of five hundred feet, when the rope and netting 
being diſengaged from the balloon, he fell into a garden adjoining, and expired ſoon after, 
—In an advertiſement which Mr. Lunardi inſerted on the occaſion in the Newcaſtle pa- 
pers, he ſays, © It remains for him to yield his own wiſh to fulfil the expectation of the 
town to the feelings of a parent wounded by the loſs of a moſt amiable ſon, and to forbear 
a repetition in this place of an attempt, which, without fault on his part, has been fatal to 
the peace of a reſpectable family.“

ift, THE whole port in the water of Tyne; 2d, His ovens at Newcaſtle; 3d, For 

every quarter of corn there baked ; 4th, Of Cuſtom; th, The King loſeth at North- 
Shields for the iſſues of baking per annum 10l. and by the foreſtalling of the market 
_ 20]. The ſaid prior alſo taketh the wreck of the ſea, which ſpecially belongs to 
the King. | | 

_ The King could alſo take two tun of wine to be choſen behind and before, and 
every tun of wine for 208. of every ſhip of 8 100 herrings, &c. all which the 
ſaid prior takes at Shields and elſewhere, by which means the King loſt his priſes and 
cuſtoms due to him; becauſe the fame merchandifes came not entirely to his due port 
of Newcaſtle. e 

The prior alſo built four ovens at Tinmouth, which were rented at 51. 6s. 8d. per 
annum, and kept a, market on the Lord's day at Tinmouth. It was alſo objected to 
him, that the whole country and the mariners applied themſelves, and fold their goods 
and merchandizes at Shields, to the King's great detriment, he receiving no toll nor 
other profits for the ſame. 

Ihe King ought to haye the towage of ſhips and boats, greater and ſmaller, in the 
river of Tyne, in going up to Newcaſtle, and down to the fea, freely over any lord's 
land, &c. The King ought to have in his port 4d. for every boat that has an oar, and 
1d. for every leſſer one that has none. WD 

| «IN ANSWER, | 

The prior faid; the premiſes did only touch his free tenement, and he anſwered, that 
as for the wreck of the ſea, the foreſtalling of merchandiſes, &c. he and his redeceſ- 
ſors had them by charter of King John, grandfather of King Edward I. and fo. he pro- 
ceeds to his new town of Shields. | | 

He faid alfo, that he had no market or oven at Shields. But as to the fiſhers and 
buying of fiſh, he faith, that his predeceffors in their times have always had their own 
fiſhers fiſhing in the ſame water, for the maintenance of their houſe, toll free, &c. be- 
cauſe the port of the water of Tyne doth eſpeclally and entirely belong to the King, and 
that they (meaning the prior and convent of Tinmouth) have had certain their tenants 
of Shields, with their boats within their demeſnes. 3 


« And as for the market at Tinmouth, he ſaid he claimed none there; bit he had a 
rumbrel, and had hired fiſhers, brewers and bakers, and alfo ſhambles there. 

c As to the Charge of towage, he ſaid, that he never hindered thoſe that exerciſed any 
ſuch office in che water of Tyne, adjacent to his land, fave only at Elſtwick or Aſt- 
wick. | 

« He ſaid moreover, that before and at the time of making King Richard's charter, 
which was before any liberties granted to Newcaſtle by King John, the priors of this 

houſe took and had all the premiſes freely and quietly, &c. by virtue of cuſtom of 
liberties granted to them by their {aid charter by land and water, whereof he found 
his church ſeized, &c. | 

« Whereupon he demanded judgment. 

« Thoſe who profecuted for the King, faid, that the charter was worth nothing. As 
to the wreck of the ſea, they faid, no ſooner had the fhips applied themſelves out of 
the great ſea into the {aid port, and there had the misfortane to break, then the faid 
prior taketh the goods of ſuch broken ſhips, both ſwimming and therein abiding, and 
converts them to his own uſe; and that the then prior was ſeized of ten tuns of wine, 

out of a certain ſhip of Peter of Appleby, burgeſs of York, wrecked in the ſaid water. 

« And as to the charging or difcharging of fhips, and of merchandifes, &c. they 
ſaid, that whereas the ſaid port of Tyne is only the King's, as often as the prior ſhould 
do ſo, the King was manifeſtly injured, being then, and always before, in ſeizin and 
poſſeſſion of the ſaid port. 

« As to the town of Shields, they ſaid, that whatſoever ſmall dwelling houſes there 
had been there, &c. the ſaid prior (that then was* cauſed there to be made twenty-ſix 
houſes upon the King's ſoil ; becauſe they are comprehended within the flowing and 
inundation of the ſea, and they demanded the record of juſtice, that the ſaid then 
prior alleged that the King therein hath no foil, &c. but that it merely belonged to 
kim, even to the fill of the water. | 

„They alſo ſaid, that in thoſe houſes at Shields, there were fiſhers and brewers, and 
victuallers, &c. fo rich that they were able to give loading and victuals for 100 or 200 
ſhips, which ought to apply themfelves at Newcaſtle upon Tyne, and there buy their 
victuals for the bettering the ſaid town. Whereupon they ſaid, that the ſaid prior is 
the only occupier of the King's ſoil, and the only taker away of the ſaid King's town 
of Newcaſtle, and that he the ſaid prior had fixteen fiſhers or more, with great boats, 
fiſhing in the ſea yearly for traffick's ſake only, and not for maintenance of his houſe; 
whereof the King received neither toll nor cuſtom. 

„They ſaid alſo, that the ſaid prior and his men come out with their horſes and car- 
riages, and out of ſuch ſhips as came thither, got neceſſaries for themſelves, ſo that 
moſt times ſhips and boats return empty and half laden to other ports than. to New- 
caſtle aforeſaid, whereby the King cannot receive his due priſes and cuſtoms. 

„And after they ſaid that John of the Vale, I ſuppoſe De le Val, being judge itine- 
rant, 7 Edw. I. It was then reported by the jury, that the prior of Tinmouth built 
a town upon the bank of the water of Tyne on one fide, and the prior of Durham 
levied, or built another on the other fide, where no towns ought to be, unleſs lodges 
only for fiſhermen ; and that the fiſhermen have there fold their fiſhes, which ought to 
have been fold at Newcaſtle, to the great hurt of the ſaid town, and loſs of he Kina 
priſes: and that both the ſaid priors of Tinmouth and Durham have cauſed to be 
made brewers, and fiſhers, having great ſhips, whereas they ought to have but boats, 
m_ have cauſed bread to be baked there,. which: ought to have been baked at New- 
caſtle. | 
It is inhibited and forbidden the ſaid prior of Tinmouth, that from thenceforth he 
ſhould not hold, or cauſe to be held a market or fair, in the. aforeſaid places, and was 
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determined that the port within the water of Tyne, from the ſea to Heddon Strea 
is the free port of the King and his heirs, with its priſes, cuſtoms, towages, tona my 
with all other profits and commodities incident and belonging to the ſame &c 2 
that neither at Tinmouth, nor at Shields, ſhips are to be laden or unladen. d 
«© It was alſo ordered, that four ovens at Tinmouth ſhould pay damages 
and thoſe that took tonnage and make foreſtal, &c. and as to the wrecks of the ſea 
&c. that the King and his heirs ſhould have them for ever hereafter; as to the markets 
and fairs, that there be not at Tinmouth or Shields any market or fair, and that neither 
at Tinmouth or Shields there be any fale of things ſaleable, as in meats, drinks, or 
=_ _ things whatſoever, whereby the King, his heirs and ſucceſſors may be nets 
the worſe. 
* It was alſo ordered, that the keys and other things levied and raiſed by the ſaid 


prior within the flood-mark on the King's foil, ſhould be removed at the coſts of the

admiraltie and others to whom this preſent ſhall come greeting. Knowe ye that 
for divers conſideracions me moving I do by theſe preſents give and grant unto the 
maior and burgeſſes of the towne of Newcaſtle upon Tyne in the countie of the towne 


hould uſe enjoy and exerciſe from henceforth during the tyme that I ſhall have con- 
tynuance in the office of admiraltie all ſuch admirall juriſdiccion, powre and authoritie 
as I the ſaid lord admirall, my vice admirall or any my deputies or officers, have, 
might or ought to have, hould uſe enjoy or exerciſe within the {aid towne of Newcaſtle 
upon Tyne or the liberties theirof within the haven there, or in any other place or 
places ſtreames or courſes of water extending from a place called Hedwine Streames to 
a place in the ſea called the Sparhawke or in any place or places upon all or any the 
ſands, or within the precincts, limitts or bounds aforeſaid. And alſo all wreck of ſea 
flotzon, jetzon lagon deodands royal fiſhes and other profitts and commodities apper- 
raining or incident to the office or courte of admiraltie, which during the tyme afore- 
faid ſhall happen or come upon any of the ſaid ſands or within any the ſaid precincts 
limitts or bounds.

1 NORTHUMBERLAND, L. S. 
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(From a Paper communicated by Mr. Thomas Aubone—Dorlſo, Conſervator- 
ip of the River Tyne 1616.) 


"Mm HE original claim of the mayor and burgeſſes to the juriſdiction of the river Tyne, 
was from King Henry the Sixth. 

« Queen Elizabeth being humbly intreated by the mayor and burgeſſes of Newcaſtle 
that her majeſty would be graciouſly pleaſed to grant them a charter of liberties concern. 
ing ſea-juriſdiftion and of admiralty in that port, (to wit) between Sparhawk in the Sea 
and Hadwyn Streams, being fourteen miles in length, for the advance of the eftate of 
that town, which alſo was granted as follows: 

„The Queen, by her letters patent, dated the 3oth day of Auguſt, in the 3 % year 
of her reign, touching the office of the high admiralty of the river of Tine and port of 
Newcaſtle, grants the reverſion to the mayor and burgeſſes of Newcaſtle, by reaſon it was 
granted under the great ſeal of England, bearing date the fifth of February, 1522, unto 
Charles Lord Howard of Effingham, amongſt other things, in his ſaid patent in the office 
of lord high admiral of England, &c. for life, who outlived the Queen, and died 26th 
January in the fixteenth year of King James. 

King James, in the ſecond year of his reign, being humbly ſupplicated by the 
mayor and burgeſſes of Newcaſtle, that he would be graciouſly pleaſed to confirm all 
their antient grants and charters, and to give them further powers, eſpecially of the 
river Tyne, the King confirms theſe charters, but grants nothing new, only alters the 
election of their officers, and preſcribes them new oaths to be adminiſtred to the ſaid 
officers in their elections, which charter is in the Chapel of Rolls. | 

« Alfo, the King and his Council grants them the conſervancy of the river of Tyne, 
by giving nine articles upon the 29th of Fanuary, 1613, and joined in the ſaid order he 
Biſhop of Durham and other juſtices of peace of the county of Durham and Northum- 
berland, with the fix aldermen of the ſaid town of Newcaſtle. But three years after the 
mayor, aldermen and jury of the burgeſſes, exhibited a great complaint to the King and 
Council at Whitehall, of the great decay of the river, occaſioned by the ſaid commiſſioners, 
through 2 neglect and breach of truſt. Which complaint begat this following re- 
ference from the council table, and further power to add to the former: 


February 14th, 1616. 

„ Whereas, upon complaint of the decay of the river Tyne, and of the daily abuſes 
done and committed to the prejudice of the ſame, certain articles were granted on the

Daniel Dun one of the judges of the admiralty, with the aſſiſtance of che Trinity Maſ- 
ters of London, to draw up thirteen articles more, to be joined with the former 5 7 
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And by ſpecial order of bis majeſty's council at Whiteball was given and commanded, 
that all the ſaid twenty- two articles be put in execution for the conſervation and preſervation 
of the river Tyne, by the commiſſioners hereafter named. Or elſe to forfeit all the town's 
liberties into the King's hands. And though the commiſſioners formerly appointed for 
the execution of the former articles, are perſons of place and quality, and otherwiſe 
well deſerving of the publick : Yer foraſmuch as contrary to the truſt repoſed in them 
they have altogether neglected their duty therein, whereof further notice may be taken 
as occaſion ſhall require: It is thought expedient, that theſe perſons following be 
named and authoriſed commiſſioners for the due A ah and execution as well of 
the ſaid former articles, bearing date the 29th of January, 1613, as of thoſe now de- 
viſed and publiſhed, with the joint conſent and good liking of the aldermen of the town 


of Newcaſtle, and others attending their lordſhips in that behalf, for the ſafety and con- 
ſervancy of that river.. |

«© XI. That rangers ſhall be appointed every week to cleanſe the ſtreets in Newcaſtle 
of their aſhes and other rubbiſh, to prevent the rain from waſhing the ſame into the river 
through Load-Burn.

The ſtones that lie near the Black-Middens, may be ſtowed away in the hollows 
of this ledge of rocks, ſo as to ſtrengthen. and increaſe the utility thereof, as a break- 
water, and which, if carefully depoſited: in the method of a pile of cannon-ſhot, I am 
of opinion, will lie, where they ſhall be placed.. T hoſe at a greater diftance may be 
laid in the fame method, on a ridge extending over the. higheſt part of the ground be- 
tween the Black-Middens and the ſhore ; which will alſo add to the break-water, and 
in ſome meaſure prevent the current from dividing near high-water into two chan- 
nels ; and as to thoſe ſtones that he up ſtill nearer to the Muſcle-Scalp, they may be 
depoſited under the high cliffs, which will tend to the defence and ſecurity thereof.

A particular Caſe determined in the Court of King's Bench, on the Af, viz. 19 Geo, 17: 
| for the better Preſervation of Rivers in England. 


PERSON invented a machine or veflel, called a Hopper (and obtained a 
patent for it), to take ballaſt out of ſhips in rivers, in order to convey the ſame 
to the ſea, and there drop it. The Hopper was ſo contrived, that the ballaſt might be 
dropped from its bottom any where at pleafure, as opportunities offered, without being 
perceived by any, but thoſe in the Hopper, or very near it. 

This Hopper came into the river Tyne, and (beſides the above objection), after 
trial, it was found to waſte its ballaſt as it failed, in ſuch a degree, as to diſcolour the 
water where. it paſſed; and being generally diſapproved of, Alderman Smith, a juſtice of 
the peace at Newcaſtle upon Tyne (in order to put a ſtop to its being further uſed there), 
upon an information made to him, againſt one Bruckleſbank, a ſhipmaſter, tor ballaſt 
being caſt out of his fhip into the Hopper, in order that ſuch ballaſt might be dropt 
into the water, and not caſt on the land where the tide never flows, ſummoned Bruck- 
leſbank, and, on due proof, convicted and fined him according to the act: Bruckleſ- 
bank, ſupported by the patentee, brought an action againſt the alderman for fo doing, 

which was tried at Northumberland aſſizes, when the jury gave a ſpecial verdict, whereon 
the caſe was argued in the court of King's Bench, and decided as follows, viz. 

M. 32. G. 2. Bruckleſbank and Smith. On a ſpecial verdict from Northumberland 
aſſizes, it was ftated, that the defendant, Mr. Smith, was a juſtice of the peace for the 
town and county of Newcaſtle upon Tyne; and that the plaintiff was maſter of a ſhip, 
floating in the river Tyne, being a navigable river; that three tons of ballaſt and more 
were unloaded out of the faid fhip, into a machine pr veſſel called a Hopper, in the ſaid 
river, with intent that it ſhould be carried therein into the high and open ſeas, and 
that it was accordingly carried out of the ſaid river into the high and open feas, and 
was there caſt out of the ſaid Hopper, where the water was more than 14 fathom deep, 
at a diſtance from any port, haven, channel, or navigable river: whereupon the ſaid 
Mr. Smith convicted the plaintiff as an offender againſt this act. And the plaintiff 
brought his action. It was urged; on behalf of the plaintiff, that this was no offence 
within the meaning of the act; that the miſchief which the legiſlature had in view, was 
throwing the ballaſt or rubbiſh either on the ſhore, or the ſides of rivers, and below 
the fult ſea- mark. But this was in the open and high ſea, above 14 fathom deep, at 
a diſtance from any port, haven, channel, or river. By Lord Mansfield, Ch. J. This 
is a general queſtion, which goes farther than this particular caſe : but it is a very plain 
and clear caſe, and expreſsly againſt the prohibition of the act; which provides, that it. 
ſhall not be thrown: but upon the land. Whereas this man ſays, that he has found a 
better way, than that which the act has expreſsly preſcribed : but here is ſuch an. 
opening to fraud in this way, that he has thought a better one, that it would be danger- 
ous to truſt to this method, though-it were not prohibited. However, it. is enough, 
that it is contrary to the direct and expreſs provifton of the act. Indeed, if it was put 
into the Hopper, in order merely to carry it upon the. land; that would only be the. 
proper means of doing it, and therefore would not be an offence within the, act: but 
this is with intent to lay it in the water; and there can be no ſecurity as to the place 
where the Hopper may drop it. It is mighty eaſy, from the conſtruction of the Hopper, 
to drop it privately. And it is alfo the intereſt of the perſon who. carries- it in the 

| Hopper, 
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Hopper, to drop it as foon as he can; that he may come the ſooner again to fetch 
more. The ſhifting it out of one ſhip into another, without intention to drop it any 
where, would not be a caſe within the act: for that would not be a caſting or throw- 
ing out at all, within the meaning of the act. And judgment was given by the court, 
unanimouſly, for the defendant, the juſtice. Burrow, Mansfield. 656. |

I ſuppoſe to have been part of an altar erected in 
honour of all the adopted ſons of the Emperor Hadrian: taking this for granted, the 
word < omnjum” maſt have been preceded by pro ſalute.“ See an inſcription on 


a ſtone found at the other extremity of the Roman wall, and now or lately at Boulneſs, 
in the county of Cumberland, and others. | | 


Hadrian was over in perſon in Britain, A. D. 120. 

Antoninus Pius, who ſucceeded him in the empire, was one of thoſe adopted ſons 
alluded to in the inſcription. —Conſult “ Vita Hadnani—Seript. Hiſt. Augull. 

The other Roman ſtone, found in the ſame place, appears, like that at Tinmouth, 
to have been a tablet on the front of ſome temple, or other publick building, and 
acquires conſiderable importance from the circumſtance of its containing the name of 
our iſland, Britannia, at full length. I ſuſpect that the word“ oſtium“ has followed 
% utrumque;“ and that it perhaps may have been brought from the ſtation of South 
Shields. The word oſtium may, however, with the ſtricteſt propriety, be applied to 
the very ſpot where it was found. I ſhall hazard an explanation of this curious inſcrip- 
tion, at the ſame time leaving the learned, who are converſant in this ſpecies of anti- 


quities and who may depend upon the faithfulneſs of the annexed repreſentation, to 
judge for themſelves. 


I would ſupply the lacunæ thus: 


Diffuſis provinciis in Britannia ad utrumque oſtium exercitus poſuit (or) fieri fecit. 
And tranſlate it as follows: | 


The army erected this on the extenſion of the Roman dominion in Britain from 
the weſtern to the eaſtern fea.” 

N. B. I muſt obferve in this place, that, as I ſet out with a reſolution not to ſuppreſs 
any hiſtorical evidence, I could not but infert the returns of crimes found on the viſi- 
ration of Jarrow, Tinmouth monaſtery, &c. which I found. in the Cotton Library; 
yet, I flatter myſelf I ſhall be thought to have done this, rather to ſhew what ſort of 
pretences were made for ſuppreſſing the religious houſes at the Reformation, than either 
becauſe I believed the facts myſelf, or wiſhed to incline others to what I fear would be 
generally conſidered as a very uncharitable ſpecies of credulity.

Nor ſhall any writt of error, 
certiorari, appeale or proceſſe in law or equity, lye or be allowed for the removal}, ſtay 
or reverſall of the ſame. All ſuch their orders to be regiſtred in a booke or bookes fairly 
written to be kept in the ſaid court, and as well the plaintiffe as defendant to be 
bound

bound thereby, and to obſerve and keep the ſame in all points; and for the due pro- 
ceedings therein, it ſhall and may be lawfull for the ſaid commiſſioners, or any three 
or more of them, whereof the mayor or one alderman as aforeſaid to be one, to miniſter 
an oath to the complaynant or defendant, and alſo to ſuch witnefles as ſhall be pro- 
duced on behalfe of each party touching the matters in queſtion or. relating thereto, if 
the faid commiſſioners or any three or more of them, whereof the mayor or one alder- 
man to be one, ſhall ſoe think it meete. And be it further enacted by the authority 
aforeſaid, that before any of the ſaid commiſſioners or any other commiſſioners to be 
hereafter choſen or appointed in purſuance of this a& ſhall enter upon the execution of 
the authorities herein conteyned, he and they ſhall take the oath following before the 
recorder of the ſaid towne for the time being, who is hereby impowered to adminiſter 
7 the ſame, that is to ſay: I A. B. doe promiſe and ſweare, that all ſuch matters and 
cauſes as I ſhall order or determine by vertue of an act of parliament for erecting a 
Court of Conſcience at Newcaſtle upon Tyne, I will order and determine with juſtice 
and equity, according to the beſt of my knowledge and underſtanding. So help me 
God. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, that if any ſuch creditor or 
debtor, after warning given to him, her or them in manner and forme before in this act 
mentioned by any officer of the ſaid Court of Conſcience, ſhall without ſome juſt and rea- 
ſonable cauſe or excuſe allowed by the ſaid court, refuſe to appeare in the ſaid court, 
or before the ſaid commiſſioners or any three or more of them as aforeſaid, or ſhall not 
erforme ſuch order as the faid commiſſioners ſhall ſett downe for or concerning ſuch 
debts as aforeſaid, or the payment or allowance of any coſts or damages for or in re- 
ſpe& of the ſame; that then upon oath thereof made before the ſaid commiſſioners or 
any three or more of them as aforeſaid (which oath they have hereby power to ad- 
miniſter) it ſhall be lawful for the beadle or other officer or officers of the ſaid court by 
order of the faid commiſſioners or any three or more of them as aforeſaid, to levy fuch 
debt or debts, damages or money by the ſaid court awarded or ordered to be paid by and 
out of the goods and chattells of ſuch creditor or debtor, plaintiffe or defendant, by diſtreſſe 
and fale of the ſame, returning the overplus, if any be, to the party or partyes : And 
if ſufficient of the goods and chattells of ſuch*party or partyes cannot be found within 
the juriſdiction of the ſaid court whereby or wherewith ſuch debt or debts, coſts or 
damages ſo awarded, ſhall or may be levyed, raiſed and ſatisfied; then it ſhall, be law- 
full for ſuch officer or officers of the ſaid court, by order of the ſaid commiſſioners or 
any three or more of them as aforeſaid, to carry and convey ſuch party or partyes to the 
priſon of the ſaid towne of Newcaſtle upon Tyne and county of the ſame, there to re- 
maine without baile or mainprize untill he, ſhe or they ſhall performe and fulfill the order 
and decree of the ſaid court. And if any perſon or perſons inhabiting or that ſhall in- 
habite within the ſaid towne or county of the towne of Newcaſtle upon Tyne aforeſaid, 
or any the liberties thereunto belonging, ſhall at any time after the firſt day of Auguſt 
next enſuing, commence or proſecute any action or ſuite in any of the courts of Welt- 
minſter, or in any other court (except the court hereby eſtabliſhed), againſt any perſon 
inhabiting or reſideing, or that ſhall inhabite or reſide within the ſaid towne or county 
of the ſaid towne, or any the libertyes thereof or thereunto belonging, for any debt or 
ſumme of money due upon contract or promiſe, which upon the tryall ſhall be found 
not to amount to the value of forty ſhillings over and above coſts, no judgement ſhall 
be entred of record upon any ſuch verdict where the debt and damages ſhall be 
found at leſſe than 40s. beſides coſts of ſuite; and alſo the defendant in any ſuch 
action ſhall have his full coſts of the ſaid ſuite to be taxed by the ſaid court or their 
proper officer where ſuch action ſhall be tryed, and payd him by ſuch plaintiffe in the 
faid cauſe, and ſhall have execution or remedy for the ſame, any law or cuſtome to 
the contrary in anywiſe notwithſtanding : Provided always that this a& or any thing 
| therein 
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therein conteyned ſhall not extend to any debt for rent upon any leaſe of landes or 
tenements, nor to any reall contracts, nor to any other debt that ſhall ariſe by vertue 
or reaſon of any cauſe concerning teſtaments, matrimony, or other things properly be- 
longing to the Eccleſiaſtical Court, albeit the ſame be under 40 ſhillings, any thing 
herein before conteyned to the contrary notwithſtanding : Provided always, and be it 
enacted, that the regiſter or cler ke of the {aid courte for the time being ſhall take noe 
more or greater fees than are hereafter appointed, that is to ſay for every plaint 2d. 
for every appearance 2d. for every order 3d. and for entering of the ſaid order 3d. 
more; for every precept or warrant to committ to priſon. 4d. tor every ſearch 2d. for 
every warrant for ſeizing and diſpoſing of goods and chattells purſuant to this act 4d. 
for every ſatisfaction acknowledged upon an order 3d. and that the beadle or other 
officer of the {aid court for the time being ſhall take noe more than 24. for warning 
every perſon, nor more than 4d. for ſerving every precept or warrant, any Frag 4 
tome or uſage to the contrary notwithſtanding.

hereas the town of Newcaſtle upon Tyne is an ancient towne, &c. and whereas the 
maior and burgeſſes of the ſaid towne of Newcaftle upon Tyne, deeply weighing and 
pondering the effect of divers charters and letters-pattents made theretofore unto them 
by us and our progenitors, kings of England, containing divers privileges, immunities, 
and juriſdictions given and granted unto them by the ſame; and whereas the aforeſaid 
town of Newcaſtle upon Tyne is an ancient town, and the maior and burgeſſes of the 
ſaid town have, and from the time whereof the memory of man is not to the contrary, 
have had within the ſaid town a certain guild or fraternity commonly called Hoaſtmen, 
for the loading and better diſpoſing of ſea coales and pitt coales, and ſtones called 
grind-ftones, rub-ſtones, and whet-ſtones, in, upon, and within our river or port of 
Tyne, which ſaid guild or fraternity is granted or eſtabliſhed by none of the ſaid charters 
or letters-pattents : whereupon the mayor and burgeſſes of the ſaid town have been 
humble ſupplicants unto us, that we would graciouſly and bountifully ſhew and extend 
-munificial and royal favour in ſupplying the afore ſaid wants, and that we for the better 

overnment of the ſaid fraternity of the hoaſtmen, would vouchſafe to make, reduce, 
and create the ſame into a body corporate and politick; we, therefore, in that behalf

and whetſtones; and that they, and every of them, ſhall and may for ever hereafter load 
and unload, charge and diſcharge, in or out of any ſhips, barks, or veſſels, coals and 
ſtones aforeſaid, in any place or places within our faid river and port of Tyne, as 
ſhall ſeem more expedient unto them, in any place or places between the ſaid town of 
Newcaſtle and the aforeſaid places, being in the ſaid river, called the Sparhawke, ſo 
near the ſaid town of Newcaſtle upon Tyne as conveniently may be, according to our 
rrue.meaning expreſſed before in theſe preſents, as the men and brethren of the ſaid 
fraternity at any time have uſed or accuſtomed; notwithſtanding the ſtatute holden 
in the parliament of our moſt dear father King Henry the VIIIth, begun at London the 
3d day of November, in the 21ſt year of his reign, and from thence adjourned to Weſt- 
minſter, in the county of Middleſex, publiſhed and intitled “ an act concerning New- 
caſtle upon Tyne, and the port and haven thereunto belonging,” or any other acts, 
ordinance, or proclamation, or reſtraint, to the contrary notwithſtanding. Alſo we 
will, and by theſe preſents grant to the ſaid maior and burgeſſes that they may and ſhall 
have theſe our letters patent, in due manner made and ſealed under our great ſeal of 
England, without fine or fee, great or ſmall, to be yielded, paid, or made therefore 
to us in our Hanaper, or elſewhere, in any manner to our ule, for that the expreſs 
mention of the true yearly value or of the certainty of the premiſes, or any of them, or 
of any.other gifts or grants heretofore made by us, or any of our progenitors, to the 
aforeſaid maler and burgeſſes of the ſaid town is not made in theſe preſents, or any 
other ſtatute, act, ordinance, promiſe, or reſtraint thereof, heretofore had, made, 
publiſhed, ordained, or provided, or any other cauſe, thing, or matter whatſoever in 
any wife notwithſtanding.

of this realme can or may be inflicted upon ſuch offenders: and that noe cuſtomer col- 
lector comptroller or other officer make any entry or deliver any cocquet of for or con- 
cerning the ladeing or ſhipping of any of the ſaid coales without the conſent of the 
perſon or perſons that ought to receive the ſaid duty or ſome of their deputys agents 
or factors thereunto firſt had and obtained upon the paines and penalties aforeſaid 
And wee do give and grant unto the ſaid Charles Duke of Richmond and Lenox and 
the heires of his body and for want of ſuch iſſue to the ſaid Louiſe Dutcheſſe of Portſ- 
mouth and to the heires of her body and every of them reſpectively full power liberty

An Ad for varying and poſtponing certain Limitations in a Grant made by King Charles the 
Second, of a Duty on Coals ſhipped in the River Tyne, to Charles late Duke of Richmond 


and Lenox, and for enabling the preſent Duke of Richmond, Lenox, and Aubigny, to make 
2 Jointure on his intended Marriage with Lady Mary Bruce. 


HEREAS by letters patent under the Great Seal of England, bearing date 
the eighteenth day of December, in the twenty-ninth year of the reign of his 
late Majeſty King Charles the Second, after reciting therein, that the Governors, Stew- 
ards, and Brethren of the Fellowſhip of the Hoaſtmen of the town of Newcaſtle upon 
Tyne, by their writing ſealed as well with their common ſeal as with the common ſeal 
of the Mayor and Burgeſſes of the ſaid town of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, bearing date the 
eighth day of April, in the two-and-fortieth year of the reign of the late Queen Eliza- 
beth, did, for them and their ſucceſſors, give and grant unto the ſaid late Queen, her heirs 
and ſucceſſors, to the uſe of the ſaid late Queen, her heirs and ſucceſſors, for ever, tor 
each and every, and for ſuch and ſo many chaldron of ſea coals, ſtone coals, or pit 
coals, of the water meaſure of Newcaſtle upon Tyne aforeſaid, as at any time or times 
thereafter ſhould be ſold, ſhipped, carried, or vended, by any perſon or perſons what- 
ſoever forth or out ot the haven or river of Tyne, belonging to the aforeſaid town of 
Newcaſtle, to be ſpent within the realm, and not tranſported beyond the ſeas, the ſeveral 
ſums of twelve pence of lawful money of England, to be paid by the ſaid Governors, 
Stewards, and Brethren, and their ſucceſſors, unto the ſaid late Queen, her heirs and 
ſucceſſors, before any ſhip or other veſſels. wherein any ſuch coals ſhould be laden, 
ſhould, at any time or times then after, be cleared or diſcharged forth of the cuſtom- 
houſe of the ſaid late Queen in the ſaid town of Newcaſtle (coals fold and carried from 
the ſaid port of Newcaltle to Hartlepoole, to be employed and ſpent in and about 
ſuch ſalt pans as then were in Hartlepoole aforeſaid, and appertaining to the Lord 
Lumley, his heirs, and aſſigns, or any of the burgeſſes of the ſaid town of Newcaſtle, 
only excepted). And alſo reciting an indenture dated the nine-and-twentieth day of 
March, in the twelfth year of his ſaid Majeſty's reign, made, or mentioned to be 
made, between his ſaid late Majeſty of the one part, and John then late Viſcount 
Mordaunt, Sir Thomas Peyton, Bart. and Sir Jeremiah Whichcott, Bart. then Eſquire, 
uf the other part; whereby, for the conſiderations therein expreſſed, his ſaid late Majeſty 
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demiſed to the ſaid late Viſcount, Sir Thomas Peyton, and Sir Jeremiah Whichcott, 
the ſaid ſeveral ſums of twelve pence; to hold to them, their executors, adminiſtrators; 
and aſſigns, for the term of thirty-one years, to be accounted from the feaſt of the 
birth of our Lord God which was in the year of our Lord one thouſand fix hundred and 
ſixty, at the yearly rent of one thouſand eight hundred and thirty-cight pounds twelve 


ſhillings and fix pence. And alſo reciting that his ſaid late Majeſt by letters 
patent under the great ſeal of England, bearing date at Weſtminſter, the twenty- 
ſixth day of November, in the thirteenth year of his reign, for the conſiderations therein 
mentioned, did give and grant unto his truſty and well-beloved ſervant Sir Thomas 
Clarges, Knt. his heirs and aſſigns, for ever, one annuity or yearly penſion of five 
hundred pounds of lawful money of England, to commence and be accounted and paid 
from the feaſt of St. Michael the Archangel which was in the twelfth year of his reign, 
and from thenceforth yearly and every year to be had, received, perceived and taken by 
the ſaid Sir Thomas Clarges, his heirs and aſſigns for ever, out of the rents, iſſues, 
profits, ſums of money, perquiſites, emoluments, half-yearly and other payments 
reſerved ariſing or accruing or coming, or that thereafter ſhould or might be reſerved or 
ariſe, accrue or become due or payable to his ſaid late Majeſty, his heirs or ſucceſſors, 
out of, or for or in reſpect of the aforeſaid duty or compolition of twelve pence by the 
chaldron for ſea coals, ſtone coal, and pit coal, of the water meaſure of Newcaſtle upon 
Tyne aforeſaid, at two uſual feaſts in the year (that is to ſay) at the feaſt of the birth 
of our Lord God and St. John the Baptiſt, by even and equal portions. And alſo re- 
citing that his ſaid late Majeſty, by indenture bearing date the day 
of in the twenty-ſeventh year of his reign, for the conſiderations therein 
mentioned, demiſed unto Elizabeth Viſcounteſs Mordaunt the ſum of four pence, being 
one third part of the ſaid ſeveral ſums of twelve pence ; to hold unto the ſaid Elizabeth 
Viſcounteſs Mordaunt, her executors, adminiſtrators, and aſſigns, from the end, expi- 
ration, or other ſooner determination of the ſaid term of thirty-one years, granted to 
the ſaid Viſcount Mordaunt, Sir Thomas Peyton, and Sir Jeremiah Whichcott, at the 
yearly rent of fix hundred and twelve pounds ſeventeen ſhillings and fix pence: his 
ſaid late Majeſty King Charles the Second, for the increaſe of the revenue, and the 
better ſupport of the honour and dignity of his right truſty and right entirely beloved 
ſon Charles Duke of Richmond and Lenox, and the heirs of his body to be begotten; 
and for want of ſuch iſſue, for the better ſupport of the honour and dignity of his right 
truſty and right entirely beloved couſin, Loviſe Dutcheſs of Portſmouth, and the heirs of 
her body, and for divers other good cauſes and conſiderations him thereunto eſpecially 
moving, of his eſpecial grace, certain knowledge, and mere motion, did give and , 
grant unto the ſaid Charles Duke of Richmond and Lenox, all thoſe the ſeveral ſums 
of twelve pence of lawful money of England, for each and every, and for ſuch and fo 
many chaldron of ſea coals, ſtone coals, or pit coals, of the water meaſure of Newcaſtle 
upon Tyne, which at any time thereafter ſhould be ſold, ſhipped, carried, or vended, 
by any perſon or perſons whatſoever, forth or out of the river or haven of Tyne belong- 
ing to the aforeſaid town of Newcaſtle, to be ſpent in the kingdom of England, and not 
tranſported beyond the ſeas (except before excepted); and allo the ſaid rent or yearly 
ſum of one thouſand eight hundred and thirty-eight pounds twelve ſhillings and fix 
pence, due and payable' unto his ſaid Majeſty, his heirs and ſucceſſors, upon the ſaid 
demiſe made of the ſaid duty unto the faid John Viſcount Mordaunt, Sir Thomas Peyton, 
and Sir Jeremiah Whichcott ; as alſo the ſaid yearly rent or ſum of fix hundred and 
twelve pounds ſeventeen ſhillings and fix pence, which would be due and payable unto

Richmond and Lenox, and the heirs of his body begotten, or to be begotten, to the

And whereas the ſaid Charles Duke of Richmond and Lenox died in the year one 
thouſand ſeven hundred and twenty-three, leaving iſſue only one ſon, Charles Duke of 
Richmond, Lenox, and Aubigny; and two daughters: 

And whereas the ſaid Charles Duke of Richmond, Lenox, and Aubigny died in the 
year one thouſand feven hundred and fifty, leaving iſſue two ſons ; that is to ſay, the 
Moſt Noble Charles, now Duke of Richmond, Lenox, and Aubigny; and the Right 
Honourable George Henry Lenox, commonly called Lord George Henry Lenox; and 
five daughters: and upon the death of the ſaid Charles late Duke of Richmond, Lenox, 
and Aubigny, the ſaid Charles now Duke of Richmond, Lenox, and Aubigny became 
ſeiſed to him, and the heirs of the body of the firſt Charles Duke of Richmond and

coal duty, to her the ſaid Lady Mary Bruce, and her aſſigns, to hold the fame during 
her life as a jointüre, in cafe ſhe-ſhall ſurvive him the ſaid Charles Duke of Richmond, 

Lenox, and Aubigny; and the faid Lady Mary Bruce, and her truſtees and guardians, 
are willing to accept of ſuch rent charge in leu:and bar of the dower and thirds of the 
eſtate of telle Charles Duke ef Richmond, Lenox, and Aubigny, to which the ſi

HE tools of borers are of the ſimpleſt kind, and conſiſt of iron rods, each 

berween three and four feet long, and about an inch and a half ſquare, with a 
ſcrew (a bed and what fits into it) at each end, by which they are united, and lengthened 
out as the hole increaſes in its depth. The chiſel is about eighteen inches long, and 
two and a half broad at the end, and is fixed to the loweſt of the rods, The uppermoſt 
rod is furniſhed with an eye, wherein to inſert a piece of timber for an handle for two 
or more workmen to take hold of at once. Their mode of operation is to lift up the 
rods a little, and then let them fall again, turning th-m at the ſame time gently round: 
by a continuance of this motion a round hole is fretted and worn by degrees through 
the hardeſt ſtrata. 

When the chiſel is quite blunted, or has cut down four or ſix inches, the rods are 
lifted vp *, either altogether, if there be convenience, or by pieces, when a key is 
uſed to keep the rods from dropping down into the hole, and being either loſt, or re- 
coverable only with great labour, The chiſel is ſcrewed off, and the wimple or ſcoop 
put on. This being put down brings up afterwards the duſt or pulveriſed matter of 
the ſtratum, through which the chiſel has cut, and ſhews as well what kind of matter 
they are boring in as the exact depth thereof. | 
The ſkilful workmen, however, feel eaſily, and diſtingviſh the ſorts of ſtrata they 
are upon by the difficulty or facility with which they advance downwards. The prin- 


£ipal part of the borer's art depends on keeping the hole clean, and obſerving every 
variation of the ſtrata with care and attention. - | 


The borers can put on handles for two, three, or four perſons to work, as they find it neceſſary. 
After they get down to a certain depth, the rods are wrought by a bracke: a box of wood is inſerted firſt 
into the ground, to keep the rods in a ſtraight direction. A triangle is erected over the ſpot- where the 
boring 1s made, for the ſake of drawing up the rods : they have one key to unſcrew, and another to ſecure 
the rods from falling back again. They uſe a cloſe wimble to bring up ſludge and ſoft matter. N 

The eſtabliſhed prices of boring are ſaid to be 5 ſhillings per fathom for the firſt five fathoms—10 ſhil- 
lings for the next five—1 5 ſhillings per fathom for the ſubſequent five—and ſo continually increaſing 5 ſhil- 
lings per fathom at the end of every five fathoms. The borer uſually finds all his own implements; but 
when a whinſtone occurs above a foot in thickneſs, he is paid by the day. Three inches diameter for a 


bore- hole, or boring, is ſufficient, The whinſtone ſometimes refiſts the hardeſt-tempered ſteel, and can 
{carce be wrought upon, | 
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By the wetneſs of the rods they know when any feeder of water is pricked, and by 


their falling down as it were without any labour, when they are upon an old waſte or 
colliery that has been wrought before. ; 


This is an art of the utmoſt uſe and importance in collieries ; for by boring previouſly 
to the ſinking of a pit, the owner procures moſt eſſential data whereon to proceed, 
being informed before hand of the nature of the earth, minerals and waters through 
which he has to pals, and knowing to an inch or ſo how deep his coal lies, as well as its 
quality, and the thickneſs of the ſtratum or bed :. The boring notes b of collieries are 
the grand arcana of the coal trade, and ſecrets which the owners by no means chuſe to 
diſcover to the prying eyes of the curious philoſopher. 


No leaſe is taken of any ground which has not previouſly been explored by boring. 
The boring being completed, in order to win the coals, they afterwards fink what is 


called the ſhaft * of the pit, i- e. the narrow, round, perpendicular paſſage into the- 
mine | | 


DIP AND RISE OF THE STRATA. OF COAL. 


BY the ſinking of the ſhaft is opened out a communication with the bed of the coal. 
The ſtrata of this foſſil are ſeldom or never found to lie in a true horizontal ſituation, 
but generally have an inclination or deſcent, called the dip i, to ſome particular part of the 
horizon, If this inclination be to the eaſtward, it is called an eaſt dip, and a weſt riſe ; 
and according to the point, of. the compaſs to which the dip inclines it is denominated, 
and the aſcent or riſe is to the contrary point. |

4 In all places where the ſtrata lie regular, they are divided and ſubdivided, &c. Though it is often 
otherwiſe ; for their regularity is frequently interrupted, and the ſtrata broken and difordered by ſundry 
chaſms, breaches or fiſſures, which are differently denominated according to their various dimenſions, 
and the matters with which they are filled, viz. dikes, hitches, and troubles. 

Dikes are the largeſt kind of fiſſures; they ſeem to be nothing but a crack or breach of the ſolid ſtrata, 
occaſioned by one part of them being broken away and fallen from the other, They generally run in 4 
ſtraight line for a conſiderable length, and penetrate from the turface to the greateſt depth ever yet tried, in 
a direction ſometimes perpendicular to the horizon, and ſometimes obliquely. The ſame kinds of ſtrata are 
found lying upon each other in the ſame order, but the whole of them greatly elevated or depreſſed, on the 
one fide of the dike as on the other. Theſe fiſſures are ſometimes two or three feet wide, and ſometimes 
many fathoms. If the fiſſure or dike be of any conſiderable width, 1t 1s generally filled with heterogeneous 
matter, different from that of the ſolid ſtrata on each fide of it. It is ſometimes found filled up with cl y, 
gravel or ſand ; ſometimes: with-a confuſed maſs of different kinds of ſtone lying edgeways, and at other 
times with a ſolid body of freeſtone, or even whinſtone. When the fiſſure 1s of no great width, as ſuppoſe 
two or.three feet only, it is then uſually faund filled up with a confuſed mixture of the difterent matters 
which compoſe the adjoining ſtrata, conſolidated into one maſs. It a dike runs or ſtretches north and ſouth, 
and the ſame kinds of firata are found on the eaſt fide of the dike, in a ſituation with reſpect to the horizon ten 
or twenty fathoms lower than on the other fide, it is then ſaid to be a dip-dike or down-calt dike of ten or 
twenty fathoms to the eaſtward. Or, counting from the eaſt fide, it is then ſaid to be a riſe-dike, or upcaſt 
of ſo many fathoms weſtward.. If the ſtrata on one fide are not much higher or lower, with reſpecr 
to the horizontal line, than thoſe on the other, but only broken off and removed to. a certain diſtance, it is 
then ſaid to be a dike of ſo many fathoms thick; and from the matter contained between the two fides af 
the fiſſure or dike, it is denominated a clay-dike, ſtone-dike, &c.— A, Why are ſtaiths, ia the common 
language of the keelmen, called dikes ? : 

A hitch is only a dike or. fiſſure of a-ſmaller degree, by which the ſtrata on one fide are not elevated or 
ſeparated from thoſe on the other fide above one fathom. f | 

Theſe hitches are denominated in the ſame manner as dikes, according to the number of feet they elevate 
or depreſs the ſtrata, . There are dikes (though not often met with in the coal countries) whoſe caviti s are 
flled with ſpar, the ores of iron, lead, vitriol, or other metallic or mineral matters; and it is pretty well 
known that all metallic veins are nothing elſe than what in the coal countries are called dikgs, 

: | . | The 


This inclination or dip of the ſtrata is found to hold every where. In ſome places it 
waries very little from the level; in others very conſiderably ; and in ſome ſo much as to 
be nearly in a perpendicular direction: but whatever degree of inclination the ſtrata have 
to the horizon, if not interrupted by dikes, hitches, or troubles, they are always found 
to lie in the firſt regular manner mentioned. They generally continue upon one uniform 
dip until they are broken or diſordered by a dike, hitch, or trouble, by which the dip is 
often altered, ſometimes to a different part of the horizon, and often to an oppoſite 
point; ſo that on one ide of a dike, hitch, or trouble, if the ſtrata have an eaſt dipa, 
on the other ſide they may have an eaſt riſe, which is a weſt dip; and in general any 
conſiderable alteration in the dip is never met with, but what is occaſioned by the cir- 
cumſtances laſt mentioned. | 

It is very obſervable, that in ſome places near Newcaſtle upon Tyne there are four 
different ſtrata or ſeams of coals, one above another, at conſiderable diſtances, 

The following occurs in the affidavits of viewers 1722, Sir Robert Raymond's Re. 
ports, Walker manor, 1723. 

4e In Benwell, Elſwick, and Fenham collieries, there have been before the working 
thereof certain ſeams of coals, called the upper main coal, the metal coal, the ſtone 
coal, and the lower main coal.” 


The ſtrata are generally found lying 2 each other in the ſame order on one ſide of the dike as on the 
other, as mentioned above, and nearly of the ſame thickneſſes, appcaring to have been originally a continua- 
tion of the ſame regular ſtrata, and the dike only a breach by ſome later accident, perpendicularly or ob- 
liquely down through them, by which one part is removed to a ſmall diſtance, and depreſſed to a lower ſitua- 
tion than the other. | 

But this is not the only alteration made in the ſtrata by dikes ; for generally, to a conſiderable diſtance 

on each ſide of the dike, all the ſtrata are in a kind of ſhattered condition, very tender, eafily pervious to 
water, and debaſed greatly in their quality, and their inclination to the horizon often altered, | 

Troubles may be denominated dikes of the ſmalleſt degree; for they are not a real breach, but only an 
approach towards it which has not taken a full effect. The ſtrata are generally altered by a trouble, from 
their regular ſite to a different poſition. When the regular courſe of the ſtrata is nearly level, a trouble 
will cauſe a ſudden and confiderable aſcent or deſcent : where they have in their regular fituation a certain de- 

gree of aſcent or deſcent, a trouble either increaſeth it, or alters it to a contrary poſition ; and a trouble 
as theſe effects upon the ſtrata in common with dikes, that it greatly debaſeth them from their original 
quality; the partings are ſeparated, the backs and cutters disjoined, and their regularity diſordered. The 
original cubic and priſmatic figures of which the ſtrata were compoſed, are broken, and the diſlocation 

filled with heterogeneous matter; and the whole ſtrata are reduced to a ſofter and more friable ſtate. 
EncycLoP#=DLlA, ut ſupra. 

Wallis, in his Hiſtory of Northumberland, tells us, that“ by the beſt obſervations of the miners, the 
coal ſeams generally riſe to the north-weſt, and dip to the ſouth- eaſt.“ 

Dr. Stukeley, in his Itin. Curioſ. 1725, ſays, that “ ſome of the coal-works here dip full eaſt.” —* It is plain,” 
he adds, © ſouth-eaſt is the natural dip in general. Thoſe at Whitehaven, inclining ſouth-weſt, receive, I 
ſuppoſe, a counter bias, as being in the welt fide of the iſland,” 

In the ſame Itinerary he obſerves, “that the coal in this country, and which is univerſally diffuſed 
through it, dips many ways, as the falls of vallies or duct of rivers occaſionally divert its primary bent; 
but the main dip of it is to the ſouth-eaſt, Sometimes there are fiſſures or interruptions of ſome confider- 
able quantities, being coaled ſtratà, ſtone and other materials, jumbled together: This proves that there 
has been ſuch a partial diſruption of the ſtrata of the earth, as we all along ſuppoſe was effected by the De- 

Juge, but not ſuch a hotch-potch or total mixture and confuſion as others would pretend.“ 
_ - Pennant, in his Tour, vol. ii. p. 56, ſpeaking of the mines at Whitehaven, fays, The beds of coal are 
nine or ten feet thick, and dip to the weſt one yard in eight. In various parts are 'great bars of ſtone, which 
gut off the coal; if they bend one way, they influence the coal to rife above one's head; if another, to fink 
beneath the feet—operations of Nature paſt my ſkill to unfold,” 
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HE WING COAL IN THE PIT.

IN the progreſs of hewing the coal from its bed, the hewer firſt digs as far as he 
can into the bottom of the ſtratum; then he nooks or corners off the part meaſured out, 
and afterwards the great coals come. away by a wedge or mallet, 


The wages of hewers 28. 8d. for hewing every ſcore or twenty corves of coals, 
This a good workman can do in one day. 


In high ſeams or ſtrata the coals are drawn by horſes from the hewers to the ſhaft in 
fledges; in low ſeams, on trams b, pulled by two ſmall cords called foams by a boy 


before, and puſhed on at the ſame time by another boy from behind. The wages of 
horſe drivers a ſhilling per diem. 


* Corf, the name of the baſket by which the coals are brought up the ſhaft of the mine, 1s a word 
plainly derived from the Dutch Kor, a baſket, —It may be ſtill traced higher to the Latin Corbis, a baſket 
of twigs. The corf is made of pined hazle rods; the cort-bow of young ſeaſoned ſaplings of oak, aſh, or 
alder, of the thickneſs of three inches or more, and about two yards long. Theſe bows are ſometimes 
made of iron. | 

Great care muſt be taken to keep up the corf; for it is liable to be beaten down daily againſt the ſides of 
the ſhaft, and in a little time to loſe one third of its proper meaſure. It is the bankſman's office to take care 
that the corves be properly filled: if any fraud be diſcovered, they are ſet afide, and the hewer is not paid 
for them. | 

The corver, or maker of them, is paid in the following ſingular way: He is allowed 42d. for every ſcore 
of corves that are brought up the ſhaft, for which he is bound to find the pit with as many corves as are 
wanted, and alſo to keep them up to their exact meaſure, and in good repair, Emerſon in his Mechanics 
tells us, that a corf of coals weighs about five hundred weight, and contains near four buſhels and a half, 
Trams are a kind of fledges on which the coals are brought from the places where they are hewn to 
the ſhaft. A tram has four wheels, but a fledge properly ſo called is drawn by a horſe without wheels. 

- Barrow-men or coal-putters are a ſort of labourers who fill the corves, that are fet empty upon fledges 
or trams, with the coals wrought by che hewer, and then draw them, one pulling before and another 
putting, as they call it, i, e. thruſting behind, along the barrow-way to the pit-ſhaft, 

The pit-man always hails his fellow-workman by the title of Marrow,“ 
Ray's North Country Words, 

The word tram occurs in the famous old poem of Chriſt's Kirk on the Green: 


% Beat on with barrow trams,” 
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The overman's office is to go through the pit to view the places where the men have 
wrought, to ſee that the pit is clear of ſulphur, &c. His uſual wages ten ſhillings 
per week, whether the pit works or not. | 

The deputy overman ſuperintends the pillars of coal that are left to ſupport the roof 
of the pit, to ſet up props where it is looſe, and threatens a fall, His uſual pay nine 
ſhillings per week, whether the pit works or not. 


It is the onſetter's buſineſs to hang on the corves upon the rope to be drawn up the 
ſhaft. Wages 1s, 2d. per diem.

OF the foul or adulterated air®, ſo often troubleſome in collieries, there are two 
kinds, the black damp or ſtyth, which is of a ſuffocating nature; and the inflammable 
or combuſtible damp. In whatever part of any colliery a conſtant ſupply or circula- 
tion of freſh air is wanting, there ſome of theſe damps exiſt, accumulate in a body, 
and become noxious or fatal; and wherever there is a good circulation of freſh air, 
they cannot accumulate, being mixed with and carried away by the ſtream of air as faſt 
as they. generate, or exhale from the ſtrata, Upon theſe principles are founded the 
ſeveral methods of ventilating a colliery. If at any time the circulation of the freſh

> Dr. Black, in his 83d lecture, reduces to the claſs of bitumens that ſubſtance frequently found in 

mines, and which renders the working of them dangerous. It is an oily inflammable ſubſtance, 
ſo volatile that it is always in form of vapour, and is called fire damp. By its obvious qualities it is diſtin- 
guiſhed from another damp, which is much more common, and has the power of extinguiſhing flame, con- 

_ fiſting of fixed air. | 

I be fire damp ifſues out of crevices, mixes itſelf with the air of the mine, and when thus mixed is moſt 
dangerous—trom experiments an inflammable ſubſtance. It appears that it does not take fire unleſs it be 
mixed with a conſiderable proportion of air; but all the riſk is from its taking fire, which it very readily 
does, from the flame of a candle, flaſhing like gunpowder, and producing rarefaction of the air all around, 
and thus has produced very dreadful effects on the mines and miners. Though it takes fire fo readily from 
flame, yet it 1s not kindled by the ſparks of flint and ſteel; hence the uſe of ſteel mills where this abounds. 
In other mines where this vapour is much more ſcanty, the miners preſerve themſelves by often firing it, 
and thus never allow it to accumulate, It is ſaid to form a whitiſh cloud, which hovers in the upper part 


of the mine, quite diſtinct from the air. And I have been told it forms itſelf into a little ball; but I think 
this account can only be true in ſome parts, |

air is not briſk enough, then a large lamp of fire may be placed at the bottom of the

The following account of the damps * is preſerved in the Life of Lord Keeper 
North, and is dated 1676 Damps or foul air kill inſenſibly; ſinking another pit, 
chat the air may not ſtagnate, is an infallible remedy. They are moſt in very hot weather.

Cavendiſh, in ſpeaking of ſome kinds of this vapour, in the Philoſophical Tranſactions, ſuch as that 
obtained from metals and putrefying ſubſtances, ſays, it has a remarkable degree of rarity, and when com- 
ared with common air, has only s of its weight, This inflammable vapour then, when it ruſhes out 
will float to the upper part of the mine, and lodge in any little cavity it may meet with, juſt as water does on 
the ſurface of the earth, and will not mix with the ſurrounding air, except by means of a little agitation. 
When it appears in this manner in mines where it is not very copious, the miners ſet fire to it by means of 
a candle and a long ſtring; but it is generally moſt convenient to get quit of it by leading a long wide pipe 
from the vapour to the external air, and there making it terminate in the aſh-pit of a furnace. If this be 


cloſe in all other places, there will be a conſtant draught of the vapour from the inferior parts of the mine 


to feed the fire. In this manner ſeveral mines in England are preſerved from danger; and what is another 
advantage, it gives freſh air to the mine, 

It is a vapour of the fame kind which produces a remarkable phznomenon in particular ſprings that are 
found to be inflammable in the neighbourhood of Naples, and ſeveral other places. Theſe ſprings ſurpriſe 
travellers, becauſe they appear always boiling; and they are more ſurpriſed, when, upon putting their 
hand 1gto them, they find them perfectly cool; and ſtill more, when upon the approach of a candle they 
take fire, a blue flame hovering over them for ſome time. The reaſon of this is the continual eruption of 
vapours of this kind, which throw the water into the ſame agitation, as by the eruption of its own claſtic 
vapours when boiling over the fire: and as this vapour is of an oily nature, it does not mix with the 
water, but riſes to the ſurface, and is ready to take fire at the approach of a flame,

d The French call the blaſt “ feu Friſou,““ and ſay, that a whitiſh vapour, pretty like cobwebs, iſſue 
out with violence from the chinks and crevices of the galleries. This vapour is very inflammable; it 
thunders out with the greateſt violence when it catches fire, and then it knocks down and kills almoſt all 
the workmen who are not careful to throw themſelves on their belly; for it is remarkable, that this inflamed 
vapour exerciſes all its violence towards the top of the gallery, and affects bur little, or not at all, what- 
ever hes below, | 

The other kind of vapours by the Engliſh tiled damps, the French call “ moffetes” and “ pouſſe.“ 
Theſe vapours do not catch fire; on the contrary, they extinguiſh the lamps and candles they meet with, 
and do not fail to ſuffocate in a few minutes the labourers that breathe them. — They often give warning 
by a kind of miſt; ſometimes they are abſolutely inviſible, Sce Hiſtory of Royal Academy of Sciences of 
Paris for 1763. 

« Auguſt 22d, 1766, a moſt melancholy accident happened at Lampton colliery, near Cheſter-le-ſtreet, 
in the county of Durham. The workmen, to the number of an hundred, had but juſt left off work, and 
three maſons, with as many labourers, been left down in order to build a partition to ſecure the coals from 
taking fire by the lamp; when the ſaid lamp being let down at the requeſt of the maſons to rarety the air, 
the latter in an inſtant took fire with a terrible exploſion, and made its way up the pits, deſtroying men, 
horſes and all in its paſſage. The noiſe of the exploſion was heard above three miles round, and the 
flaſh was as viſible as a flaſh of lightning. The men below were drove by the force up through the ſhaft 
or great tube, like balls out of a cannon, and every thing that reſiſted ſhared the ſame fate. 

+ The neighbourhood being alarmed, collected itſelf in order to give aſſiſtance; but found only heads, 
arms, legs, thrown out to a great diſtance from the mouths of the pits, The ground for acres was 
covered with timber, coals, &c. All the partitions, trap-doors, corves, wood-props and linings, were 
ſwept away, together with the engine for drawing up the coals, and all its apparatus.“ Newcaſtle Papers. 

« The colliers now,“ ſays Pennant, Tour, vol. ii. p. 56. work in ſecurity, for the fire damps, for- 
merly ſo dangerous, are almoſt overcome; at preſent they are prevented” by boarded partitions, placed a 
foot diſtant from the ſides, which cauſe a free circulation of air throughout: but as ſtill there are ſome 
places not capable of ſuch conveniencies, the colliers, who dare not venture with a candle in ſpots where 
fire damps are ſuppoſed to iurk, have invented a curious machine to ſerve the purpoſe of lights: it is What 


they call a ſteel mill, conſiſting of a ſmall wheel and a handle; this they turn with vaſt rapidity againſt a 


flint, and the very great quantity of ſparks emitted not only ſerves for a candle, but has been found of ſuch 


a nature as not to ſet fire to the horrid vapour.“ . ; 

He ſays, that “formerly the damp or fiery vapour was conveyed through pipes, to the open air, and 
formed a terrible illumination during night, like the eruptions of a vulcano, and by its heat water could 
be boiled : the men who worked at it inhaled inflammable air, and, if they breathed againſt a candle, puffed 


out a fiery ſtream,” Ibid, 
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An infallible trial is by a dog, and the candles ſhew it. They ſeem to be heavy ſul- 

hureous air, not fit for breath; and I have heard ſome ſay, that they would ſometimes 
lic in the midſt of a ſhaft, and the bottom be clear. The flame of a candle will not 
kindle them ſo ſoon as the ſnuff; but they have been kindled by the ſtriking fire

OF GINS, 


GIN is ſaid with great probability to be a corruption of “ engine.” See Skinnet's 
Etymology. The gloſſary to G. Douglas's Virgil ſays, that the Scots uſe it in that ſenſe. 
It occurs among the coal machines in Plott's Staffordſhire. There is an engraving of 
a common coal gin in Emerſon's Mechanics, and a deſcription thereof at page 267. 
The roller is immediately over the ſhaft, and the track of the horſes goes quite round 
the pit. 

There is a ſort of gins“ called « whim gins,” and a kind known by the name of 
cc macaroni gins.” In a whim gin the ropes run upon two wheel pullies over the ſhaft, 
The roller is at ſome diſtance, and the circular track of the horſes is not round the 
ſhaft. At Long Benton Colliery, as alſo at Willington, Walker, &c. the coals are 
brought up by a gin wrought by a little ſteam engine®. The ſteam engine-polt lifts 
the water out of what is called © the ſump,” into a reſervoir, ſo as to be above the 


water-wheel, which, inſtead of a horſe or horſes, turns the gin, A little runner or 
feeder to ſupply the reſervoir with water, is neceſſary. 


* Above ground there are two bankſmen, who take off the corves at top, and empty, or, as the work- 
men call it, * teem” them. They receive for wages 24d. for every ſcore of corves between them 1d. 
is farther allowed for every ſaid ſcore for the bankſmen's horſe. The drivers of the horſes that run in the 
gin have uſually 10d, a day. 

When the coals are brought to the pit bottom, the corves or baſkets are then hooked on to a chain, and 
drawn up the pit by a rope to the ſurtace, which is beſt effected by a machine called a gin, wrought by 
horſes. There are other kinds of gins for drawing coals, ſome wrought by water, others by the vibrating 
lever of a fire engine: but either of theſe laſt is only convenient in ſome particular ſituations, theſe wrought 
by horſes being in moſt general uſe.” Encyclopædia, Edinburgh, in verbo“ Coalery.” 

„At Walker Colliery,” ſays Wallis in his Hiſtory of Northumberland, vol. i. p. 128, © there are two 
ventilators worked with a machine by the help of the fire engine. This machine is alſo applied to turn a 
wheel for raiſing coals, bringing up a corf of twenty pecks an hundred fathoms in the ſpace of a minute, 
the horſes moving in a walk.” —See the deſcription and drawing of fuch a machine, &c, by Keen Fitz- 
gerald, Eſq. in the Philoſophical Tranſactions, part ii, for the year 1758, p. 727. | 

» In the Univerſal Magazine fof February 1782, is given © An account of a new machine or fire 
engine, invented by Mr. Thomas Hunt of London, for draining mines and coal-works, and at the ſame 
time raiſing the ore or coal from the bottom of the mine to the ſurface, without the aſſiſtance of horſes, 
or of any additional fuel: with an exact repreſentation of the ſame engraved on copper.“ — Twe engines 
on this conſtruction have lately been erected; the one at Killingworth-moor Colliery, belonging to John 
Pitt, Eſq. the other on the colliery near Walker, belonging to John Chapman, Etq. &c. of Newcaſtle, 
By this uſeful invention, a conſiderable number of horſes, that were before employed in thoſe capital 
collieries, are rendered unneceflary.. The ſame quantity of fuel only is conſumed as in the common 
engine; nor is a greater degree of manual labour required. Jt can be fo coatrived, moreover, as to 
work two ſhaſts at the fame time; and if the fire engine is fituated at five or fix hundred yards diſtane

About the year 1713 or 1714, the firſt fire engine d on the north fide of the river 
Tyne is ſaid to have been erected at Biker Colhery, the property of Richard Ridley, 
Eſq. The engineer was the reputed ſon of a Swediſh Nobleman, who taught mathe- 
matics at Newcaſtle. | 

I know not what kind of engines the following were, which are deſcribed in the Life 
of Lord Keeper North, of the date of 1676: * The coal-mines in Lumley Park are the 
greateſt in the north, and produce the beſt coal. Theſe collieries had but one drain of 
water drawn by two engines, one of three ſtories, the other of two. All the pits for 
two or three miles together were drained into theſe drains. The engines are placed in 
the loweſt places, that there may be the leſs way for the water to riſe; and if there be a 
running ſtream to work the engines, it is happy ©.” 


The fire engine to raiſe water is deſcribed in Emerſon's Mechanics, p. 280. edit. 
1754, With a plate of it annexed, 


A. D. 1773, was publiſhed a pamphlet intitled, “ A Philoſophical Inveſtigation of 
the Principles of the Fire Engine, by Cuthbert Clarke.”

By the above it appears that Hugh Bethell, Eſq, then owner (A. D. 1511) of Walker Manor, attempted 
to fipk two pits nigh the windmill there, and adjoining to the Shields road; that with great difficulty and 
the help of two horſe gins, both going night and day, to draw the water, they ſunk about thirty fa- 
thoms.

WAGGONS AND WAGGON WAY $. 


MENTION occurs of © waggons and waines” as uſed at that time in the coal 
trade, in Grey's Chorographia, which was printed in the year 1649, 

Waggons and waggon ways * have plainly been in uſe in the North A. D. 1676. 
Lord Keeper Guildford, who was upon the northern circuit that year, thusdeſcribes them: 
« The manner of the carriage is by laying rails of timber from the colliery down to the 
river, exactly ſtraight and parallel; and bulky carts are made with four rowlets, fitting 


theſe rails, whereby the carriage is ſo eaſy, that one horſe will draw down four or five 
chaldron of coals, and is an immenſe benefit to the coal merchants.” 


The firſt waggons are ſaid to have wanted the conveniencics of letting out at the 
bottom, having been emptied with ſhovels, like the preſent ballaſt waggons. It ap- 
pears by the old books of the Hoſtmen's Company, A. D. 1600, that the then coal 


The meaſuring of coals is a ſubject that has often engaged the attention of the Legiſlature. Many 
curious particulars on this head are to be found in Hunter's Collector's and Comptroller's Guide. 

With reſpect to the practice at Newcaſtle and Sunderland, in adjuſting the proportion between the New- 
caſtle and Wincheſter or London chaldron, it is as eight is to fifteen for every Wincheſter chalder made out in 
the port of London. | 

a The firſt thing to be done in making a waggon way is to level the ground in ſuch a manner as to take 
off all ſudden aſcents and deſcents ; to effect which, it is ſometimes neceſſary to cut through hills, and to 
raiſe an embankment, to carry the road through hollows, The road ſhould be formed about twelve feet 
wide, and no part ſhould have a greater deſcent than of one yard perpendicular in ten, of a horizontal line, 
nor a greater aſcent than of one yard in thirty. After thc road is formed, pieces of timber, about ſix fect 
long and fix inches diameter, called ſleepers, are laid Cſs it, being eighteen or twenty-four inches diſtant 
from each other. Upon theſe ſleepers other pieces of timber, called rails, of four or five inches ſquare, are 
laid in a lateral direction four feet diſtant from each other, for the waggon wheels to run upon; which be- 
ing firmly pinned to the ſleepers, the road may then be filled with gravel and finiſhed. The waggons, 
which are in the form of a common mill hopper, have four wheels, either made of ſolid wood or ef caſt iron. 
The body of the carriage is longer and wider at the top than at the bottom; the waggon uſually has a kind 
of trap- door at the bottom, which, being looſed, permits the coals to run out without any trouble, The 
ſize of a waggon to carry fifty hundred weight of coals is as follows: 


Length at the top 7 feet 9 inches 
Breadth at the top 5 feet 
Length at the bottom fect 
Breadth at the bottom 2 feet 6 inches 
Perpendicular height | 4 feet 3 inches.

The fillies or rims of the waggon wheels are hollow, ſo as to run upon ſprings of wood adapted thereto, 
with which the roads are laid.—“ By this means, (ſays Hutchinſon, View of Northumberland, 
vol. ii. p. 417) theſe carriages on an caſy deſcent run without horſes, and ſometimes with that rapidity that 
a piece of wood, called a tiller, is oblige to be applied to one wheel, and preſſed thereon by the weight of 
the attendant, who fits on it, to retard the motion; by the friction of which the tiller frequently, and ſome- 
times the carriage, is ſet on fire.“ 

This piece of wood, in the nature of a lever, 1s alſo called a convoy. 

There is a tradition among the people belonging to the coal- works, that the firſt waggon that was uſed for 
this purpoſe in the vicini:y of Newcaſtle, was lined with tin, and filled with the liquor called punch. It is 
eaſy to conjecture that the unlading of ſuch a waggon would prove a very grateful taſk to rhe thirſty 
workmen. 

Many of the ſuperannuated workmen earn a little livelihood by what they call “ creefing ;” that is, 
crevicing, or cleaning out the crevices of the rails on theſe waggon ways, upon Which in ſteep places they 
are employed in laying cinders, to prevent their becoming too ſlippery, and the waggon from running 
amain. 

When the axle of a loaded waggon breaks, it cauſes a great ſtop to the other waggons, and'is called by 
the waggon-men * a caud (i. e. cold) pie.“ 
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waines contained eight bowls of coals, and ſome ſcarce ſeven bowls. The preſent 
waggons contain more than twice that quantity.

M. B. and Societie being preſent at home, and their ſucceſſors onelie, from 
tyme to tyme, to nominate and appoint ſufficient and (kilfull pilott or pilotts for the 
bringing upp and carying downe the river of Tyne, and in and out of all or any other 
the creeks and members before named, belonging to the {aid towne or porte of Newcaſtle 
upon Tyne, all ſhipps or veſſells, whereof the owner or part owner, mailter or purſer ſhall 
be deſirous or willing to have a pilott for conducting ſuch ſhipps or veſſells upp or 
downe the ſaid river of Tine, or in or out of any the creeks or members of the ſame, 
unleſſe ſuch gwner, part owner, maiſter or purſer ſhall make ſpeciall or other choice of 
any other of the ſaid Comp. M. B. and S. then preſent at home. And that ſuch pilott 


all tyme and tymes within the ſaid river of Tine, and in and out of all and every the 
\ creeks and members of the ſame to the ſaid porte, have the pilotſhipp, conducting and 
bringing upp and carrying downe, and in and out, of all ſuch ſhipps and veſſells as 
aforeſaid. And that no other perſon or perſons whatſoever ſhall deale or intermeddle 
therein: And that for their labors and paines hereafter to be ſuſtained and taken in the 
bringing upp and carrying downe any ſhipps or veſſells within the river of Tine, and in 
and out the creeks and members aforeſaid, it ſhall and may be lawfull for the ſaid 
M. P. and Scamen, or for ſuch gf them as —_ be ſo appointed, nominated or choſen 
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as aſoreſaid, and for their Miniſters or Officers, Miniſter or Officer, in this behalf to be 
employed, to demand, receive, perceive and take of the owner, part owner, maiſter, 
purſer or factor of every ſhipp or veſſell ſo by them or any of them to be conducted as 
aforeſaid, being laden, for everie foote, which ſuch ſhipp or veſſel], ſo by them to be 
conducted and laden, ſhall drawe, twelve pence of lawful money of England, and for 
everie foote which ſuch ſhipp or veſſell, as ſhall be light, being ſo conducted, ſhall 
drawe, 84. as formerlie the ſaid Companie, M. B. and S. have uſuallie and lawfullie 
taken. And furthermore of our like abundant grace, certen knowledge, and mere 
motion, we for us, our heires and ſucceſſors, have given and granted, and by theſe 
preſents do give and grant unto the ſaid M. P. and S. and their ſucceſſors, thar all 
perſon and perſons, as well ſubjects as ſtrangers borne, being owner or owners of any 
goods, wayres, comodities, or merchandizes, which ſhall at any time or tymes here. 
after be brought in any ſhipp or veſſells from beyond the ſeas into the ſaid river of 
Tine, or the creeks or members aforeſaid, or any other creeks or members belonging to 
the ſaid porte of N. C. upon Tyne, ſhall from tyme to tyme and as often as ſuch goods, 
wayres, comodities or merchandizes ſhall be ſo brought in, paye or cauſe to be paid 
unto the ſaid M. P. and S. and their ſucceſſors or Officers, or Miniſter in that behalf 
appointed for the tyme being, an ancient duetie heretofore lawfullie, accuſtamablie and 
uſually paid to the ſaid C. M. B. and S. called Primage, that is to ſay, 2d. of 
everie tunn of wine, oile, and other goods, wares, merchandizes and comodities rated

And everie free merchant and other inhabitant of Newcaſtle aforeſaid arriving with 
their ſaid ſhipps, or other veſſells, within the ſaid river of Tyne, ſhall pay the duties 
aforeſaid within ten dayes after the landing of the ſaid goods as aforeſaid, upon lawful 
demand by the ſaid Maiſter, Pilotts and Seamen, or their Officers and Miniſter by them 
to be appointed, Which ſaid duetie called Primage, and whatſoever ſomes hereafter 
ſhall ſo accrue unto the ſaid Maiſter, Pilotts and Seamen, and their ſucceſſors, or other- 
wiſe ſhall ariſe and happen unto them by fines, forfeitures or amerciaments amongſt 
themſelves, or otherwiſe howſoever fhall be to the onelie uſe, commoditie and profitt 
of the Maiſter, P and Seamen, and their ſucceſſors for the repayring of the ſaid 
houſe or hall, called the Trinitie Hovſe, and for the finding of twelve poore perſons 
of the ſaid Companie, M. B.and S. or their wives, which are or ſhall hereafter fall into 
povertie. And alſoe for relief and ſuccour of other poor mariners and ſeamen having 
ſuffered ſhipwreck, or otherwiſe diſtreſſed, and ſuch as by them and their ſucceſſors 
mall be thought mete and neceſſarie therewith to be relieved, according to charitie, as 
they have formerly uſed, without any accompt, or any thing therfor, to us, our heires 
and ſucceſſors, to be yielded, paid and done, and without any lawfull moleſtation or 
trouble of any other perſon or perſons whatſoever for or concerning the ſame. + And 
furthermore we, cf like ſpecial grace, certen knowledge and mere motion, have given 
and granted, and by theſe preſents do for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, give and grant 
unto the ſaid M. P. & S. and their ſucceſſors, that they, by their Officers or Miniſters 
to be appointed as aforeſaid from tyme to tyme for ever, ſhall and may from hence- 
forth have, levie, receive, collect and take for and towards the charges of repairing and 
orderly removing and keeping of thoſe two houſes, called the Light Houles att the 


North 
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North Sheiles, heretofore builded, kept and maintained by the aforeſaid C. M. B. & 8. 
for marks, for the entering of the ſaid haven of Tinmouth, and for lights to be kept in 
them in the night tyme from quarter and half quarter flood to half ebb, an ancient, 
lawfull and accuſtomed duetie called Lightage, that is to ſay, of every Engliſh ſhipp

And further of our like abundant grace certain knowledge and meer mocion we for us our 
heirs and ſucceſſors do conſtitute and appoint the ſaid maſter pylotts and ſeamen their 
ſucceſſors or aſſignes that they by themſelves or their ſufficient officers or miniſters in 
that behalf to be appointed for the more better and ſafe conducting of veſſells going 
up and coming down the ſaid river of Tyne and comeing in or going forth of any the 
creeks or members thereof as aforeſaid ſhall from henceforth at all time and times here- 
after have as formerly they have accuſtomably had the appointing ſetting limitting 
boaying canning marking and beaconing of the ſaid river of Tyne and renewing»

charged and imployed at one hour's warning in our ſervice at ſea in and for the good and 
neceſſary defence of our realms and kingdoins cannot give their due attendance therein 
with ſuch diligence as their duty was and is to do by reaſon that they be many times 
compelled to bear arms or to contribute unto the charge thereof for land ſervice as 
alſo to ſerve upon inqueſts and juries at aſſizes ſeſſion court leets court barrons wt 
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the coroner and in other courts commicions, and places of juriſdiccion to the great 
vexacion and burthen to the ſaid corporacion and to the perill of the ſaid ſervice at ſea

forth to or for land ſervice other than as marriners and ſeamen in fea ſervice and alſo 
that they and every of them ſhall be in like manner diſcharged and exempted from 
being ſumoned and put in aſſizes juryes inqueſts inquiſitions attaints and other recog- 
nizances taken or ſumoned within the ſaid countyes or places or any of them unleſs 
that they the ſaid maſter pylotts and ſeamen and other ſeamen and marriners aforeſaid 
be thereto compelled or compellable by reaſon of his or their tenures or unleſs it be for

lords and others of the privy councell of us our heirs or ſucceſſors or any ſix or more 
of them (whereof the lord admirall for the time being to be always one) ſigned with 
the hands of them or any ſix or more of them to be contributary to the charge of any 
armour munition or any other thing appertaining to ſuch land ſervice that then and fo 
often the ſaid maſter pylotts and ſeamen and their ſucceſſors ſhall upon and after the 
receipt of any ſuch warrant perform and execute all and every ſuch thing as ſhall be 
comanded and enjoyned unto them or any of them in and by the ſame; any thing before 
in theſe preſents to the contrary hereof notwithſtanding And further of our like certain 
knowledge ſpecial grace and meer mocion for us our heirs and ſucceſſors we grant and 
confirm unto the {aid maſter pylotts and ſeamen and their ſucceſſors the houſe called 
the Trinity Houſe with the ſaid appurtenances and all other lands tehements here- 
ditaments priviledges perquiſites antient dutyes and. profitts which the ſaid company 
myſtery brotherhood and ſociety have heretofore lawfully had and enjoyed or whereof 
they or any of them or any other to and for their uſes have heretofore been lawfully ſeized 
and poſſeſſed and which the ſaid company myſtery brotherhood and ſociety at the time 
of this our grant do lawfully perceive have hold and enjoy Provided always and our 
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royal intent and pleaſure is that the ſeverall and reſpective ſumes of money hereby 
granted or mentioned to be granted or confirmed to and for the ſeveral and reſpective 
uſes ends intents and purpoſes aforeſaid are and ſhall be received and taken in lieu of 
all other dutyes allowances payments and ſumes of money heretofore given granted 
or received in that behalf And that no further dutyes or ſume or ſumes of money ſhall 
be at any time or times demanded paid or received upon account or for or in reſpect 
thereof any thing in theſe preſents contained in any wiſe notwithſtanding And our will 
and pleaſure is that theſe our letters patents ſhall be good and effectuall in the law to 
all intents reſpects and purpoſes unto the ſaid maſter pylotts and ſeamen and their ſuc- 
ceſſors without ſueing out of any writt or writts of ad quod dampnum the ſtatute of 
mortmaine or any other ſtatute act ordinance proclamacion proviſion or reſtraint 
thereof heretofore had made ſet forth ordained proved or any thing cauſe or matter 
whatſoever to the contrary notwithſtanding Although expreſs mencion of the true 
yearly value or certainty of theſe preſents or of any of them or of any other gifts or 
grants by us or by any of our progenitors or predeceſſors heretofore made to the ſaid 
maſter pylotts and ſeamen of the Trinity Houſe of Newcaſtle upon Tyne aforeſaid in 
theſe preſents is not made or any ſtatute act ordinance proviſion proclamacion or 
reſtriccion heretofore had made ordained enacted or proved or any other matter cauſe 
or thing whatſoever to the contrary thereof in any wiſe notwithſtanding In witneſſe 
&c. the 21 day of October in the 16 year of our reigne. |

AMES the Second by the grace of God King of England Scotland France 
and Ireland Defender of the Faith &c, To all to whom theſe preſents ſhall 
come greeting. Know ye that wee at the humble petition of the company miſtery 
and brotherhood and ſociety of ſhippmaſters pylots and ſeamen within the town and

as well for the better encreaſing and maintenance of our navigation for the benefitt 
defence and preſervation of our realme as allo for the better government rule and 
order of them and every of them and of our eſpecial grace certain knowledge 
and meer mocion have willed ordained conſtituted granted and confirmed and 


by theſe preſents for us our heirs and ſucceſſors do will ordeyne conſtitute declare 


grant and confirm that all and ſingular the ſhippmaſters pylots and ſeamen of the 
town and port of Newcaſtle upon Tyne and all the men of the ſaid company myſtery bro- 
therhood and ſociety dwclling or inhabiting within the ſaid town of Newcaltle upon 58

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ſor ever thereafter for the better government rule or order of them and for the

Hindmarſh Jn*. Bee Tho. Richardſon Rob Bullman Tho. Rewcaſtle Joſeph Swaddell 
John Wilkinſon John Vaughan and Tho. Watſon now being of the company miſtery 
brotherhood and ſociety of ſhipmaſters pylots and ſeamen of the ſaid town and port of 
Newcaſtle upon Tyne ſhall from henceforth be and be called elder brothers of the ſaid 
company myſtery brotherhood and ſociety And that Roger Heaton Leonard Vaughan 
Henry Mitforth George Leamon John Parker John Morton Anthony Hodgſhon John 
Wilſon Edmund Oxley John Dunne Tho. Blakeſton Robert Jackſon Tho. Shafto Geo. 
Storey Geo. Clarke John Eden Mich. Ballaſar Edu“ Robinſon Tho. Coming Robert 
Moody Geo. Wilkinſon John Chilton and all other the company myſtery brotherhood 
and ſociety of ſhipmaſters pylots and ſeamen within the ſaid town and port of 
Newcaſtle upon Tyne ſhall from henceforth be and be called younger brothers of the 
ſaid company myſtery brotherhood and ſociety and that two of the ſaid elder brothers 
(that is to ſay) Wm.

brotherhood and ſociety and that two other of the ſaid younger brothers (that is to

ſiſtants to the ſaid younger wardens All which perſons nominated placed and appointed in 
their ſeveral offices places and functions ſhall ſo continue in their ſaid offices places and 
functions untill from thence they ſhall be ſeverally removed expelled or diſcharged 
and others of the ſaid company myſtery brotherhood and ſociety in their ſeverall roomes 
and places ſhall be elected and choſen in manner as in theſe preſents ſhall be hereafter

and county of Newcaſtle upon Tyne and then and there by their general conſent or 
moſt voices of the ſaid whole company myſtery brotherhood. and ſociety as well of elder 
brothers as younger brothers then and there being preſent to elect and chooſe twelve 
perſons of the ſaid whole company myſtery brotherhood and ſociety as well of the elder 
brothers as of younger brothers then and there being preſent to ele&t and chooſe twelve 
perſons of the ſaid whole company myſtery brotherhood and ſociety as well of elder 
brothers as younger brothers whereof fix at leaſt to be of the elder brothers if they be 
then and there preſent, and in ſupply of ſuch elder brothers wanting then the reſidue to 
be taken out of the younger brothers then and there preſent Which twelve perſons fo 
by them elected and choſen ſhall for that time have full and abſolute power and 
authority from their ſeveral offices functions and places not only to remove expel and 
diſcharge the ſaid maſter elder wardens and younger wardens or any of them herein ap- 
inted or hereafter in manner and form following to be nominated elected or ap- 
pointed and likewiſe the ſaid aſſiſtants as well unto the ſaid elder wardens as younger 
wardens herein appointed or hereafter in manner and form following to be nominated 
elected and appointed or any of the ſaid elder wardens or younger wardens or aſ- 
ſiſtants unto the ſaid elder wardens or younger wardens herein appointed or here- 
after in manner and form following to be nominated elected and appointed 
but alſo in their names places and ſteads or in the names places and ſteads of them 
or any of them ſo removed expelled put out or otherwiſe diſcharged to nominate 
elect and ſubſtitute the ſame perſon or perſons ſo removed put forth or diſcharged 
or any other perſon or perſons of the ſaid company myſtery brotherhood and ſociety 
in manner and form following (that is to ſay) out of the ſaid whole company myſtery 
brotherhood and ſociety of the ſaid elder brothers hereby conſtituted and ordained or 
by the ſaid company myſtery brotherhood and ſociety at any time or times hereafter to 
be elected nominated or appointed one maſter: two elder wardens and two aſſiſtants 
unto the ſaid elder wardens and out of the ſaid company of younger brothers two younger 
wardens and two aſſiſtants unto the ſaid younger wardens And it ſhall be lawful for the 
ſaid maſter wardens and aſſiſtants ſo newly elected and the aforeſaid twelve perſons being 
elected as aforeſaid or the moſt part of them then and there preſent to elect nominate 
conſtitute and appoint ſuch other officer or officers ſervant or ſervants for and concerning 
the neceſſary expedition of the bulineſs and other occaſions of the ſaid company myſtery 
brotherhood and fociety as ſhall be expedient ſerviceable and convenient for the ſame

grace grant for us our heirs and ſucceſſors unto the ſaid maſter pylots and ſeamen and 
their ſucceſfors for ever that the ſaid maſter pilots and ſeamen and their ſucceſſors from 
time to time and as often as ſhall be expedient may meet and aſſemble together at 
the ſaid Trinity Houſe to conſerr treat commune agree and conclude among themſelves 
of for and concerning the conſervation good eſtate and good government of the ſaid 
company myſtery brotherhood and ſociety and for reporting or ending of ſuch matters 
and controverſics as ſhall be lawfully and by authority referred or ſubmitted to them 
touching any perſon or perſons in marine and fea cauſes only, touching the cunning 
knowledge or ſcience of ſeamen that ſhall happen from time to time to reſort to the 
river of Tyne the creeks or members of the ſame (that is to ſay) Blyth Sun- 
derland Hartlepoole Whitby and Steaths and all other creeks and members be. 
longing to the ſaid port of Newcaſtle upon Tyne And further we will and grant 
for us our heirs and ſucceſſors that they the ſaid maſter pilots and ſeamen or 
the greateſt number of them do lawfully meet and aſſemble together in the ſaid 
Trinity Houſe whereof the ſaid maſter one of the elder wardens one of the 
younger wardens or in the abſence of ſuch wardens one of the elder aſſiſtants or one of 
the younger aſſiſtants reſpectively ſhall be three ſhall have full power and authority from 
time to time to conſtitute eſtabliſh and make decrees laws conſtitutions and ordinances 
for the good eſtate conſervation and wholeſom government to be had amongſt themſelves 
and for the good direction and encouragement of ſuch ſeamen and marriners as ſhall 
reſort from time to time to the ſaid port and town of Newcaſtle creeks and members 
aforeſaid ſo belonging to the ſaid port and town of Newcaſtle touching marine and ſea 
cauſes only And further we do grant for us our heirs and ſucceſſors unto the laid maſter 
pilots and ſeamen and their ſucceſſors full power and authority that whatſoever ſhall be 
reaſonably and lawfully concluded and agreed upon at any ſuch lawfull afſembly or 
meeting of the ſaid maſter pylots and ſeamen touching the cauſes aforeſaid the ſame 
ſhall be kept and obſerved by and amongſt the ſaid company miſtery brotherhood and

unto the quality and quantity of the faults to puniſh and correct by pains penalties and 
amercements to be reaſonably inflicted upon ſuch offenders and the ſaid pains pe- 
nalties and amercements ſo inflicted and 1mpoſed to levy take and convert to the 
uſe of the ſaid company myſtery brotherhood and ſociety And that likewiſe it ſhall. 
be lawful for the ſaid maſter pilots and ſeamen from time to time as often as they ſhall 
think meet and convenient to revoke* diſanull ſupply alter or change any article or 
articles decrees orders laws and ordinances ſo by them lawfully made or hereafter to be 
made, ſo always as the ſaid decrees orders laws conſtitutions ordinances pains penalties 
and amercements be reaſonable and not repugnant nor contrary to the laws-ſtatutes cul- 
toms and rights of this our realm of England nor the liberties franchiſes priviledges cuſ- 
toras preſcriptions charters or grants of the ſaid town of Newcaſtle And we do further of 
our like ſpecial grace certain knowledge and meer motion grant for us our heirs and ſuc- 
ceflors unto the ſaid maſter pilots and ſeamen and their ſucceſſors for ever that it ſhall and 
may be lawful for them or for the ſaid maſter or one of the ſaid elder wardens and one 
of the ſaid younger wardens or for want of ſuch they being abſent then for any three of

as much as in ports beyond the ſeas all manner of merchant ſtrangers reſorting thither 
are compelled to take pylots belonging to the ſame reſpective ports or otherwiſe to pay 
the duty of pylotage there uſually paid and accuſtomed our will and pleaſure is and

by theſe preſents as much as in us lieth do for the better maintenance and incourage- 
ment of the ſaid waites and muſicioners and that they may the better continue to be 
men of {kill and knowledge in muſicke order and appoint that if att any marriage 
within this towne and liberties thereof the perſons to be married or any of their friends 
be diſpoſed to have any muſicke that they ſhall have the wazzes before any other And 
if any other do ſerve att ſuch marriages by the licence and conſent of the maior for 
the time being they ſhall allow and pay to the ſaid waites 3s.

The Latin copy, from whence the above record was printed, has ſuffered greatly 
from the ignorance or inattention of ſome tranſcriber, —The text is ſo corrupt in many 
places that one cannot even gueſs at what has been meant, I was favoured with the above 
conjectural tranſlation of the moſt material paſſage by a learned friend who is particu- 
. larly converſant in the ſtudy of ancient records.
